TR ANSLATOR S PREFACE. 


fT^UE Importance of ihe Commerce of India, and the Advantages 
of aTerritorial Eftablifnment in Bengal, have at length awakened 
the Attention of the British Legiflature to every Circvittiftance 
that may conciliate the Affcdtions of the Natives, or enfure Stability 
to the Acquilition. Nothing can fo favourably conduce to thefe two 
Points as a well-timed Toleration in Matters of Religion, and an 
Adoption of fiich original Inftitutej of the Country, as do not im¬ 
mediately clath with the Laws or Inter efts of the Conquerors. 

To a fteady Purfuance of this great Maxim, much of the Succefs 
of the Romans maybe attributed, who not only allowed to their fo¬ 
reign Subjects the free Exercife of their own Religion, and the Ad- 

miniftration of their own civil Jurifdi&ton, but lmnetimes by a Po- 
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Key ftill more flattering, even naturalized luch Farts of the Mytho¬ 
logy of the Conquered, as were in any refpeft compatible with their 

own Syftem* r( > ■, , .... 

With a View to the fame political Advantages,and In Obfervance 
of fo linking an Example, the following Compilation was let on 
foot ; which rauft be confuiered as the only Work of the Kind, 
wherein the genuine Principles of the Gen too jurifprudence are made 
public, with the Sundioxi of their moil retpfi&able Pundits (or j 
Lawyers) and which offers a complete Confutation of the Belief too 
common in Europe, that the Hindoos have no written Laws wh'a • 
ever, but fuch as relate to the ceremonious Peculiarities of their 
Superilition* 

The Profefforsof the Ordinances here colkfted kill fpeak the ori¬ 
ginal Language in which they were compofed, and ‘which is entirely 
unknown to the Bulk of the People, who have fettled upon thqfe 
Profefibrs feveral great Endowments and Benefactions in all Parts of 
Hindoftan, and pay them befides a Degree of perfbnal Refpedf iittle 
ihortof Idolatry, in return for the Advantages fop poled to ho derived 
from their Studies. A Set of the mofl experienced of thefe Lawyers 
was felefted from every Part of Bengal for the Purpofe of compiling 
the prefent Work, which they picked out Sentence by Sentence 
from various Originals in the Sbanfcnt Language, neither add¬ 
ing to nor dirniniihing any Part of the ancient Text. The Ar¬ 
ticles thus collected were next ttanlktcd literally into Perfian, under 
the Inlpeftion of one of their own Body;, and front that Truncation 
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•were rendered into Englifh with an equal Attention to the Clofenefs 
and Fidelity of the Verfion. Lefs fludious of Elegance than of Accu¬ 
racy, the Tranflator thought it more excuuble to tire the Reader 
with the Fldtnefs of a literal Interpretation, than to miflead him by 
a vague and devious Paraphrafe ; fo that the entire Order of the Book, 
the feveral Diviirons cf its Contents, and the whole Turn of the 
Phraie, is in every Part the immediate Product of the Bramins. The 
j5ngj|{h Dialedt in which it is here offered to the Public, and that 
<mly, is not the Performance of a Gentoo. From hence therefore 
jnay be formed a precife Idea of the Cu(toms and Manners of thcfe 
people, which, to their great Injury, have long been mifreprefented 
ju the VVeflern World, From hence alfo Materials may be collected 
towards the legal 'Aceomplifhment of a new Syilcih of Government 
in Bengal, wherein the Britifh Laws may, in feme Degree, be (often eu 
and tempered by a moderate Attention to the peculiar and national 
} rejunices of the Hindoo j fome of whole Tnftitutes, howfever fanci-- 
f t ,il and injudicious, may perhaps be preferable to any which could be 
Rh/United in their room. They are interwoven with the Religion 
e Country, and are therefore revered as of the high eft Authority : 
T)icv are the Conditions by which they hold their Rank in SocRp./* 
L 0 ng tjj|®gc has perfu,lied them of their Equity, and they will-always 
g! ?f dly embrace the PermifEon to obey them ; to be obliged ,0 re¬ 
nounce their Obedience would probably be efteemed among Ujcuj a- 
real Hard Imp, 
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The Attention which the Tranfiator was forced lb hcEtbw upon fo 
.uncommon a Subtext, the Number of Enquiries' fjccifEry jnt the Eluw 
cidation of almoft every Sentence', and •the many Opportunities of rub ft 
deriflve Information, wlficfi the Courfe of the Work preferred, give 
Litnin fome Meufure a Right to claim the Con vision o.t the World 
upon many dubious Points, which have Eng eluded the niceft En^ 
yeftigatiqn. He.is very far from wifliing to eftablhh his own Doc-v 
tripes upon the Ruins of thofe which he found already eretSetl; and 
when he oppqfes popular Opinion, or contradicts any Pl-grounded 
AfTeitioa, it is with the utmoft Diftruft of his own Abilities, anti 
merely in Submiilmn to the Authority of that Truthwhich the Can;- 
did will ever be glad to ftjppprt, even in Prejudice to a Syftcn) of 
their o,wji Formation. 

In a Trail fo untrodden as this, many Paths mull be attempted 
before we can hit upon the right. We owe much to every Perfjj, 
who in fo troublofome a Road hath removed a tingle Obflaclc, or 
opened the fmalleft Channel for Difcoyery j and the more rLfficidt 
the Completion of the Adventure, the greater is the,Merit of e;?pR 
Attempt. The prefent Work however is the only one of this i\ T a - 
tore ever undertaken by Authority ; the only Inftance, in -which the 
Bran'.ins have ever been perfuaded to give up aPart of their own Cpng 
fequer ce for the general Benefit of the whole Community : An:i the 
Pen of the Tranflator m.u ft. be conftdered as entirely the paflive ;I n - 
flrument, by which the Laws of this lingular Nation are ufhered Lito 
the World from thofe Bramins them (elves.

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In this preliminary Treatife it is propofed, after a few general and 
introductory Qbfervations, to attempt a fbart Account of the Shanicrit 
Language, and an Explanation of fuch PaiLges in the Body of the 
Code, as may appear by their Peculiarity or Repugnance to our Seri’ 
timents to lie moil open to Objection. 


Many conjectural Doftrines have been circulated by the Learned 
and Ingenious of Europe upon the Mythology of the Gentoos; and 
they have unanirnoufly endeavoured to conltrue the extravagant Fa>* 
bles with which it abounds into fublime and myfUcal Symbols of 
the moft refined Morality, This Mode of reafoning, however com¬ 
mon, is not quite candid or equitable, becaufe it lets cut with ftip- 
pofing in thofe People a Deficiency of Faith with Refpedt to the Atx- 
l ienticity of their own Scriptures, which, although our better In¬ 
formation may convince us to be altogether falfe and aroneous, 
yet are by them literally efteedied as the immediate Revelations of 
the Almighty> and the fame confidential Reliance, which we put in 
the Divine Text upon the Authority of its Divine Infpirer hitnfeif, 
is ey their miftaken Prejudices implicitly transferred to the Bt-ids of 
the Shatter. Hence we ate not juftified in grounding the Standard 
and Criterion of our Examination of the Hindoo Religion upon the 
known and infallible Truth of our own, becaufe the oppefue Party 
would either deny the firft Principles of our Argument, or infift 
uport an equal Right on their Side to fuppofe the Veracity of their 1 
own Scriptures uncontrovertible. 
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He nciay; poililily..be.owing to. this Vanity of reconciling every 
other Mod? .of Worfliip to iymeK.ind.of Coniofxnity. with ourown, 
that allegoricil Conftriyhions, and forced .Ailufioas .to a toy flic 
JvloraUty, h .ve beep conftantly fobbed In upon the .plain .uid literal 
Context of eyery Pagan Mythology. But ,yte fbpjild coniider, that 
the limitation of. a Religion has been in every Country the firfl 
Step towards an Emerfion from. Savage Barbarifm, and the Efia- 
blifhment of Civil Society j that the human Mind at that Period, 
when R salon is juft beginning to dawn, and Science is yet below 
the Horizon, lias by no Means acquired that Facility of Invention, 
and thole profound Habits of thinking, which are ncccllary to 
ftnkfp out, to arrange, and to complete a connected, confident 
Chain or abil?ufe A1 iegorv■ The Vulgar and II1 Itcrate have al 
ways npderftood the Mythology of their Country in its moil jlm . 
pie yind .literal Senfe ; and there was a Time to every Nation, when 
tlie higheft Rank in it was equally vulgar and illiterate with, the 
low eft. Surely then, we have no Right to fufpect in Them a 
greater Prcpenfi ty to, or Capability of the Compolition of fueh 
fubtle Myfieries in thofe Ages of Ignorance, than we find to e;>iffc 
in their legitimate Succefibrs, the modern Vulgar and Illiterate; at 
this Day, . 

Wf. have feeri frequent and unfucceRful Attempts among cur- 
Rives to fubhmate into allufive and fymbolical Meanings the Itylo- 
iaic Account of the Creation : Such erratic Syflems have ritfbn 
but to be exploded; and their mutual Difagreemept with eiach 

other, 
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other, in thefe fanciful Interpretations, is to us an additional Argu¬ 
ment for the literal Veracity of the Fnfpired Penman. The Faith 
of a Gen too (m if ■ aided as' ft is, and groundlefs as it may be) ii ► 
equally implicit with that of a Chriftian, and his Ailegia: 
own fuppofed .Revelations of the Divine Will altogether as firm. 
He therefore efteems- the aftonilhtng piracies attributed to : a 
Frihma; a Raihi, or a Kiihcri,' 'as Facts of the moft' indubitable ; 
Authenticity, and the Relation of them as moft dfiftly hilforicah I 

But not to interfere with Rich Parts of the Hindoo Mytholo¬ 
gy as have not been revealed or explained to him. the TranfPtor 
can positively affirm, that the Dodtrine of the Creation, as let forth 
in the prefatory DifcoWfe to this Code, is there delivered as 1m- 
ple and plain ’Matter of Fa&, and as a fundamehtdl Article m 
every pious Gentoo’s Creed ; that it was to meant and underilocd 
by the Compilers of this Work unanirnoufly, who bore the firft 
Characters in Bengal, both for their natural and acquired Abili¬ 
ties; and that their Accounts have been corroborated by the In¬ 
formation of many other learned B rani ins in the Courfe of a wide 5 
and laborious Enquiry; nor can it be other wife, uhlefs the Pro- 
grefs of Science, indead of beifig Row and gradual, were quick and 
inflantaneous; unlefs Men could (tart up at once into Divines ana 
Philofophers from the very Cradle of Civilization, or could defer 
the Profeffion of any Religion at all, until progreifive Cen(V'-nes had 
ripened them into a Fitnefs for the moft abftra&ed Speculations...

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Yrr it mayfairly be p re fumed, that when the Manners of a 
People become polifhed, ana their Liens enlightened, Attempts 
will be rnad j;.to revile and refit their Religious Creed into a Con¬ 
formity with the Heft of their Improvements ; and that thole Doc- 
trines, which the ignorant Anceilur received -with Reverence and 
Conviction, as the literal Expofition of undoubted Fad, the 
philofog]tic I'ofcendant wild drive to glofs over by a pojhriori Con- 
drudions of his own $ and, in the Fury of Symbol and Allegory, 
.nbfeure and diftort that Text which the Simplicity of its Author 
never tufpeded as liable to the Poiiibility of fuch Mutilation. — 
'I hefe Innovations however have always been fereened, with the 
moil Icrupulous Attention, from the general View of Mankind j 
and; if a hardy Sage hath at any Time ventured to remove the Veil, 
his Opinions hiv e usually been received with Defoliation, and his 
Perwn hath frequently paid the Forfeit of his Temerity., 

The real Intention and Subjedt of the Rleufmian Myfteries are 
now well known ; but it cannot, with much Pknfibility, be pre¬ 
tended, that thole Myfleries were coeval with the Mythology to 
v/hofc Difprov.u they owed their Fflablithment: Probably, the ■ 
I:i !li tin ion was formed at a more advanced Period of Science, when . 
Hie Minds of the Learned were eager to pierce through the Obfcu- 
rity of buperllition, anti when the Vanity of fuperior Penetration 
made them afhamed literally to believe thofe Tenets, which popular 
Prejudice would not fuffer them utterly to renounce.

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Instances In. Support off this Argument might -perhaps, with*- 
out a Strain, by drawn sven from Lome Parts ttf the’Holy Scrip- 
tyres: And here the Account of thy Sea lx?-G oat, in the Laws df 
Motes, offers itudffar that Purpdfe with the greater Propriety, as 
it is not altogether diffimiUr to a particular [frftitute of the Gen- 
toos. The inspired Author, after deferibing the prelhninary Ce¬ 
remonies of this Sacrifice, proceeds thus :

,p re he niton of a My fiery; and doubtlef?, at that Time, .believed 
that their Crimes were thus ready and t bona Jirk laid upon the Head 
of the Victim: Yet the more Wife, in fucceeding Ages, might 
well Part from fuch a Prejudice, and rightly conceive it to be a ty¬ 
pical Reprefentation of the Doctrine of Abioiutlon, 
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Hence it may be uhdemood, that what has been herein advan¬ 
ced does not'mean to feta tide the Improvements, of Phiioibpby, .or 
to deny the occafional Employmentof Allegory, but merely tp. efca- 
bllfh one plain Pofitionv that Religion in genera), at its .Origin, is 
believed literally as it is profeifed, and that, it is-,afterwards rather 
refined by tile Learned than debated by the Ignorant. 

The ; Gen too Ceremony, which was'hinted at as bear ing a remote 
Xikenef? to the Sacrifice of the Scape-Goat, is the Afhummeed Jugg,. 
*of which a moft abihrd and fabulous Explanation may be found in

What Periods fh&H we poffibly affign to theft Writers, if we dif- 
nllow the Authorities here quoted ? If they are fa lie, there mull have 
been a Time when the tmpC fit ion would have been too palpable to 
have palled upon Mankind, and when the concurrent Teitimony of 
the whole World would have fifth up in Judgment againft it j for if 
we grant Monaco's Works to have been publiihed during his own 
Life-Time, it is iinpoffible that he fbould have ventured to utter fo 
monlh tms a Forgery ; and if they were concealed till after his Death, 
could the Memory of his late Exigence be fo fhortly obliterated 
through the whole Country ?—But fuppoling fo much of the Book as 
relates to the Date to have been folded in by another, and after¬ 
wards produced as a Fart of the. original Text, which till that Time 
had lain undiscovered, Nobody furely would have believed him in 
Oppolkion to die univcrfal Faith ! for fo miraculous a Fidtion could 
never gain Credit but upon the Support of fome Principle of religious 
Opinion, and every Religion has eflabhflted a Chronology of its own : 
Jjefides, can it be pollible, that none of Munnoo’s Cotemporaries, 
none of the fucceeding Writers fhould. have recorded fo finking a 
Circumflance ? for if the whole Indian World had till that Time be¬ 
lieved with us in a Chronology nearly anfwering to that of Mofes, fo 
aftoniffiing a Change in their Sentiments upon the Introduction of 
the Dodtrine of the Jogucs would have ftfrnifhed ample Matter for 
a thoufand Volumes s but on the contrary, all the Parts of every 
3 Shatter 
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Shafter (however different from each other on religious Suhjeels) are- 
yet uniform and confident throughout upon, this.; the ftme Mode of 
computing their Annals has always obtained., and the fiime Belief of 
the Remotenefs of Antiquity that now prevails may be proved to 
have been utuverfally acknowledged, even at the Time in which fame 
pretend to fix the firft Appearance of Letters in Hindofhn. 

Rajah Prick utt, who though ranked as a modern on the Record’s 
of India, is yet known to have lived in thecarlied Ages of the Co lice 
•so, was no leis anxious than modem Phiiofo pliers are to pierce 
thro\igh the Obfcurity of Time, and to trace the Progvefs of the 
World from its Infancy ; at his laftjgation a Work was composed by 
Shukeh Diew, a learned B.ramin (Son of Beals, the famous Author of 
the Mahabaret) containing the Hi dory of India through the three pre¬ 
ceding Jogues, with the Succefljon of the iever.il Rajahs, and the 
Duration of their Reigns, This curious Hiftory, called Sh^ee B'haW- 
jejut, dill lubuiis, divided into twelve Afcund or Books (literally 
Branches) and three thoufand and twenty Chapters, What fifth 
we fay to a Work compofed four thou land Years ago, and from 
thence tracing Mankind upwards through feyera! millions of Year?' 
Mud we anfwer, that the Earth Was at that Time an urfinhabired 
Marfii, Hill fiowly emerging from an univerfal Inundation ? 

Great Purely and inexplicable tnud be the Doubts of mere hu¬ 
man Rcafon upon luch a Dilemma when unaflided and uninformed 
by Divine Revelation ; but while we admit the former in our Argu¬

The Earth 
is called Bhooig ahd Mankind who inhabit it Bhoor-logue; an In- 
ftancc of which may be fec i in the Stanza quoted from Munnoo :

pafe without . lame uncommon Merits and Qualifications. Xhe 
Sphere of Tuppeh is the Reward of thole who have all their Lives 
pei formed feme wonderful i A6t of Penance and Mortification, or who 
have died Martyrs for their Religion. The Suttee or higheft Sphere 
is the Re fide nee of Brihrna and his particular Favourites, whence 
they r.r.e alfo called Brihma-logo e: This is the Place ot Defti nation 
for thofc Men who have never uttered a Fa)fehood during their 
whole Lives, and for thofe Vv omen who have voluntarily burned 
them Lives with their Hu Lands. Plow {hall, we reconcile fo 
fplbndid. and exalted a Benediction pronounced upon this fponta- 
neons Martyrdom, with the Allertion of an Author, that the Cui- 
tom for the Wives to burn themfelvcs with their Huibands Bodies 
was never reckoned a religious Duty in India ; 1 his Circumftance 

will again prefen t itfelf in the Remarks on the Chapter of Women, 

But it is now Time to draw this Enay towards a Lpnclulion, 
by confining ourfelves to the more immediate Explanation of fuch 
Parts of the Code as may not Lem entirely con fifth )t with European 
Opinions, or European Juftice, 

The Work opens with a Lort Preliminary Difbourfe, written by 
the Bromins thcmfclv*, as well to fet forth the Motives and Dies 
of the Compilation, as to gratify the honeft Vanity of every fcnfible 
Mind, -in giving fome Account of itfelf and of its Labours. No¬ 
thing can be more remote from a luperfidious Adherence to their

own dome!tic Prejudices, or more truly elevated above the mean 
and felfilh Principles of Pricflcraft, than the genuine Dignity of 
Sentiment that breathes through this little Performance. Pew 
Chadians, with all the Advantages of enlightened Underfiandings, 
would have exprefted themfelvcs with a more becoming Reverence 
for the grand and impartial Deligns of Providence in all its Works, 
or with a more ex ten five Charity towards all their fellow Creatures 
of every Prd/effion. it is indeed an Article of Faith among the 
Bramias, that God's all merciful Power would not have permitted 
fuch a Number of different Religions, if he had not found a Plea- 
fur e in beholding their Varieties. 

The firft Sedtion of tire Preface contains an Account of the Cre¬ 
ation, literally as the Gentoos believe it to have been performed ; 
The four great and original Tribes are there faid to have proceeded 
from the four different Members of Brihma, the fuppofed immedi¬ 
ate Agent of the Creation under the Spirit of the Almighty. The 
Hindoos do not fuppofe that thefe feveral Parts of the Creator, af- 
figned for their Production, are a iymbolical Token or Defmption 
of the re-fpeCtive Duties of their Stations; but that the feveral Quali¬ 
fications of each Caff, and the enjoined Exercife of thofie Quali¬ 
fications, ^he natural and unavoidable Reiult of tlie preliding 
Fundion in each of the Members of their firff Parent.

aim oft as many feparate Carts as there are Trades or Occupations to 
be exercifed by its Members. .1 he fame Principle of Government, 
though under a different Modification, is find to prevail in China, 
where every Man is enjoined by Law to follow the Bufinefs of his 
Father, and forbidden to thru ft himfelf into any other Profeffiom 

But while we commend the Policy of the ancient Hindoos, we 
nmrtiament theirmofit deplorable Ignorance in fome of the practical 

N Sciences, 
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Sciences, particularly Geography, to which they mull give up all 
Prctenfions after their extravagant Defcriptiorf of the Seven Deeps* 
which they fuppofe to he lo many Continents' Separated from each 
other by ah altnoil infinite Ocean, but yet ail belonging to the 
■fame World which themfelves inhabit. 

The other Divifiont of the Preface contains the requisite (Quali¬ 
fications for a hlagtflrato and the Duties of his Station ; moil bf 
the Rules there laid down are very pertinent, and difplay an accu¬ 
rate Knowledge of the human Heart.-—But as the neceflary Limits 
of an EiTay like this do not give Room or Opportunity for a ge¬ 
neral and difliifive Criticifm, it is here intended only to fpeak of 
fuch particular Parts and Railages of the Work as contain fome- 
thing peculiar local, or charadteriilic. 

Among the (Qualities required for the proper Execution of pub- 
lick Biifmefs, Mention is made, “ That a Man muflbe able to keep 
** in Subjection his Lull, his Anger, his Avarice, his Folly, and 
■ his Pride." Tliefe Vices are forit-etimes denominated in the 
Shanferit under the general Term Opadhee, a Word which occurs 
in the quoted Specimen of the Comment upon the Reig Beid. The. 
Fdiy there fpecified is bot to be underflood in the ufual Serjfe of 
the Word in an European Idiom, as a negative Quality, or the 
mere Want of Senfe, but as a Kind of obllmately flupid Lethargy, 
or pervtrfe Abfence of Mind, in which the Will is not altogether 
pafilve It Teems to be a Weakoefs peculiar to Alia, for we cannot 
3 find 
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find a Term by which to exprefs the precife Idea in the European, 
Languages it operates .famewhat like the violent Impulfe of Tear, 
under which Men will utter Falfthoods totally incompatible with 
each other, and utterly contrary to their own Op in ion. Know; ledge, 
and Cynvi&ion j and it may be added alio, their Inclination and 
Intention. A very remarkable In fiance of this temporary Frenzy 
happened lately in .the Supreme Court of Judicature at, Calcutta, 
where a Mail (not an Idiot) fvvpre upon a 'Trial, that he was no 
Kind of Relation to his own Brother-who was then in Court, and 
who had conftantly fupported him from his Infancy; and that fie 
lived in aHoufe by himielf, for which, he paid the Rent from his 
own Pocket, when it was proved that he was not worth a Rupee, 
and when the Pcrfon in whofe Houfe lie had always reiided ftoc.l 
at the Bar clofe to him. ?, ..dCwy: 

Whenever the Word Polly included among the Vices above- 
mentioned occurs in this Code, it mufi always be underiloud to 
carry the Meaning here de fen bed.—-Another Conjecture, and that 
exceedingly acute and ingenious, has been fiarted upon this Folly , 
that it may mean the Deception which a Max permits to be im¬ 
peded on his judgment by he Palhons, as Ads of Rapacity and 
Avarice are often committed by Men wfip aferibe them to Pru¬ 
dence and a juft Mertion of their own Right ; Malice and Ran¬ 
cour pafsfor Juftice, and Brutality for Spirit. This Opinion, when 
til ora uglily examined, will very nearly tally with the former; for 
all the Pafiions, as well as Fear, have an equal Efficacy to difturb 
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•an 1 $mOrt the Mind : But to 'account for the Fafy here fpokeu 
of, as being the Off spring of the PatTmns, inilead. of drawing a 
parallel between it and the Xmpulks of thofe PalTtons, we mu ft 
fjppofe the Imp u lib to a£t with, infinitely more Violence upon an 
Aliatic Mind than we can ever have feeo exempli Bed in Europe. 
It is however fomething like the Mad ads fp inimitably deline¬ 
ated in the Hero of Cervantes, fenfible enough upon iome Occa- 
ilons, arid at the fame Time completely wild, and unconfcious 
of itfelf upon others ; and that too originally produced by an Ef¬ 
fort of the Will, though in the End overpowering and fuperfed- 
ing its Fundljons. 

It will no doubt ilrike the Reader with Wonder, to find a Probi- 
b i ti on u f Fire* A r m s i n Rec of ds of fitch unfathomable Antiquity; 'a: Id 
he will probably from hence renew the Sufpicion winch has long 
been deemed ah fur d, that Alexander the Great did ab folu tel y meet 
with fome Weapons of that Kind in India, as a Pafage in Quintus' 
Curtins feems to afeercain. .Gunpowder has been known In 
China, as welhas in Hindoftan, far beyond all Periods of inveiliga- 
tioiu—The Word Fire-Arms is literally Shanfcrit Agnee-afler, a 
Weapon of fire; theydefetibe the firft Species of it to have been' 
a Kind of Dart or \rrbw ript with Fire,- and difeharged upon the 
Enemy from a Bamboo. Among feverai extraordinary Properties 
of this-Weapon, onb was, that after if had taken Its Flight, it di¬ 
vided into feverai feparate Darts or'Streams of Flame, each of 
wb took jfedt, and which, when once kindled, could not beex-

The Battles which are described in this Softies;, -ridiculous as 
they may appear, when compared with the modern Art and im¬ 
provement of War, are the very Counterparts of Homer ; for, . 
in the early Ages of Mankind, a. Battle appears, to have been little 
more than a Set ofdiftinft Duds between Man .and-Man ; in which 
Cafe, every Circumftance pointed out in this Bart of the Magis¬ 
trate's Duty might naturally be expefted to occur: And this is a. 
foreibl Argument \o prove, that the Compilers have not foikedinto - 
the Code any novel Opinions of their own, when in this Place 
hardly one of the Principles of War, - as fated by them, is appli¬ 
cable to the prelim t Syftem and Situation of Mankind. 

There is a particular Charge to the Magiftrate to forbid all' 
Fires in the Month Cheyc, or Part of March and April ; this .is 
* It ft«mt exadtiy to agre$j with the Feu Gregeois cf the Cm fades. 
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an In^tution moil wifely and nfefully calculated for the Climate 
of Ffuidofthn, where, for above four Mouths before that Time, 
there falls noRain, and where the Wind always blows hard in that 
•Month, and is Wry dry and parching, fo that every Thing is ii’ the 
moil combiifeible Situation, and. the accidental burning of a Band- 
fill or Straw may fpread a Conflagration through a whole City.—It 
is ablervable hi India to this Day, that Fires are more frequent and 
more dangerous in the Month Cheyt than in ail the reft of the. 
.Year-.

Upon the whole, the Scope and Matter of this Section is excel¬ 
lent; and, divided of the peculiar Tinit it has received from the 
religious Tenets of its Authors, is not unworthy the Pen of the 
jnofl celebrated Politicians, or Philoiophers of ancient Greece. 

CRAP. I- Ti-te Code begins with Regulations for that which 
is one of the firll Cement, of civil Society, the Mutuation of Proper¬ 
ty; which, though equally necefTary and advantageous to the Pub¬ 
lic, mu ft be confined within certain Limits, and conduced upon 
the Faith of known Laws, to render it fafe, confidential, and equi¬ 
table. The favourable Diftlndlions marked towards fame Tribes, 
and apparent Severity with refpe£t to others, in this Chapter - , though 
perhaps not reconcileablc to our Ideas of facial CompaT, mu ft be 
fu- pofed perfectly confonani to the Maxims of the Gcntoos, and 
familiar to their Comprehenfions, as it may be obferved, that the 
Compilers have been fcrupulpv:fly exa£t, in pointing out all fuch 
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Cafe;; as have received "different Decifions in the diderent Originals 
from whence the AbUratf: is leleM.* Indeed, the Brarnins, indif- 
putably pcrfuadecl tliat their Origin Is from, the Mouth, or fuperior 
Member, of their Creator, and consequently that the Superiority 
of their Fribeis interwoven with the very F fence of their Nature, 
eftcerri that to be a full and iatisfadtqry Plea for every Advantage 
fettled upon them, above the red of the People,' by the Laws of 
their Country ; nor are the other Cads discontented with the Lot 
. to which they have been accudomcd from their earlied Infancy ; 
it they blame any Thing, it is that original Turn of Chance which, 
gave them rather to fpring from the Belly or the Feci of Brihma, 
than from his Arms or Plead. 

'The different Rate of Intcred, ’ edabli/hcd In this Chapter to be 
paid for the Ufe of different Articles, is perhaps an Inditute, pecu¬ 
liar to Hindodaif; but it reflects a ftrong Light upon the Simplicity 
of ancient Manners, before Money was uni verfally current as the 
Medium of Barter for all Commodities, and! is at the fame Time a 
weighty Proof of the great Antiquity of the is Laws, which 'feeqn 
calculated for the crude Conceptions of an aimod illiterate People 
upon thei f fi f d Ci viiination.

Thouiu ji Polygamy has been conftanrly p radii fed and univerfally 
allowed under all the Religions that have obtained in Alia, v/c meet 
with very few Inftanc.es of permitted Polyandry, or a Plurality of 
Huibands, fuch as mentioned in the fourteenth Section of this 
Chapter: But a Gentleman, who has lately pitted the Kingdoms 
of Boutan and Thibet, has obferved, that the fame Cuftom isaimoft 
general to this Day in thole Countries j where one Wife fre¬ 
quently, fervee all the Males of a whole Family, without being the 
Caufe of any uncommon Jealoufy or D-upnion among them.

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The chura&eriftic Enthufiajfm of the Gentoos Is ftfongly marked 
in Several Paris of this Chapter, where it appears, that the Property 
of a Bramin is coniidcred as too facred to fall into profane Hands, 
even thole of the Magillrate . which prove:; alio that the Magiffraf-.

The nectifary Qua¬ 
lifications for the Artntfatori” the Rules for the Examination of 
WitUefies. anti th&Roqut files for Propriety of “Evidence, are ftated 
with as’ rnuieli Aeeuf AOy and'Dfptli of Judgment as the Generality 
of rhoie in our own Courts, ’’lb this ’Chapter Mention is made of 
the Porrckch, or Trial by Ordeal which is one of the moil ancient 
IniKfbtes for the diit'inguifliing Criterion of Guilt and Innocence 
that hath been handed dowii to us by iacred’or profane HiftbQrr Fire 
or Water were the iVfual Rcfo’utces upon thefe Occaiions, arid they 
vrereconiliintly prepared andfanctified by the Solemnities of a reli¬ 
gious Ceremonial. The Modes of this Ordeal are various in India, 
according to the‘Choice of the Parties or the’Nnture of the Offence > 
tuft the Infallibility of the Refuh i s to this Day as implicitly believed 
as it could have been in the darkeit Ages of Antiquity, 

We find a particular InjundUon and Defcription of a certain 
Water Ordeal among the firlt Laws did: a ted to Mofes by God him- 
feif j it is contained in the fifth Chapter of Numbers, from the 
twelfth to the thirtieth VerfV, and is for the Satisfaction of jealous 
Hibbuuds, in the immediate Detection, or Acquittal of their Wives, 

CHAP. IV, V. and VI. In the two fucceeding Chapters no unnfual 
Matter occurs, but inch as good ; enfe and a Freedom from Prejudice 
will eafily developc ■: Rut, in the fecond Setiicn of the fixth Chapter, 
a Paifage appears, ■ which^ upon a Eight Examination, might give-the 
3 Reader 
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Reader a very Indigent Opinion of the Gen too Svftqm of . Govern¬ 
ment, viz. “A. Law to regulate the Shares of Robbers.” This 
Ordinance by no Means refpedts, the dome flic Difturhers of the 
Tranquillity of their own Countrymen, or Viola to is of the lull Prin¬ 
ciples of Society, but only fuch bold and hardy Adventurers as yuly 
foi th to levy Contribittions in a foreign Province. Unjufl as this 
Behaviour may appear in the Eye of Equity, it bears the ipoil genuine 
Stamp of Antiquity, and correfpontb entirely with the Manners of 
the early Grecians, at or before the Period of the Trojan VVar, and 
.of the Weftern Nations, before their EraerfioA from Barbariim j a 
Practice Rill kept up among the pyratic States of Barbnrv u> its fulleft 
Extent by Sea, and probably among many Herds of Tartars and 
Arabian JJanditt: by Land. However, the known Exigence and 
Originality of this favage Sy flail will juftify the Gen too Magiftrate 
of thofe ancient Periods'in affifting the Freebooters with his Advice, 
and participating in their Plunder, when, at that Time, fuch Expe¬ 
ditions were cfleemed both legal and honourable.

It is ft ill an tmiverfal Prafticc among the Gentoos, to entertain 


n Number of fuch Women for the Celebration of their lolemn 
Feftiv&la; and in many Parts of the Deccan, a Band of them is 
kept in every Village at the public Charge, and they are frequently 
diipatchea to meet any Perfon palling in a public Charadfer, ex- 
adHy conformable to the Precept ion of Saul by the Women of Ifrael. 
Probably their being expo fed to general View and to a free Conver¬ 
sation with Men (fo contrary to the' Referve and Privacy of the 
reft of thei Sex in Ada) betrayed them Froftitutfoii : And 
in former Ages, a rroftitute feems to have been by no Means fo 
defpicable a Character as at prefent, iifice one of the firft-Afts of 
King Solomon* s Government that was thought worthy to be record¬ 
ed was a Dccilicn from the Throne, upon the Suit of two Harlots. 
Many States, even among the Moderns, have found the NeeelTity 
as well as Utility of tolerated ProPJtution ; they have di'covered 
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it to be ope of the moil eftedual Methods for preferring the Pea.ee 
of Families and the Health of Individ uals ; arid Pub lick Steves have 
accordingly been licenfcd under every Regulation that could be de- 
vifed to obviate their probable ill Eftedts, and to iecure all their 
Advantages; f .. in Alia,' the Profctfion of Singing and Dancing 
by diftind Sets or Companies naturally formed theft Women into 
a Kind of Community. And as the Policy of a good Government 
will always look with an Eye of Regard upon every branch of So¬ 
ciety, it was but juft and proper to enad Laws for the Security and 
Protection of this Fublick Body, as well as of the reft of the State, 
particularly as the Sex and Employment of thofe who compofed 
it rendered them more than ulually liable to Infult and ill 
Ufage. 

It can be no Objection to the Rules laid down in this Place, 
that the Language in which they are delivered is plain even to 
Groifnefs; it is well known that the Ancients, even in their moft 
refined Ages, admitted a Freedom of Speech utterly incompatible 
with the Delicacy of modern Conversation, and that we are on that 
Account frequently much embarraifed in tranftatirtg even the moft 
daftica! Authors of Greece and Rome. — 'Indecency too feeins to be 
a Word unknown to the Law, which ever infifts upon a ilmpie De¬ 
finition of Pud. The. Englifn Courts, upon Trials for Rape or 
Adultery, are full as little modeft and equivocal in their Language 
as any Part of this or fome of the fucceeding Chapters; neither 
Rmk nor Sex, nor Innocence can proted a Woman who is unfor- 
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tunate enough to he called in as a, WHnoiifj even upon fhe moll tri¬ 
vial Points. of fuch a ; Caufc,, fr$t» beipg chligefftohear, and-even to; 
utter; the moft indecent and blocking IL-yprelTions, which -are neeeff- 
farily urged :upon her, fo .far.as + o authenticate every CffcauuUace 
in Queifion, without the lead; DJfguife- of C^'curniocntioij cu ]fc- 
ferve in Favour of Modefty : Yet Trials, of this Nature. - arc puby 
'tidied at length among us, and read, with Eaggfiv^Ts, as much perhaps. 
to the Scandal of the Law as to. the Corruption of our; limginations,, 
and the Dcbaiernent of our Manners. 

Rut a Work upon; fo diffufive a Pbn as that --of this Code is cal¬ 
culated for the Perufal of the Judge and of the Philpjfopher,; and. is- 
far above the Cavil of narrow Undeifcan dings and felfiih Prejudices.. 
T&efe indeed will fometimes feel, or pretend to feel, a greater Shock 
at the Mention of certain Crimes, than it is to he fufpected they 
would undergo in. the CommiiTion of them; but for the VvYrning 
of the Sabjeff, and for the Guidance oi the Magiftrate, no Delinea¬ 
tion of Offences can be too minute, and no Dii’crinffnation too 
particular! 

CHAP, XVL From hence 7 in Conformity to the Intention of 
this Treatife, we ihall at once proceed to the fix tee nth Chapter of, 
Aflault, and of Preparation to Ailault; which feems entirely found¬ 
ed upon the peculiar Tendernefs of aGentoo’s , Confcience* with ref- 
peft to the Purity of his Caff. Here we fee almoft every Unclean- 
nefs that can be pra.dtifed accurately fpecified, and ffrongly prohibit- 
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the ■ ■ h {fe i • tiy enhanced in I’rope it; on io the 

Jliiifc • or• • Ci&ufc£aftce$'''of the thirties. The Tame Notions'of 
Db&k’frtciit from Contact with any unclean- Article appear to have 
been diligently inculcated into the Jev.fe by their : infpifed Legt- 
ilator; ami the nincr •noth Chapter of Numbers b irs t evident. 
Relation to the'Spirit ahd Meaning of the Chapter here, though it 
differs in the Statement of the fevcral Object a from whence the 
Defilement is fuppofed to proceed. The Regulations before ns were 
entirely neceffary for a People, whole' very Degree and Place in So¬ 
ciety were conditionally dependant upon a fcrupulous Avoidance of 
all Uncleannefs. Hence even the Preparation or Attempt to A fault 
was for bidden, as well; as the Aft itfclf; and the tautolqgicalEnume- 
ration of every polTible Mode of this Affanlt, by the mod minute, 
Gradat ions, needs no other Flea to reconcile it to our Ideas.

CHAP.. XVII. The Chapter upon. Theft contains a complete 
Anfwer to every Objection that might be brought agarnft a former 
Expreffi&a in the Code, “ Of the MagifErates mitring in the Plun- 
der of Robbers,’' as almoft every poffible Species of Fraud or 
Robbery is in this Place impartially condemned. Among other 
Punifhments, thofe of ** Cutting off the Hair, Shaving with the. 
Unite 1 of an Ate, Ac.” are fevcral Times mentioned. Tbcfe arc- 
like the Stocks and Pillory among ourfelves, intended to operate 
upon the Feelings of the Mind, rather than thofe of the Body, and, 
by awakening the Senfe of Shame andDiigrace, to obviate the Necef- ’ 
fty of Corporal Chudifcmeiit. They are con Ran tly confidcred 
u among. 
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among the Hindoos as the mo ft complete Degradation they can un¬ 
dergo, .next .to. the.. abfolute Lofs .of Cali. Arid feme -imagine, 
though without Foundation, that they are by this Punifhmcnt 
really expelled from their Tribe.; that however is not the Cafe, 
they are meant merely as temporary Humiliations, and as. a Kipd of 
Warning,, that upon the next Offence the Sword of Juftiee will be 
aimed at the Head itfein 

The Fines or Penalties enjoined for concealed Theft, in the 
third Section of this Chapter, comprehend moil of the Modes of 
Capital Punifhment preferibed by ancient or modern Tribunals. 
Hanging and Crucifixion feem to have been the' ufual Kinds of 
Death inflicted by the jews; but their'Laws werealfo no Strangers 
.to the Practice of Burning, as we find by the twenfy-firft Chapter 
^Leviticus ; “ Tin Daughter of any Prieft, if the profane herfelf 
** by playing the Whore, die profaneth her Father, fhe flm.ll be 
“ fumed with Fire.” 

Tun Crime of Men-Healing, mentioned in this Part of the Code, 
however repugnant to every Principle of Humanity, is not by any 
Means peculiar to the Gentoos, for it is like'wife forbidden, under 
Pain of Death, in Deuteronomy, Chapter twenty-fourth : “ If a 

“ Man be found Healing any of his Brethren of the Children of 
“ Iil acl, and ri.ak.cth Merchandize of him, then that Thief fholl 
die, and thou Unit put away Evil from among you.” 
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Thu Part of the Compilation exhibits a Variety of Crimes pu- 
nirtiabls by various Modes of capital Pmmbu tic y to the gene¬ 

ral Opinion adopted in Europe, that the Gen too Ad mmifl: ration was 
wonderfully mild, and averie to the Deprivation of Life. Ode 
Caufe for this Opinion might be, that, fihce the Tartar Empire be¬ 
came abfolute in India, the Hindoos (like the Jews in the Captivity) 
though in fome Refpeecs permitted to live by their own Rules and 
Laws, have for Reaibns of Government been in molt Cafes prohi¬ 
bited from dying by them. This Chapter however dtfplays In- 
Rances-of what might, feem unjiUHSable Severity, did not the Jewish 
Difpenfatloa afford us a Number of Examples to the lame Purpofe. 
The Ordinance in Mods for Stoning a Rebellious Son, or a Girl 
found not to be a Virgin : Samuel's hewing Agag to Pieces before 
the Lord in Gilgal: Whole Nations cut off at once by 'unlimitted 
Profcription: David’s harrafling his Enemies with Harrows of 
Iron; and a Thoui&nd other Paffages of the fame Tendency, prove 
that the Laws of moll Nations, of Antiquity were written in Let¬ 
ters of Blood; and “if in England (as it is fid) we have near eighty 
Kinds of Felonies, all liable to capital Punishment, theGentoos need 
not think their own LegiOnturc uncommonly fertile in Empky • 
meets for the Executioner. 

The latter Part of this Section is particularly let apart to treat of 
Thefts committed by the Bramm Tribe; and the many dreadful 
Penalties there enjoined leave the Delinquents but a fiender Satis- 
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faction in their Exemption from capital. Puniiliinent: Add too, that 
from thefe Chenmdances, it may be cdledlrd, that this .Exemption is 
really founded upon, a reverential Regard to the danotity. of their 
FmidUon and, Character, rather than upon the unjujft Preference of 
felf-intercAed Partiality. 

CHAP. XIX. Thk nineteenth and twentieth Chapters prefent 
us a lively Picture of Auatic Manners, and in them a Prong Proof 
i their own Qriginality. To Men of liberal and candid Sentiments, 
neither the Grnfihefs of the Portrait nov thePIarfhnefs, of the .Colour¬ 
ing will ft-cm improper or indecent, while they are convinced of the 
Truth of the Refen) blanc c; and if tins Compilation does not exhi¬ 
bit Mankijid as they might have been, or as they ought to have been, 
the Anfvver is plain, “ Becaufe it paints them as they were.”—Vices, 
as well ,&}, Faihiops, hav e their Spring Cud their Falb not with Indi¬ 
viduals only, but in whole Nations, where one, .reigning Foible for 
awhile fwuUows up the red, and then retires in its Turn to make 
!',vm for the cpidemic InH;tence* of a. newer 1 1 aifion.' Whetefore., 
if any Opinions not reco.no Livable. to our Modes of thinking, or any 
Crimes not practifed, and fo not prohibited among us, fhoulp occur 
in thefe Chapters, they m.uft be imputed to the different Effects pro¬ 
duced on the, 1 hi man Mind by a Di ffere nde • of Climates, Cuftnms 
and Manners,, ■which will eprilanidy give a particular Turn and Bias, 
to the National Vices.— Hence it wouid .be a weak and frlvoloua- 
Argument for cenfuring the fifth Sedlion of this nineteenth Chap¬ 
ter, to .object; that it was levelled at an O/fence, abfurd In itfelf, not 

likely 
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likely to be frequent, or -fuppofngit frequent, ftifl- to'be 
trivia] Cofffequenceq and to make this Obje&ion 'merely lii Con- 
fide.rati.on that the Offence may not he ttfttal among us, and has cfcr- 
tainly never been forbidden by onr Legiihiture, fitch Cavils would 
betray a great Ignorance of the general Syflem of fluriian 'Nature', 
as well as of the common Principles of Legiflatton for Penal Laws 
(except for the molt ordinary Crime's) are not enhite'd until particu¬ 
lar Inf lances of Offence have pointed out their abfcfutb Neccffity* 
for which Reafon Parricide was not fpecifted among the original 
Institutes of the celebrated lawgiver of Sparta.

Ik Aha, the indubitable Virginity of the Bride lias ever been a 
requisite and mod neceffary Condition of r. Marriage'; and indeed 
the Warmth of Cmiftitution in either Sex, and the univerfd jc-iloufy 
of the Men in thole Climates, give great Propriety to the Caution ; 
f (>r in Women the hr ft Breach of Chaftity was always' eftecteidd-diet- 
five } and Mofes c&nfidered the Offence in at Ieaft as tenons' a Light 
as the Gcutoos have done, fiitce he ordained,that, it the T okens or 
Virgitiify were not found upon, a Oir.( at her Maruage, the jhoukl 
be Honed: — A hard Fate furely, if we rdiedt to how many Accidents 
fo frail an Article .is liable, without any Intention or Fiu.it of its 
Poltefior t And if a Hindoo’s Confidence is . equally nice w/th a 
jew’:, upon this Point it cannot be judged extraordinary, that a par¬ 
ticular. 
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ticul'-T Seftlon. of tihisfc ide fhoukl be appropriated to the Condeiona¬ 
tion of fuch Practices as may violate Virginity, anti deflrov its To¬ 
kens, even without actual Copulation, once the Difgraee and other 
unhappy Confequences to the Woman are equally inevitable, to what 
Caufe foever it be owing that the Proofs of her Chaftity are de¬

Jy forbidden at the Beginning of this Chapter, which, by llightly 
pumlhing the ilrfl Preparatives and leading Steps to an Offence, 
Ihews a tender Concern for the Offender’s Welfare, to whom it thus 
gives a monitory Check at the very Commencement of his Defign, 
and before the Execution of it has fubje&ed him to the extreme 
Rigour of the Law.

Crimes, for -which no polhble Temptation can be p leaded * may be, 
feVcrely puniihed, without much U anger to the Generality ofi 
Mankind. 

Tun Article of the third Seftion is of a more ferious. Nature, and 
contains an Injundion not unneceflary for the general Peade and 
good Order of every Community. The Vulgar in all Xa:ions are 
tied down to the continual Exercife of bodily Labour for their own 
immediate Subfiftencej and their Employments are as incompatible 
with the Leifure requifite for Religious Speculations, as their Ideas 
are too crofs for the Comprehenftou of their. Subdltyj add to this; 
that illiterate Minds are ufualiy To. apt to kindle at the leait 
Touch--of Enthufiallic Zeal, as to make their lieadftrong Superfd- 
tioii the molt dangerous of all Weapons in the Hands of a delignbjg 
t , . Partisan; 
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Pnftizaft; like thtAgnee-afterM rages with unqucncltablcViolence,ani 
fepdfating into a thoufand Flames, all equally deitrudKve, fubfidcs 
not but with the Exaltation of a Cromwell, or a Maftacre of Saint 
Bartholomew. Mofes obferved a like Severity with this Code, in 
prohibiting the reft of the People from any Interference with the 
Prpfeftion of the Prieilhoodj the Ordinance is iffued from the 
Mouth of Cod himfelf: ** Thou fbalt appoint Aaron and his Sons, 
“ and they jhall watt on their Pdell’s Office, and the Stranger that 
"** cometh high fhall be put to Death/ 

In deed the whole Office, as well as the fhcred Preeminence of 
the Ik.andni cal Tribe, is alrnolt an exadt Counterpart of that of the 
Lcviiical: The Levitcs were particularly forbidden Wind; fo are 
the Hr .mins : The Lt vitas were more than others enjoined to 
avoid tin. Con tad of all Unclean nefe.; fo are the Bounins: The 
Levitcs were to affiift the Magiilrate’s Judgment in difficult Cafes } 
fo are the. Dram ins: And, in every other Helped, the RefemMance 
might wdi authorize a Sufnicion, that they had originally fame 
remote Affinity to each edaer, though Conjecture cannot poflibly 
trace the Source of the Connexion. 

Tun Patience of the PuhUck. has now been Sufficiently exerci/ed 
and trdhaJTefi upon in this Eli ay, which was bpt designed t > ob¬ 
viate fonie of the mom pJauGtde Objections, which are iikely to be 
Hated again ft fo uncommon a Compil ttion. Wc have every where 
I reduced Iiiftances of a Similitude between the ivlofaical and the 
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Hindoo Difpenfation, though without attempting to infert the 
hundredth Part of what occurred upon fo Fruitful a Subject. 

But it is not only to the Laws of Mofes that this Code bears a 
finking Likenefsj many ether Parts of the Holy Scriptures ro.av' 
from hence be elucidated or confirmed: Tints in the Book of 
Genefts we find Laban excufing himfelf for having fuhft noted 
Leah in the Place of Rachel to Jacob, in ihcfe Words : £< It mud 
not be fodone in our Country, to give the Youngeft (Daughter) 
*' before theFirft-BornThis was long' beforeMofcs was bom.— 
So in this Compilation it is made criminal for .a Man to give 
bis Younger Daughter in Marriage before the Elder, or for a 
Younger Son to marry while his EldefBrotber remains un married. 

Comparisons of this Nature will illuftrate many doubtful Pada¬ 
ges, and explain many obfolete Cuftoms and Ufrges alluded to 
throughout the Bible; fo that fhould no Part of thefe Laws be 
thought worthy of Adoption into the Syftem of a Britiih Govern¬ 
ment in Afia, they will yet -well delerve the Confi derat ion of the 
Politician, the Judge, the Divine, and the Philofophcr, as they 
contain the genuine Sentiments of a great and fiourifhirfg People, 
at a Time when it was impoiTible for them to have any Connexion 
or Communication with the European World, upon Subjects in 
which all Mankind have a common In ter eft ; as they abound with 
Maxims of general Policy and Jufticc, which no Particularity of 
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Manners, or Divernty of Religious Opinions can alter • as they, 
may become yftful References for a Number of National and 
local Diftindions in our own Sacred Writings, and as the feveral 
Powers of the Mind, in the gradual Progress of Civilization, may by 
judicious Comparifops from hence be jnveftigated almoft to their 
Ijcft Principles.

T? ROM Men of enlightened Underffandings and found Judgment, who. In 
their Refearches after Truth, have fwept from their Hearts the Dud of Ma¬ 
lice and Oppofinonj It is not concealed, that the Contrarieties of Religion, and 
Ptverfities of Belief, which arfcCaufes of Envy, and of Enmity to the Ignorant, 
are in fade a manifeft Demonllrytion of the Power of the Supreme Being:' 
For it is evident, that a Painter, by fetching a Multiplicity of Figures, and by 
arranging a Variety of Colours, procures a Reputation among Men; and a 
Gardener, for planting a Dtvcrfity of Shrubs, and for producing a Number of 
different Flowers, gains Credit and Commendation; wherefore it is Abltirdity 
and Ignorance to view, in an inferior Light, him who created both the Painter 
and the Gardener. The truly Intelligent well know, that the Differences and. 
Varieties of created Things are a Ray of His glorious Eficnce, and that the 
Contrarieties of Condi unions area Type of His wonderful Attributes; whofe 
complete Power formed all Creatures' of the animal, vegetable and material 
World, from the four Elements of Fire, Water., Air and Earth, t J be an Oi- 
nament to the Magazine of Creation; and whofe comprehenfive Benevolence■ 
fele&ed Man, the Center of Knowledge, to have the Dominion and Authority 

over the reil; and, having bellowed, 'upon this favourite ObjcftJudgment and- 

Under Handing,. 
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TJniterltandmg, gave him Supremacy over the Corners of the World; and, 
when lie had put into his hand the free Control and arbitrary Dilpofal of all 
A (fairs. He appointed to each Tribe its own Faith, and to every Sed its own 
Religion; and having introduced a nuroerousVariety of Calls, and a Multipli¬ 
city of dijr rent Cufloms, He views in each particular Place the Mode of Wet- 
/hip refpedively appointed to it; fometimes He is employed with the Attend¬ 
ants upon the Mofque, in counting the facred Beads ; fometimes He is in the 
Temple, at the Adoration of Idols; the Intimate of the Muffulman, and the 
Friend of the Hindoo; the Companion of the Christian, and the Confidant of 
the Jew. Wherefore Men of exalted Notions, not being bent upon Hatred 
and Opposition, but confidering the colkdled Body of Creatures as an Object 
of the Power of the Almighty, by inveftigating the Contrarieties of Sedt, and 
the (iililrent Cuftoms of Religion, have Ramped to thfemfelv.es a lafting Re¬ 
putation upon the Page of the Vforld; particularly in the cxtenfive Empire 
of Hindu dan-, .which is a-moft delightful Country, and wherein are collected 
great Numbers of Turks, of Perfians, of Tartars, of Scythians, of Europeans, 
of Armenians, and of AbyflTinkms. And whereas, this Kingdom was the long 
Rdidence of Hindoos, and was governed by many powerful Roys and Rajahs, 
the Gcntoo Religion became catholick and univerfal here; but when it was 
afterwards ravaged, in iever.nl Parts, by the Armies of Mahomedanilm, a 
Change of Religion took place, and a Contrariety of Cuftoms arofe, and all 
Affairs were t ran failed, according to the Principles of Faith in the conquering 
Party, upon which perpetual Oppofuions were engendered, and continual 
Differences in the Decrees of juftice; fo that in'every Place the immediate 
Magittratedecided all Crules according to his own Religion ; and the Laws 
of Mahomed were the Standard of Judgment for the Hindoos. Hence 
Terror and Confufiun found a Way to all the People, and Juftice was not im¬ 
partially adminiftered ; wherefore a Thought fuggefted itfelf to the Governor 
.General, the Honour Tie IVerr cn TUjVmgs, to inveftigate the Principles of 
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the Gentoo Religion, and to explore the Cufloras of the Hindoos, and to 
procure a Tranflation of them in the Per fun Language, that they might be¬ 
come universally known by the Perfjaicuity oft that Idiom, and chat a Book 
might be compiled to preclude all fucb contradictory Decrees in future, 
and that, by a proper Attention to each Religion, Juft ice might take place 
impartially, according to the Tenets of every Seel. Wherefore Bramlns, 
learned in the Shafter (whofe Names are here Subjoined) were invited from 
all Pam of the Kingdom to Fort-William, in Calcutta, which is the Capital 
of Bengal and Bahar, and the moll: authentic!* Books, both ancient and 
modern, were coHefted, and the original Text, delivered in the Hindoo 
Language, was faithfully tran flared by the Interpreters into'the Per ft an Idiom.

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P R E F A C E. 


Account of the Creation. 

T HE Principle of Truth, having firfl formed the Earth, and the Heavens,- 
and the "Water, and the Fire, and the Air, produced a Being, called’ 
Burmbt), the Dew fab,. for the Creation of all Beings (Dewtab is that to which 
all offer their Worihip) afterwards he created the Bramin from his Mouth-, 
tire Chehtem from his Arms, the Bice fro in his Thighs, and Header from his 
Feet: And he ordered Btirmha to complete the other Creations, and to fettle 
the feveral Employments refpe&ively of the Bramin, die Cbehieree, the Bice, and 
the Sooder , that he had created ; and he committed the Government of ail Beings 
to Burmha.-. — Burmkd, according to Order, produced in the World Mankind, and 
Beads innumerable, and Birds, and Vegetables, and all inanimate Things, and 
Serpents of all Kinds and Varieties, and Piety, and Morality, and Juftice, and 
Continence, and Luff,, and Anger, and Avarice,, and Folly, and Arrogance, 
and Drunkennefs, And whereas the Bramin proceeded from the Mouth of die 
Principle of Truth, for this Reafon His Rank is the moil eminent; the Ckcb- 
tine fprung from his Arms, his-Rank therefore is Seconds the Origin of the 
B tee. is from the Thighs, and hisjRank is the Third in Eminence; and the 
Seeder, who fprung from the Feet, is therefore the le.ift in Degree of them all. 
Bur mb a nrfl fettled the Occupation of each of thefe Four Tribes; as that the 
Occupation of the Bramin should be to read the Bads, and other Sbaficr ' f and 

to 
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to teach the Sbnjler, and to perform the Jugg and Worfhip; and to caufe the 
Performance or the Pocjtb, i. e. the Wofflijp to Dewtab, and of the Jugg by 
others, and to perform and to accept theD«» (an Explanation of theTerms/wg* 
and Din is to be found in the Chapter of hibcviuisle Properly;) Among thefe 
Occupations already delcribed, Three are for their Snbfiilcnce and Support,-, 
ail d Three for the Exercile of Piety, as for In dance, to caufe the Perform¬ 
ance of dvs’Poojeh and Jugg of others; and to inftrutil Pupils, from whom forne 
Premium is received-, and to accept the Dana Thefe Three Occupations are to 
be the Source of Subhllence to the Brawny and the other Three Occupations 
.are for the Exercife of his Piety. The Occupations of the Cbebterte are to learn 
the Sciences, to perform the Pujeb and to perform thei^w, and, arming 

himfelf with the Implements of War, to defend and lecure the Repots-, and for 
his Subilfttucc, the Chcbtcree fliall ferve in the Defence of the RtyoSs-, the other 
Three Occupations are for F.xercifes of Piety to the Cbebterte. To the Bice 
alfo, it was vnjoimd to learn the Sciences, and to perform the Dim and the Jugg-, 
and befides tins, to him was permitted Commerce, and the tending of Cattle, 
and Agriculture; the Accjuilition of Science, and the Performance of the 
Zhfft and Jugg, are for the Advancement of his eternal Happinris; and Com¬ 
merce, and the tending of Cattle and Agriculture, are for his Livelihood, The 
Tribe of Seeder fhall be Servants to the Braynin, the Chehtem, and the Bice. 

If a Bramn cannot procure a Subfiflencc by the' Exercife of his own ap¬ 
pointed Occupations, lie fhsll earn a Livelihood by applying to the Occupa¬ 
tions of the Cbcbtera: If alfo he fails to acquire a Subfiftence from the Oc¬ 
cupations of the Ckebleree, he flirt 11 exercife thofe of the Bice-, but of thofe Oc¬ 
cupations, he Audi fir ft apply to the tending of Cattle, and to Commerce-, if 
from thofe alfo, he cannot earn his Support, he ftirdl then betake himfelf to 
Agriculture, If a B'.min applies himfelf to Commerce, he Audi not fell either 
'Salt, or any. Articles of Sweet, or of Bitter, or of Aftringenr, or of Acid, or 
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Victuals, or Stones, or Iron, or Animals, or Moo, or Red Cotton Cloth, or Sd-'c 
Pieces, or Blankets, or other Species of the lame Kind, made of Sheeps Wool, 
or Camphire and other Aromaticks, or l-ioncy, or Water, or Poilon, or Field, 
or Milk, or 0 jer (Sour Cream) or O',hr, or bitter Oil, or Sefamum, or the Grafs 
Kcfe (which is a particular Species of Grafs) or Birds, or Wine, or FtSi, or 
Wax; but thc Sifamur,:, if it be produced in Land belonging to the Eramin, he 
may fell on the fame Day that it is cleared from the IJuflk, The Cbsbtsres y it 
he cannot fubii-ft by his own proper Occupations, Avail exercife thofc of the 
Bits and if the But fails of a Subiiftcnce from his own Occupations, he Hull 
apply to thofe of the Spader % and if the Sooder fails of a Livelihood, he ihall 
apply to Painting, or to Needle-Work, or fonie other luoh T, mpiuymcn't : In 
this Manner aim their feveral Occupations divided and ddlingudhed from each 
or ha.—.For fome Period after the Creation of the World, there was neither 
Magi ft rate nor Pumfhment; and no Man committed Crimes, or exercifed Inf 
iuflice and Opprcflion uponhis Fellow Creatures-, and the Ryots were nouriilied 
with Pjpty and Morality; but, in procefs of Time, Lull and Anger, and Ava¬ 
rice, and Folly, and Arrogance, and Drunkennefs, became fo predominant over 
the feveral Members of Men, that with-holding them from Addons qf Piety, 
they became the Guides to all Wickednefc ; and Men employed thcmfelyes in 
all Occupations of Debauchery am! Iniquity, and affumed the Licentioufneft 
of eating Things forbidden them to eat, and of uttering Words forbidden 
them to utter, no Man regulated his Addons in conformity to the Beu(i> nor 
walked in any Path but that of Sin. When i nch iniquities licit began in the 
World, Burmin having reflected within himtelf, and having written in the Shafer 
the Means for the Improvement of Mankind, and theBufinefi of theMagifl.rate, 
and the feveral Duties of the Eramin, the Chekim.e y the Bice, and the Boeder, and 
the Proportions ofPuniflunent to he inflifted onOffenders by theM;}giftrate,aiul 
all other Affairs and Concerns, iffued his Command to a Man named Beirut]^ 
a Chehttrce, to afTume the Magiftracy, and to proteft the -Reyto, and to punilh 
the Guilty, according to the Grainsttons of the Shgftt ?, to the end that Mc» 
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might not have the PoWer of committing Itiju ft ice and Violence upon each other, 
Htiroojd, not con fen ling to accept the Magiftracy, left his Son Keircot-mn, and 
jjt-.'nfeli fled into the Defarts, to pay his Adorations to the Principle of Truth: 
In the fame Manner alfo Keiroot-mait left his own Son, by Name Ktrdum , and 
hiinfelf took the Path of Adoration; Keidum alfo, leaving his own Son, by 
Name Awing, haftened to the Way of Truth; Anting, the Son of Kerdum, be¬ 
coming the Magi A rate, for feme Time regulated his Addons in conformity to 
tlvt Skajicr: A f« r w h i e hNsii-imn his Son look upon him the Mag ill racy and the 
Government; a Son was barn to Nek-man, by Name item, in whom every Sign 
of an inhuman Difpoiition plainly appeared; as for Inftance, during his Child¬ 
hood, at the Time of Play, he would bind the Children Hand and Foot, and 
throw them into deep Rivers, and would break Mens Pitchers, and employ 
himfdf in all fuch Kind of foolilh and unworthy Occupations ; the Reycts of 
the Kingdom, defpoixHng under his Irij office and Op prelim n, came before ins 
Father, who was the Magiftrate, and folicited Redrefs; the Father on hearing 
this Account of the eternal Injuitice and perpetual Innovations of his Son, and 
not being able to reftrain him, departed into the Defart: The Kingdom being 
thus left without a Magi Urate, the Bramins conftituted Bek to the Magiflracy: 
This unworthy Perfon, thus becoming the Magi Ac rate, iflued a Proclamation 
throughout his Kingdom, that no Man fhoukl perform the Juggi or the Poojeb, 
cr any fuch Works of Piety; and that whoever executed Juttice fhoukl receive 
ievere Punilhment: Upon this Intelligence the Bramins went to him, and gave 
him many Sermons of Advice, and many Lectures of Admonition, telling him, 
11 that the Duty of a Magiftrate was to taufe Exerciies of Piety to bo performed 
throughout his Kingdom; and that he who caufed any Obftrudtion. or Oppofi- 
tion to Good Works would go to Qthmnum ; and that if the Magi ft rate did not 
protect and comfort the Rcycts, it would be the Caufe of his Kingdom’s De- 
Aruetion, If the Magi A rate deierts the Exercife of Piety, How can it be, that 
theRtydfs lhould employ them lei ves in good Actions? In that Cafe, Men will take 
the Pofll-flions and Wives of each other, A Kingdom with an unjuft Magif¬ 
trate, 
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(rate, and a Kingdom without a Magiftrate, are fimilar to each other j and i 
Kingdom where Works of Iniquity are pra'Tiled, and where the Pcojrb and 
Worfiiip arc not performed, fuch a Kingdom is as if it were without a Magis¬ 
trate 3 as for Inftance, a Man of the Cbehteree Call commits Adultery with a 
Woman of the Brsmin Calf, and a Bramin with a Woman of the Cbehteree ; anti 
in the fameManner ail theCafts unite with each other promtfcuoufly; and from 
the Conjunftion of T wo different Calls proceeds the Tribe of Burrun Sanker ; 
anti that there Should be a Burrun Stinker is criminal; it is better therefore to 
defilt from thefe impiousPraftices.” Bein anfwered, “ Thefe your Admonitions 
are not profitable for me, neither do I approve of thefe Speeches; let us fee, 
fmee the Tribe of Burrm Stinker is produced, what its Religion and Manners 
mull be; the Braynins afflidled and difgufted departed to their own Habitations; 
and that opprefiive Magistrate, fending for a Woman of the Bramin Calf, had 
carnal Connexion with her, and from thence a Son was born; and in the fame 
Manner, from the Gonjufidlion of Men of one Tribe with Women of a differ¬ 
ent Tribe, many Sons and many Daughters came into Exigence ; and from the 
Connexion of a Man of the Bice wirh a Woman of the Seeder Cad, the Child 
that was born, his Tribe is railed Kerrum or Kail ; and from a Man of the 
Bramin and a Wo man of the Bice Caft lprung the Tribe of Ambuftst or Bade, and 
Kundeb-hwik or Druggifts, and the Tribe of Kunkar or Artificers in Kafeb , 
and Kafeb is a Mixture of Copper and Arzeez and the Tribe of Sunkahkar or 
Artificers in Smkab (or Sea Shells) and the Women wore Smkbab upon their 
Hands; thefe Four Tribes were produced : And from a Man of the Cheh- 
letee and a Woman of the Seeder Caft fprung the Tribe oiOkerat, and the Tribe 
of Bijm (Barbers) and the Tribe of Modrnk , i. e. Sellers of Candy, were de¬ 
rived; and from a Man of the Sooder and a Woman of the Cbehteree Caft lprung 
the Tribe of Kombehmr , *. e. Kel'd or Potters, and the Tribe of ‘TunUrhd, i. e, 
Weavers,and theTribe of Gbermkim, i.e. Smiths, and theTribe (A Doji-, and from 
a Man of the Bice and a Woman of the Cbehteree Caft are dented the Tribe of 
Mtigdeb, i, e. Fortune-Tellers, and the Tribe of Keep-, and from a Man of the 
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Bramn and a Woman of rhe Socder Caft is fprung the Tribe of Barkbee, l. e. 
Berne-, anti from a Man of the Cbekteree and a Woman of the Bramn Caft the 
Tribe of Soot and Malakar, t. e. Sellers of Flowers; and from a-Man of the 
Bice and a Woman of the Seeder Caft fprung the Tribe of Tenckek or THUti % and 
Aumhcke (Pan fellers,) I hole Tribes are of the Firft Rank among the Tribes 
of the Bunv.n Smker. > 

From a Man of the Kerr an and a Woman of the Bice Caft fprung the Tribe 
o f ’I'tikkihyiih, i. e. Carpenters, and the Tribe o f Rt/jak, or Walkers; and from 
a Man of the Jfabujht and a Woman of the Bice Caft the Tribes of Sberrunfa'-, 
or Goldfmiths, and of Sbobertin-beneik, or Sooner Bumeah\ and from a Man 
of the Koop and a Woman of the Bice Caft were derived the Tribes of Teilh'tr, 
i. e. Sellers of Oil, and of Athcir-, and from a Man of the Koop and a Woman 
of the Seeder Caft fprung the Tribe of Dhciber or jiBjd, and the Tribe 01 
Sbuendrxk or Secndne ; and from a Man of the Afidak&r and a Woman of the 
Boeder Caft fprung the Tribe of Hall or Dancers, and the Tribe of Sbtiruk ; 
and from a Mao of the Mhgdeb and a W/ornan of the Sender Caft arofe the 
Tribes of Seeker and Jdkik. Tilde Tribes bear tire middle Rank of the Tribes 
of the Burr an Smker. 

From a Man of the Goldfinkh and a Woman of the Ambujht Caft fprung 
the Tribe of Muhksrrhee ; and from a Man of tire Sbolerun bemik and a Woman 
of the Berk Cafe fprung the Tribe of KooroabA, and from a Man of the Seeder 
and a Woman of the Bramn Caft was derived the Tribe of Chendal ; and from 
a Man of the Abtsir and a Woman of the Koop Caft fprung the Tribe of Her our-, 
and from a Man of the Abbetr and a Woman of the Bice Caft was propagated 
die Tribe of Tukkeh, g; i Cber-mkar , i. e. Shoemakers; and from a Man of the 
Jtujdk and a Woman of the Bice Caft fprung the Tribe of Kelt Jetherise, i. e. the 
Tribe of Put nee ; and from a Man of the Caft of Oil-Seller and a Woman of 
he Pics Caft came the Tribe of Doold-bahee ; and from a Man of the Dbtiber and 
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a Woman of the Sooder Call arofe the Tribe of Mull, Thefe Tribes are of the 
Jarft Rank among the Tribes of the Bumm danker. 

Kmor La the Name of a Bird. Kerwr, having brought a Man from Shahid 
Deep) call him down upon Ju>nboo Deep, i, e. this World ; that 1 nbe 'is called 
I ?mol ; and there are Seven Daps, viz.

Tits Explanation of Deep is this : Deep figniftes Land and on every Side 
-of each Deep is the Sumoder, or Main Ocean ; and the Length and Breadth of 
this Deep, which is called Jumboo, is One Hundred ThouJand of Jcajun, or 
Four Hundred Thouiand Cofe ; and the Length and Breadth of the Second 
Deep , is twice as much as that of this Deep ; and that of the Third Deep , Four 
Times as much; and that of the Fourth, Eight 'limes as much; and that of 
the Fifth, Sixteen Times as much; and that of the Sixth, Thirty-two Times 
as much; and that of the Seventh, Sixty-four Times as much. And from a 
Man of the Demi, and a Woman of the Bice Cad. was derived the Tribe of 
Gung, or Aflroriomers, and the Tribe of Baduk, i. e. the Tribe of Bailee, and 
the Tribe of Poolund , and the Tribe of' Pevmkkujb, and the Tribe of Kehjb, and 
the Tribe of Jebun, and the Tribe of Shookeh , and fuch Kind of Tribes, called 
Mtfuib : Miducb are fuch Tribes as eat’forbidden Food, and to whom per¬ 
mitted and forbidden Meats arc equal: Thefe fprung from the Members of 
the tyrannick Bern, 
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The Bramiss , upon Intelligence of all this, execrating the oppreffive Magis¬ 
trate with internal Hatred, put him to Death: When the Kingdom was thus 
without a jMagidrare, the Bramim rubbed his two Hands, and from his Right- 
Hand produced a Son, by Name Pert-hen, armed and drolled in the Arms and: 
Habiliments of War, and well {killed in the Science of War, and a PmdUin the 
Sbafter, and in Form and Shape like to the Dezvtab ■, and from his 1 eft-Hand, 
they raifed a Daughter, and this Daughter they married to Pert-hot ?, and .tiled 
him to the Mugiftracy; and Peri-boo was very juft, and p rote iked his Subjects,, 
and carefied the peaceable, and punilhid the opprduve, and behaved withRelpeft 
and Regard towards the Brnmm, and employed himfelf laudably in all fuch 
Kind of good Actions* in conformity to the Shaft er: Tiien all the People,, 
both great and mean, were employed in Works of Piety, and the Kingdom 
enjoyed Comfort and Tranquillity; The Bmnbis, having expreiled their Praifes 
and Approbation, took their leave. Pert-boo, fulfilling the Offices of Fidelity 
and good Intention, governed the Kingdom with Juftice and Equity ^ but his 
Mind remained embarrafted and uneafy ; wherefore he fummoned the Bram/ts, 
and inquired of them, faying, “ I cxercife the Magi ft racy, and p rote ft the 
Reyots, according to the Sheifier■, tell me therefore, What is the Caufe that my 
Mind is ditluvbed, and why are the Reyots of the Kingdom in Poverty ?’* 
The Bramim anl'wered. “ Your Father carried In jtiftice and Works of Iniquity 
to the laft Extremity * inlomuch that the Tribes of 'Bvrrmi Hunker originate: 
from him ; And whereas he would llften to none of the Cautions that were 
given him ■, from the Enormity of his Crimes, the Kingdom is become ripe 
for Difobedicnce; on this Account, the Fruits of the Earth are produced ift 
lefs Plenty, and the Reyots alio arc ftricken with Poverty-, and this likewifc 
is the Caufe of the Vexations of your noble Diipofirlcn.” pert-boo, on hear¬ 
ing this Account, fair! to the Bramim , “ Now, therefore, How in a 11 I aft,' and 
what Remedy can I apply-to this ? Shall 1 put the Tribes of Burmn Sunker 
tc Death ? Tdi me what is inoft adviiable.” The Bra mins, upon Con- 

fu It at ion. 


&t'ki«ion r and mutual Content among themfcives, implied, The Tribes of 
Surratt Sanker-, fuch as they now are. Jet them remain : Ami be it c&mioujfty 
observed, and provided for, that, exclusive of thde, no other new Tribevof 
JSmas Suakcf may be produced. It is not right to.put thefe to Death ; but 
you mutt appoint them trtir federal Occupations, .-and hired them to the 
Exercifc of Piety-, neither (hall they be difobedknr to your Commands: 
Whofeever controverts your Orders Hut 11 be accounted criminal, and 
worthy of Death: Ad therefore as your Underftanding hireds.” This 
jull,Magiftrate therefore futomoned ail the Tribes of Burma Si/t/ktr Wore 
him, and laid to them, “ Wherefore .are your Forms fo vile:; your Bodies fb 
emaciated and difgvifting; your Cloaths fo inconvenient, fo coanb and fo 
ragged ?” They anfwered, “ What Manner of Speech is this ? .Our Forms- 
are the fartheft from vile y and our Drefs is elegant * and our Bodies are plump 
and healthy Are you not poffdled of Sight ? Our Origin is from the Prac¬ 
tices of your Father; BurmM, is not of luperior Rank ecus.” 'The Bramins,. 
who were in the Magiftrate’s Prt fence, fabled at thefe Exprettlons; but the 
juft Magistrate was incenfed at the Speeches of thefe diibrderly Wretches band 
the Servants, according to his Order, bound and beat them. The Tribes of 
Burma Sunker, now reduced to Extremity, fought for Pity, and implored 
Pardon for their Offences, faying, “ We will be obedient to your Commands; 
aft therefore as to you lhall ieem mod proper, to change our vile and wretch¬ 
ed Appearance to Ncatnefs and Elegance : Appoint us allb ouv Occupations; 
and fenle our Burrm, or Peculiarity, and Property of Tribes.” Pert-bso, upon 
this, addrefled himfelf to the Bramins, faying, “■ You are Pmdi.% and learned, 
and .wife-, con dilute therefore to each of thefe, according to their leveral Abi¬ 
lities, an Occupation and a Tribe,” In Obedience to the Order, of this juft 
Magi ft rate, the Bramins faid to., them, “ Tou are of the Calls of Boeder ,; let. 
each Perfon among you declare what Employment he is willing to exercife.” 
On hearing this, the Tribe of Kertun fir ft ftepped forth, and add re/fed them, 
faying, « We are altogether ignorant and fooiifb ; what Petition can we 
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•make in this Cafe? But you, who are PundiU, make proper Inveftigation, and 
Jfcttle accordingly,” The Brmm then made known to the juft Magiftrate, that

he has fpoken with great Propriety. This Tribe ihail perform the Service of 
thfMagiftrate, and fhal’ have due Faith in the Bramins, and in the Dr, tab-, and 
of the Boeder Culls this Tribe Ihail be the I'irft in Rank,” T’lie Brmm then 
faid to Koran, 44 Do you cxercife the Proftdion of Writing and Reading; and 
find Employment in the Service of rhe Magi ft rate .’ 5 Next ltood up the Tribe 
of Ambi’Jht, to whom was given the Sbajier 01 Phyfick, Afterwards came 
KuikUh be;idkd 0 him was allotted the Occupation of Druggift- Then appeared 
the Tribe of Kuddr, to him it was allotted to makeVeffirls ofBrafs, and lQfib, 
.and Copper, and all luch Kind of Things. Next appeared the Tribe of 
Sunkdkar, to .v/hom it was given to work it ySunkba or Sea Shells. Afterwards 
came the Tribe 0 i Ooker.ee, to him was allotted the Occupation of "War. Then 
the Tribe oflhjam, to whom Hejbmul or the Profefliou of Barber was configned. 
Next came the Tribe of Msduk, into his Hands was put the Prejjafation of 
Confectionary, After thofe the Tribe of Koombebkar , to whom was appointed 
the Bufmefs of making earthen Veflcls. Then came the Tribe oi ‘Tunterba, to 
weave Cloth became his-Occupation. Next appeared Gbermkur> the Formation 
of all 1 nil rumen rs of Iron became his Employment. After that came the Tribe 
of Mhgdcb, to whom the Bramm faid, 44 Do you make War your Occupation.” 
7'hey anfwerecf, “ We are not able to folbw the Employment of War; except 
this, order us whatever Occupation you ehoofe.” Tire Brmm returned Anfwer, 
11 You fhall then difplay the Chambers and good Qualities of the People, 
and (hall write the fame, and carry it about from Kingdom to Kingdom, and 
give Intelligence; Drieription jfhali be your Employment,” Then came the 
Tribe of Keep, his Employment was appointed to take care ofAccompt Books. 
Afterwards came the Tribe of lu-rree, to whom it was allotted to raife the P&m 
or Be tie plant. Afterwards appeared the Tribe of Ru/oct, the Care of Horfes 
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became His Employ. Next flood forth the Tribe of MaJukar, to fell Flowers 
became his Occupation. Then came the Tribe of Tawleek, to fell the Beetle- 
Nut became his Employ. Afterwards appeared the Tribe of *tumfai>ke, his 
Occupation it became to fell the Beetle Plant. Then came the Tribe of 
T ’ukkeb&b, to him it was .allotted to cut Wood and to fplitTimber, and to prepare 
all Manner of Articles in Wood. Next came the Tribe of Rfuk, to him was 
appointed the Employment of Sewing Cloaths, Then came the Tribe of Skcr- 
rwtk Ar,tohinvwas given to make Jewellery. Next appeared the!Vibe ofSboahrun- 
betmk, to him was allotted the Occupation of Pernkbnye , or Trial of Gold and 
Silver. Then came the Tribe oi-feilkii?-, to whom it was given to make and to 
fell Oil. Afterwards appeared the Tribe ofD,h’/fc-,\vhofc Occupation it became 
to catch Fifb. Then the Tribe of NA'!, whofe Occupation it became to dance. 
Afterwards the Tribe of Cbmi'J appeared, die Occupation of feeding Dogs and 
Afies was given to it; and its Habitation (hall be without theTown, and it (hall 
take the Cloaths of dead Pcrfon;, and fhail caff out the Bodies of foch as die 
without Heirs i and whornfoever the Magi finite orders to be put to Death, this 
Tribeihall put the condemned Perfon to Death accordingly. Next came the 
Tribe 1 of Cbermkar , working in Leather was appointed for its Occupation. 
Next came .the Tribe of the Joolee-fi or Sbajler of Aftronomy was given 

to it for an Employ. Then flood up the Tribe of BAdnk, Drum-beating, and 
Playing on otherMufica] Inflrumenrs, was given to it for an Occupation, Next 
, cam e the Tribe of Pcrwukkujh y to him was given the Employment of flaying wild 
Beads.

-*■ 1 he Magistrate mod not be confulered as a mere Man; even in the Cafe of 

the Magistrate being a Child, he muft fUll. be looked upon in the Light of the 
Deintab-, in I ruth, the Mag ill rate is the Lhxifab in a human Form, born in this 
W orld: I heMagidrate mult never be held low and contemptible}.if anyPerfon 
conceives the Magiftrate to be mean and abjeft,. fuch Perfon the Magiftrate 
deflroys, together with all his L hefts and Property ; and to whom foe ver the 
Magistrate behaves with Refpefl and Kindnefs, fuch Perfoifs Effe&s and Pro¬ 
perty become extcnfivc} and again ft whomfoever he is enraged, that Perfon 
dies-, and whoever vilifies and abufes the Magiftrate fporcs with his own Life. 
Providence created Punilhment to? the Prefer ration of the Magiftracy ; if the 
Mag ill rate in Sifts Pun ilh meat according to the ofvi/Lr, his Subjects are obedient 
to ins Commands-, if lie omits to ponifh according to the Shnjler, .his Kingdom 
and his Property become ruined and defolate. 

Lor b our Months the Magi ft rate fhall not col left Tribute from, the Sub- 
i- -‘ s j hut iha'l give them free Agency ; and endeavour, fiy promoting their Sa¬ 
tisfaction and Content, to caufe them to cultivate and improve their Lands: 
Dating the rematningEight Months, lie fhall collefl the fettled yearly Tribute } . 
and fhall appoint Hircarrabs ■ and Spies through his Kingdom, to in (peel what 
Employment each Perfon purfues, and if Tranquillity is prelervedand when 
Men are guilty of Crimes, he Hull caule them to be feized; and, becoming as 
inexorable as the Kingdom of Death, dial! infiift Puniftimenr on them: Such 
good W Orks let the Magjftrate p raft if - ; and: let him add refs the People in kind 
and-nf^&jpjiate Terms, that they may all be contented and thankful under him; 
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and let him be fo formidable, that his Enemy may not be able to come into 
his Prefence j let him alfobe patient and forbearing, and fupport the Burthens 
of all his People. 

The Magi ft rate (hall caufe to be made for himfelf a round Chat-her, or Um¬ 
brella of the Feathers of the Bird Lut, or of Peacocks Feathers. 

Whoever, is of laudable Principles and acute Judgment, and of good 
Actions, and of right Opinions, and a Man of Rank, and of Courage, ithd .a 
Commender of what is laudable, ami with whom the Reyoti are contented, and 
who is dd carded from a Father and Anceftors, who were Counfellors to the 
Magi ft rate, of Rich Perfons die Magi ft rate Ihall conftitute Seven or Eight 
Counfellors to himfelf. 

Whoever has Memory to retain what he hears, and who fpeaks fo intelli¬ 
gibly that no Doubt of his. Meaning arifes in his Audience, and who is a Man 
of good AAions, and. not of profligate Habits, and who keeps in Subjection 
his Lull, his Anger, his Avarice, his Folly, his Drunkertneis, and his Pride, 
and is a Man well in Articled in Science, fuch Perfon the Magiftrate fhall eon- 
llitutc his Leekhuk or Msonjhi , and Writer. 

Whoever is of laudable Principles, and very-capable in all the Sheifio yand. 
in Bu find's, and who can underftand the Meaning of a Nod or a Sign,.and who 
can difcern from the Motion of the Magiftratc’s Lips, or the Alpeft of Ills 
Countenance, the Magiftrate’s Pleafure or Difpleafure, and who is cefpe&able 
before all others, and who can well finiiE whatever Bu find's lie goes upon, and 
who can retain any Speech that he hears, and who is not governed by Luff, 
or. Anger, or Avarice, or Folly, or Drunkennefs, or Pride, and who is ac¬ 
quainted with the different Circumftances of all Kingdoms, andean diftmguilh 
proper from tm proper Sea Tons, and wh is a Man of Strength, of Courage, aud 

a fluent. 
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c flofiit Speaker, fuch Perfon the Magistrate Shall appoint his Dooly i. e. his 

Agent and Hi/tarr&k. 

The Magistrate fit ail ereft a Strong Fort in the Place where he choofes to 
rdiuC; and Shall build aWall on all the Four Sides of EhcFort,withTowers and 
Battlements; and Shall make a full Ditch on all the Four Sides thereof, and Shall 
have Water near it, that, at the Time of Neccffiry, when the Water fails in all 
the NulLibs, the Ditch may be completely full; and he Shall plant Trees 
■within the 'Fort, and lie Shall have within the Fort many Troops of Horfe any! 
Foot to guard the Same, and great Store of Arms, and much Money, and 
many Things of all Kinds; and Store of Victuals and Drink, and FTorfes, and 
Elephants, and Camels, and Cattle, and all Beads of Burthen in great Plenty 5 
and he Shall keep there great Stores of Hay; and many Bratnim, and Fail iters, and 
Smiths, and ail ether Kind of Artificers ; and all Sorts of MuSical Instruments 
alPj Shall be kept within the Fort; and he Hull caule great Pools to be made: 
It is to be understood, that there Should be Store of all Kinds of Things laid up 
within the Fort, that there may never be the Complaint of a Want of any Thing. 

The Magiftrare Shall keep in Subjection to himlelf his Lull, Anger, Ava¬ 
rice, Folly,Drunkeanefs, and Pride : He who cannot keep thefe Paflions under 
his own Subjection, How Shall he be able to nourish and protedl die People ? 
Neither Shall he be Seduced by the Pleasures of the Chafe, nor be perpetually 
adciifted to Play; nor mull he be always employed in dancmg, Tinging, and 
playing on MuficrU Instruments ; nor muft he Sleep in the Day-time; nor Shall 
he fidfely accufe any Perfon; nor Shall he always remain concealed in his 
private Apartments; nor prafUfe the drinking of Wine; nor Shall he go to 
any Place without a Caufe ; and Shall not difpraife any Perfon without knowing 
his Faults ; nor hull he cauSe any Molestation to Men of Worth ; nor Shall lie 
put any Perlon to Death by artful and deceitS\il Practices; nor Shall he take av.ay 
/.he Property of any Perfon ; nor Shall he envy another Per So rib Superior Merit; 
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nor Dull he fay, that fitch Perfons as are Men of Capacity are Men of no 
Capacity i nor (hall he abufe any Perfon j and (hall not hold snyPedbn guilty, 
without the Commit on of a Crime. 

To the good Man, the Magiftnte fliall give EfFeas and Moneys and fliall 
content and pleafe Children, and old Men, and Men in Want, and Men who are 
worthy to perform Worihip, by fpeaking kindly to them, and by giving them 
Money j and to fuch Perfons as feck Defence from him, he fliall fhew Favour 
and Comfort, and.(hall preferve them under the Shadow of his Protection, 
and fhall noekake Bribes from them ; and fliall nourilh the Key on of his King¬ 
dom, according to the Ordinations of the Sbnficr ; and (hall infliCt a proper 
Punilhment upon his Enemies; and (hail not cherifh any Rdeurment in his 
Heart againft his Friends, but he of pure and clean Intentions; and in all Cafes, 
he (hall [pare and excufe the Bramhu ; and If any Perfon, either his Superior or 
his Equal, or his Inferior in Strength, comes to make war again if him, in ilia 
pL'dence of fuch Perfon, the Magi ft rate mu ft not fail of Courage. 

The Magi ft rate iliall not make war with any deceitful Machine, Or with 
poifoned Weapons, or with Cannon and Guns, or any other Kind of Fire 
Arms; nor fhaU he flay in War a Perfon born an Eunuch, por'any Perfon who, 
putting his Hands together, fupplicates for Quarter, nor any Perfon who has 
no Means of'Efcape, nor any Man who is fitting down, nor any Perfon who 
lays, “ I am become of your Party; ’ nor any Man who is afteejr, nor any Man 
who is naked, nor any Perfon who is not employed in War, nor any Perfon who 
hs corne to fee the Battle, nor any Perfon who is fighting with another, nor any 
Perfon whole Weapons are broken, nor any Perfon who is wounded, nor any Per¬ 
fon who is fearful of the Fight, nor any Perfon who runs av/ay from the Battle. 

If a Man hath taken in a Battle any Carriage, or Elephants, or Hcrf«,jor 
Camels, or Kine, pr Buffaloes, or Goats, or Sheep, or any fuch Kind of Be aft s, , 
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cr Pnddes, or Wheit, or Bark/, or Gram, or Muftard Seed, or fuch Kinds of' 
Seed and Grain, or Umbrellas, or Cloaths, or Salt, or Sugar, he fhall become 
PofTdforof them all; and if lie hath taken, 3S a Prize, Gold or Silver, or Jewels, 
or Lands, all fuch Things fhall belong to the Magi ft rate. 

The Magiftrate, at the Time of Battle, fhall receive, from his Hirarn'ah* 
and Spies, Intelligence of the - Adverfary, and of his own Party, and of what is 
their immediate Employment; if his Connfellors and other Men are difheart- 
emed, then, by giving them Effects and Money, or by fpeaking kindly and com¬ 
fortably to them, he fhall endeavour to raife their Spirits. 

The MagSftrate fhall firft attempt with his Enemy Accommodations of 
Peace, and ib-ill not at once prepare for War; if the Enemy does not make a 
Compcfmon, then, by difhurfing fomo Money, he fhall fhew theWay to a Recon¬ 
ciliation ; if the Enemy is d ikon tented with this alio, he fhail fend to the advefie 
Party a Man of Intelligence, and well fkllled in Artifice, to infmuate himfelf 
among the Enemy’s Men, and make them difiatisfied with each other, that they 
may quarrel and fight among them hives, and fo be ruined; if the Affair fails 
alfo of being cumpromill-d by tliefe Means, he mu ft then prepare for Battle. 

Whenever the Army and the Implements of War are abundant, and the 
Cotinfdlors contented and unanimous, then let them go to the Battle. 

Whenever the Councilors and Troops are contented, and in Spirits, and 
the Enemy has made but litrie Preparation, and the Troops and Counfellors 
of the Enemy are difia; dried, then let them go to the Battle, 

When the Enemy’s Preparations are formidable, and your own Prepara¬ 
tions are leanty, then you muff divide your Army into Two Parts ; and, by 
attacking the Enemy in Two Places, you fhall obtain :he V.'&ory, 
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When the Enemy is viftorious, and yourfelf defeated, Protection mnft be 
fought from inch Perfon as is of a right Judgment, and of a peaceable Difpo- 
fit ion. 

The Leader of the Army fhall keep a cautions Watch on all Sides ; and on 
whatever Side the Enemy approaches, he fhall on that Quarter go to Battle, 

The Magistrate, whatever Province he fhall conquer, and annex to his own 
Authority, fhall pay Worihip to the Dm tab of that Country, and fhall give 
much Effects and Money to the Brmins of that Province, and Hull shew Re- 
fpeft and Coureefy to Men of good Actions, and Kindnels and Clemency to 
the Subjects there, and lb ail appoint whom foe ver there fhall happen to be de¬ 
fended from the fame Grandfather with the Perfon whom he has conquered, 
to the Magiftracy of that Province, 

The Magillrate, while there yet remains Four Gbunas of the Night, fhall 
rife from Sleep, pe rform his Ablutions, and, in a proper Manner, pay the 
peojeb to his Deity; after which, he fhall put on a choice Drefs, and valuable 
jewelsi and, having Srft performed due Obeifance, and refpeftful Salivations 
to the Dewitib, and to the Bramtns , fhall feat himfelf upon the Mufrnd (or 
Throne) of the Magillracy, and difpatch the feveral Affairs of Government *, 
and, in every Tranfaftion, fhall aft in conformity to the Sbapr. 

The Magiflnue Hull appoint fome one Perfon Ids Gotmjhb or Agent in 
each Town j and he fhall conftituK a Perfon to Two Towns; and alio an 
Ibtimamdar or Superintending Agent to Three Towns; lb alfo one Perfon to 
Five Towns; and one Perfcn to Ten Towns; and one Perfon to Twenty 
Towns; and one Perfon to One Hundred Towns; and one Perfon IktmmmGr 
to One Thoufand Towns. If any Affair fhould happen in any Town, the 
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Comapib of that Town ft all give Intelligence ftereof to the Ibtlmamdar of 
Two Towns ; and the Jhtiimmdar of Two Towns to the Ihtimamdar of Three 
Towns $ and the Coma flab of Three Towns to the Ihtimamdar of Five Towns; 
and tiie Ihtmamdar of Five Towns to the IhtimamMr of Ten Towns ; and the 
Ihtmamdbr of Ten Towns to the Ihtimamdar of Twenty Towns ; and the 
Ihtmamddr of Twenty Towns to the Ford of One Hundred Towns; and the 
Lord of One Hundred Towns to the Lord of One Thoufand Towns ; and 
the Lord of One Thoufand Towns to the Supreme Magiftrate, 

The Magiltrate, in the Month of Chsyt (Part of March and April) ft all 
not let any Perlon drcfs his Victuals in the -Day-time; and dull, in different 
Places, caufeWelfs and Pools to be digged; and ftal! plaifter the Houles of the 
Kingdom with Clay-, and dull caff out the Heaps of Wood and Grafs from 
the cultivated Country to the Watte; and ftall caufe the Wells and Pools that 
are filled with Mud, and driers, andRubbifh, to he clearifed; and ftall not 
permit any Pci ion to light a Fire in the Day-time, except only that tiie 
Bramins ftall perforin the Jugg, and the Ironmongers and Goldfmiths, and 
fuch Kinds of Artificers, may light a Fire in their own Work-Shops, for die 
Performance of their Btifmefs; but they muft keep their Fire under the niedt 
Caution : And, exdufive of thofe, if any other Perfon, during the Month of 
Cheyl, kindles a Fire in the Day-time, the Magiftrate ftall hold him guilty; 
and he ftall be circunifpeft, that not a fingle Sign of Sharpers, and Men of 
bad Principles, and fuch as cannot diftinguift between their own Good and 
Evil, and luch as are bom Eunuchs, and fuch as are accu domed to be intox¬ 
icated with Liquor, appear in his Kingdom : If fuch as theft appear, he 
ftall expel them out of his City, left by Chance they let Fire to any Perftn’s 
I loufe. 

The Magi ft rare, having erefted in his Kingdom fora? Buildings of Strength 
and Elegance, ftall i lace therein, with ail Dignity and Reipedt, Ten Eramius 

learned 
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learned in the Belas of the $kajisi\ and in die of the Sbajhr (who arc 

alfo Men fkilled in Works of Piety, and who employ themfelves in wormy 
Aft ions, and who are Men of Companion and Clemency, and of an exalted 
Family, and acquainted with all Bufinefs, and who know the Excellencies 
and the Blemifhes of each particular CaftJ to infpeft and control the Affairs 
of the Kingdom, both religious and other wife. If he cannot place therein 
Ten Brawns, he fhall place there Seven Perfons, or Five, or Three, or Two; 
and whenever any Doubt arifes in the Mag id rate upon any Circumftance, he 
fhall apply for a Solution thereof to thofe Bramins, who, coinciding in Senti¬ 
ments, Dial! give hurt an Anfwer, conformably to the Sbaficr j according to 
•which, the Magi ft rate fhall take his Meafures, If any Concern of the Ryots 
ftiould arife, they fhall requeft an Ordination from the Bramins ; arid whatever 
the Bramins order from the Inipeftion of the Shafter, to that the Reyats Hull 
pay Obedience; 

The Pundit Bramins , who are in the Magiftrate’s Kingdom, fhaii perform' 
the Nut-farm, the Neemtuk-kerm, the Santee-kerm, and the P6i>jbtee~kerm, and fuch 
otherWorks which are necedary and proper, according to the Shafted for the 
Advantage of the Magiftrate, and of the Subject, 

Nut-kerm is the daily Performance of the Worfhip Co Bezvtiib, and of the 
Jiiyg, and fuch other Works of Piety, 

Neemluhkerm is the Performance of certain religious Acts, and of the D iin y 
and of the Seradeb (or Feftivals of the Dead) and fuch other Works, during the 
Time of the Edipfes of the Sun and Moon. 

Sdntee-kerm is the Performance of Worfhip to the Pezutab, during tfie 
T>me of a calamitous Seafon, or in a dry Year, or a Year of Famine, or when* 
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any Peftilence happens in the Kingdom, for the Adverfation of fuch Misfor¬ 
tunes, 

Paojhlce-kum is the Performance of Worfhip to the Dewtab, and of the 
for the lengthening of the Body, and for intreafe of Wealth. 

The Chebttreei t he Bice, and the 'Soo0> (hall be obedient to the Brmins-, and 
whatever Order the Bramins fh.all iffue, conformably to the Sbafier, the Magis¬ 
trate fiiall take his Mcalures accordingly. 

The Magrftra.te, with all poffible Circumfpe&ion, dull nouriih the Four 
Brunt■, an Account of the Four Ifruni will be given in the Chapter of Jufiicc. 
Whoever hath forfaken the Principles of his own the Magiftrate [hall 
caufe him to return to die Duties of that Caff; if he will not return, he 'hall 
oblige him by Menaces. 

Iw whatever Mag 1ft rate’s Kingdom tin? Braminr are unable to procure hood 
and deaths, that Kingdom becomes defolate •, in fuch Cafe, the Magiftrate 
(hall mod certainly appoint them Subfiflence and Cloathing- 

Whomsoever the Magiftrate (hall retain as a Servant, he (hall appoint him 
a Stipend proportionablv to his Occupation, that he may not be reduced to 
Necefiity and Diftrefs, 

The Magiftrate fhalt keep the High-Road open and plain, that Men and 
Cattle may have fufficient Room to pals and fepafs; and (hall p—ce in (bme 
retired Situation his Store-Flo nibs, and Elephant Stalls, and Armor.rs, and 
Stables, o.nd Barracks for the Soldiers. 
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The Magiftraie fhali keep many intelligent Phyficians, and Magicians (or 
Men who cure by Spells) and Surgeons, i. e . Men Ikilled in Operations of 
Surgery, and in applying Plaifters; and he limit keep great Quantities of Medi¬ 
cines, and of Oils of all Kinds in the Phy lick Shop; and lhali retain in Ins Ser¬ 
vice a great Number of Buffoons, or Purafites, and Jefters, and Dancers, and 
Athleticks ; and he Brail render all his Servants, both Counfellors and other 
tendants, contented and grateful. 

If the Magiftrate cannot puniflr Robbers and Night Murderm, and is 
unable, by apprehending the Thief, to reftore Effects ftolen from any Perfon, 
then he fhali give to that Perfon, from his own Store -Houles, the Value of the 
Thing fo ftolen. 

Such Things as are not proper for him to take, he {bail not take on any 
Pretence; and of fuch Tilings as are right and proper for him to take, even 
although they are exceedingly minute, he fhali not forego his Claim; And 
he fhali efteem the Subjects in the Light of his own Children. And if any 
Calamity fhotild happen to the Magiitrate, yet he muft not be terrified, nor 
remain affli&ed, even during the Calamity. AUb he mult beeafy and tranquil; 
but muft not take any Diraiions. 

The Magiflrate fhali not be impatient and angry at hearing any SubjefPs 
Complaints; and if any Perfon, not having gained his Caufe, fpeaks abufiveiy 
to the Magiftratc, even then he Brail not be enraged againft that Perfon, but 
fhali forgive his Error. Upon performing tire Jugg and Poojcb, and other 
pious Ceremonies, he Bull give to the hr a mins the Duchncb, i. e. the Wages * 
for the Performance of the Jtfgg and Veejay and fhali not require ought from 
any Perfon. 
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The Magiftrate fhali take all prudential Meafures in hi* own Kingdom, 
thar no Perfon commit Adultery with another Per ton’s Wife, and that no 
Perfon have Power 1:0 commit any Violence to another. And every Magiftrate 
who caules the guilty to be punifhed is commendable. 

The Magiftrate fhali col I eft from the People the necefiary Tribute; and 
lliall never commit Injufticc; and fliall liften upon all Affairs to fuch Men as 
are penciled of an acme Judgment, and who are very expert in all Affairs, 

If a P|tiMerer fhonld attack the Magift rate’s Kingdom, and grievOufly 
molcft the People, the Magiftrate fhali moft farely puriifh him; if lie does 
not, he is unworthy of the Magiftracy. And a Magiftrate, who, without 
p rot eft in g anti taking care of the Subjefts, collefts the accuftomeci Tribute 
from them, will go to Heii. 

The Magiftrate /hail keep fuch a guard upon himfelf, that his Foibles may 
never be difeovered; and, by fending Hircarrxhs and Spies, he fhali inform 
himfelf of the Faults of others, 

Tr a Burrut, i, c. a Religious Foundation, hath been, appointed to any 
Brr.mii^ or other Perfon, being a ftipulated Sum for the Performance of Poojeb 
to the Dewiab y the Magiftrate has no Power to re fume the Donation, Who¬ 
ever refumes the eftabliflied Buryttt ot a Bv&inin and the Dtwtai>, or cf any 
other Perfon, will remain in Hell One Thou fond Years, 

Irr a Kingdom,where Men of Rank eat in the Houfes of Proftitutes, or have 
carnal Connexion with Proftitutes, or praftiie the drinking of Wine, fuch 
Kingdom becomes defoliate j therefore it is the Duty of the Magiftrate to 
appoint fterlbns to prohibit fuch Praftices,

It a Magistrate, not diitingui firing between good and bad Men, takes 
Fines, in contradiction to the Shafier , his Kingdom becomes de folate. 

If a Thief, or any other Perfon within the Obfervatio'n of the Magiftrate, 
anti of the Magift rate’s Counfellors, fhould caufe any Molefhttion to the Peo¬ 
ple, and the Magiftrate and his Counfellors -fliould not punifh the Offender, 
ftich Magiftrate and Counfellors, during their Life-tirne, ate lilce dead Pcrlons. 

Trie Magiftra'-e, at what Time he is deftrotis to ronfult with his Count'd- 
lots, IhaU choofe a retired Place, on theTop of the Houfe, or on the Top of a 
Mountain, or in the De fart, or fome fuch iecret Reccfs, and (hall hold his 
Council there $ and in Places where there are Parrots, or other talkative Birds, 
he lhall not hold his Council while they are prefent. 

The Magiftrate fhali not take Counfel of a weak old Man, or of aWoman, 
or of a Perfon unacquainted with Works of Piety. If any Perfon, exelufive 
of the Magiftrate’s Counfellors, is acquainted with the Defigns of die Magif¬ 
trate, his Magiftracy is not of a long Duration.

Of Lending and Borrowing, 

Men are permitted to lend Money, bat they fli ould not lend to Women,, 
Children, or Servants ; and whenever they lend, it Ihall be upon the Credit of 
a Pledge, a Security, a Bond, or Witnefies, whichever of the Four is mofto 
their Satisfa&ion, and not other wife-, die Pledge and Security are to anfwer the 
Payment of the Debt, the Bond and Witneffes to prove its Validity.

Of Interefl, 

If u Loan be granted upon a Fledge to a Man of the Bramin Caff, the 
Monthly Intereft fhall be One Part in Eighty upon the Principal) at this Rate, 
if die Principal be Eighty Rupees, the InterefV Ihall be One Rupee jf>?r Month. 

If a Loan be granted upon Security to a Bramin, Firft, One Part in 
Eighty upon the Principal is allowed, that is to fay, One Rupee, and alfo One 
Eighth of One Eightieth of the Principal, which upon Eighty Rupees 
amounts to Two Annas; thefe Two Sums are to be added together for the 
Monthly I me/eft, fo that, upon a Principal Debt of Eighty Rupees, the whole 
Imereft at this Rate is Two Rupees Two Annas per Month. 

If a Loan he granted to a Bramin without Pledge or Security, the Monthly 
I Ole reft fliall be Two per Cent. 
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If a Loan, be granted to a Man of the Chthteree Caft, in that Cafe, where a 
Bremen pays Intereft One Rupee, the Cbebteree i'hail pay One Rupee Eight 
Annas; where the Br.min is charged One Rupee Two Annas, his Intereft 
fhali be One Rupee Eleven Annas; and in the place of Two Rupees, the 
Cbebteree fha.ll give Three. 

If a Loan be granted to a Man of the Bice Caft, he fhall be charged double 
the Interest of a Brawn. 

If a Loan be granted to a Man of the Boeder Call, in that Caih, where the 
Bramin pays Intereft One Rupee, the Seeder (hall pay Two Rupees Eight 
Annas; in the place of One Rupee Two Annas, he fhall give Two Rupees 
Thirteen Annas; and initead of Two Rupees, he fhall be charged Five. 

It is allowed the Tribe of Bice to charge intereft, at the Rates herein al¬ 
ready fpecified, inTimes either of pubffck Calamity, or of publicic Profpcrity. 

Also it is allowed the Brmin, th e CfelW, and the Scoder, in Times of 
Calamity, to demand the above I me re ft. 

■But in Times of Profperity, ft is criminal In the Bramin, the Cbebteree, and 
the Seeder, to charge Intereft at theft: Rates. 

Explanation of the various Denominations of Intereft, which 

are of Six Sorts, 

The Firft is Kau-ee kau , fo called, when Money is lent upon a ftipuhited 
Intereft, with Agreement to be paid yearly.

The Second is I{au-be halt, lo called, when, according to the Rate of the- 
Agreement, Intel eft is to be paid monthly. 

The Third is Cbtcbrberdebee , Jo ceiled, when, upon a Debtor's Inability to 
pay the Intereft upon his original Debt, the Principal and Arrears of Intereft 
are added together, and Intereft commences upon the aggregate Sum. 

The Fourth is CorteewUi fo called, when, fa Times of Calamity, the Bor¬ 
rower voluntarily agrees to advance the Rate of Intereft, which he mull pay. 
accordingly. 

The Fifth is Seekbauberdebee, fo called, when, according to the Rate of tht 
Agreement, In te reft is to be paid daily. 

The Sixth is Rbeoh Labheh , fo called* when a Creditor receives a Profit upon 
any Thing delivered over to him as a Pledge; as for lnftance, when a Man 
pledges with another any domcftsckA nimals, asKdne, Buffaloes, Goats, Horfes,, 
Camels, Elephants, &c. or Fruit Trees* as Mango Trees, jacks. Cocoa Trees, 
Beetle, bs'e. or Houles, or tilled Land, or Womens Ornaments, or Pots, or 
Cloaths, or Mars, Carpets, &V. if they be applied to Ufc, and it he agreed, 
between thefe Two, that the Produce, or Ufufruct. of the pledge, fcali apper* 
tain to the Creditors, in lieu of Interelh, 

In Times of public!. Calamity, cither of the Four Tribes of Eremin , Cbch ~ 
aree, SooiLr, or Bice , may receive bit- reft, at the Rate of One Part in Eighty*, 
being One Rupee (as hath already been herein explained in a feparate Article) 
by either of the T hree Modes of K.nt-ej hm, Kmi-ke-hm, and Cbickerbcrdthee. 
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Either in prolperous or calamitous Times, it is criminal for either of theft 
Four Gafts, except only the Bice, to exaft Intereft, by either of the Three 
Methods of Covtee-au, Stekhsuberdihee, or Bbcok Ldbheh. 

It is lawful for the Tribe of Bice to receive Intereft by either of the Three 
Modes of Coi'tee-au, Stekba'tberdebse, and Bbcok L&bhi ifc, in Times of Calamity, 
but in a prolperous Seafon criminal, 

If a Creditor hath received no Intereft upon his Money for Fifty Months, 
and if foil a longer Time fliould elapfe, yet the Arrears of Intereft Hull rife 
no higher than to double the Principal; and the Four Modes of C&rtti-m , 
Kca-ce-kau, Kau tee-kau, and Cbickerlwdehce , may be applied to collect the In¬ 
tereft upon this double Principal.. 

I" Intertill, by the Two Modes of Seekhaitberdehee an d Shook JMbd\ hath 
been paid for a very confiderable Time, jet there ihail be no Rdeafe from it, 
until the Principal Debt be di{'charged. 

Neither of the Three Tribes, Brdmn, Chb/cm, or Scoder, -but only the 
Bice, ihail receive Intereft by thefe Six Method^ in Times of Prorperity. 

There is- a Tribe, denominated Lstrrm Stmker, compofod of fuch whole 
Father and Mother, being of Two different Tribes, have begotten Children ; 
if a Man of this Cftft lhouid borrow Money, lie flialt pay One Part in Sixteen 
upon the Principal; at this Rate, the Intereft upon One Rupee is One Anna. 

•If a Cr efifor, by violent Means,'enufes Ins Debtor to agree to an increafed 
Rate of Intereft, the Agreement ihail not be valid.

It a Man borrows Money without a Pledge given, the Son of his Grandfon 
flull not pay the Debt, 

If a Man borrows Money upon a depofited Pledge, the Son of his Grandibn 
mult dilcharge the Debt, 

If a Mart borrows Money without ftipukted Intereft, and upon the 
Demand of his Creditor goes abroad, without fuffidem Reafori, and a Call of 
Buimefs, or lurks fecretly in his own Ho life, fraudulently contriving Means 
to delay and to refute Payment, in that Cafe, after Three Months, Incereft 
upon the Debt fhall commence from the Beginning of the Fourth Month; 
but if the Debtor goes abroad upon real and necefiary Occafions, he ill all pay 
Intereft, after the Expiration of One Year. 

If a Man borrows Jewels, Pearls, Coral, Silver, Gold, Cotton, or Cloaths 
mad ot Silk or of Goats Hair, and any con fid era bin Time elapfe without 
Repayment, yet Bull the Intereft upon fueh a Debt arife no higher than to 
double the Principal. 

If a Man, having purchafcd Goods upon Credit, fraudulently goes abroad 
without Payment, or conceals himfelf in his own Houfe, and, by prevaricating 
I mules and Delays, continues to wiih-hold the Purch aft-Money, in that Cafe, 
after Six Months sreelapfed, Intereft fhall be accounted due from the Beginning 
cr l he Seventh; f the Purchafer is called abroad by his neceifary Bufinefs, he 
Hull pay Intereft, after the Expiration of One Year. 

Tf a Man hath committed ought to the Charge of another, who, on Appli¬ 
cation for the Return of the Trull, fraudulently abfeonds on a Journey, or if 
Ire leaves not his own Houfe, but by Excules and Prevarications detains the 

Charge 
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Charge In his own Pofleffion, in that: Cafe, if Six Months elapf- from the Time 
of fuch Application, he dial! be charged Intereft from the Beginning of the 
Seventh, 

Suppose a Man to borrow a Quantity of the Grain, called SliUke (orPadder) 
upon this Agreement, that, at the Time of the Paddce Harvelt, he will make 
an equitable and equivalent Return, in that Cafe, if, at the Time of Payment, 
Grain be fomething cheaper than when it was borrowed, he fiiall pay double 
the Quantity j if it be much fallen in Price, he (hail pay Three Times as 
much; if it be ftill cheaper, Fopr-fold; and if its Value be exceedingly 
reduced, he fnall return Five Times the Quantity lent him, and this Fifth 
Increafe he lliall never be obliged to exceed; if the Price, at the Time of Re¬ 
payment be rifen, with refpect to the Time of borrowing, the Bramin ihall pay 
for I mere(l Two in One Hundred Parts, the Cheblmt Three in One Hundred 
Parts, the Bice double of the Bramin, and the Sender Five Parts in One Hundred. 

If a Man borrows Cocoa-Nut Oil, or any fpirituous Liquors, or Cbee, and 
returns it not in Fifty Months, he fhali then repay Eight Times the original 
Quantity. 

If a Man borrows Milk, Woollen Cloth, Perpets, Sba-zrfs, or Tape dry, and 
Carpets made of any Hair but that of Sheen, and returns it not in Fifty Months, 
he Ihall then repay Five,,Times the original Quantity.

If any Man borrows any Kind of Cloths (but thofe made of Silk) Iron, 
Copper, Talc, Brafs, White Copper, Pewter, Tin, and Metals of this Kind, 
except Gold and Silver, arid returns them not in Fifty Months, he fhall then 
repay Three Times as much,

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If a Man borrows any Kind of Grain, except Paides, as Wheat, Small 
Gram, Barley, and fuch Kinds of Grain, or Lentils, Gram, Milliard Seed, or 
Kanjud , and fuch other Produce of Tillage, and returns it not in Fifty Months, 
he ihall repay it Four-fold. 

If a Man borrows Green Herbs, fuch as Cabbage, Lettuce, fs?f> and repays 
them not in Fifty Months, he fhall repay them Five-fold. 

If a Man borrows Sugar Canes, and returns them not in Fifty Months, 
he ihall then repay Six Times the Quantity. 

If a Man borrows the Juice of the Sugar Cane, the better Sorts of Flow- 
ers, or of Fruits, Ginger, Radifhes, Potatoes, or Yam, or any other of thrift: 
Herbs whole Root is in common Ufe, whatever Quantity he borrowed, he 
hi all return Three Times as much. 

If dried Grafs, Fuel Wood, Bricks, or Leaves, or Things made of Leather, 
cr Bone, or Scimitars, Spears, Daggers, Mufkets, and this Kind of warlike 
Jnffrumeiits, or dried Flowers, or Fruits of the worft Species, be borrowed, 
anti not repaid in Fifty Months, yet no Intereft is to be given on them ■, but 
if it be originally ftipulated, it Ihall be paid. 

If a Man fells Goods without receiving irnmednite Payment, and, upon 
Demand made for the Money, the Purchal’er puts him off with frivilous Delays, 
either ftaying at his own Houfe, or going abroad, without l'uftlcient Reafcn, 
Intereft flyll commence upon the Debt from'the Beginning of the Fourth 
Month. 
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If a hired Servant hath been a long Time without receiving his Wages, yet 
he (hall not demand Intercft upon them, unlefs it be originally fo ftiputated. 

If a Man hath agreed to pay another a certain Fine on any Account, and a 
long Time eiapfe without Payment, he limit not give Intercft, unlefs it be Parc 
of the original Agreement. 

If a Man hath prefented another with any Thing in the way of Frlendfhip, 
which Prefent the Accepter neither takes to his own Houle at the Time it is 
given, nor doth the Donor fend it to him, yet fhall no Intercft be paid upon 
the Gift thus with-held ; unleft: by a prior Agreement. 

' If a Man hath given another any Thing by way of Recompenfe, which, after 
being accepted by the Peribn to whom it is offered, is yet detained at the 
Donor’s Houfc, and not delivered on Demand, Intercft fhall be paid upon its 
Value.

I,, a Man, in a friendly Manner, hath applied to his own Dfe any Tiling of 
die fcparate Property of his Wife, on returning it, he fit ail give an Intercft, 
together with the Principal; and if a Man, by forcible Means, hath taken ought 
belonging to his Wife, and doth not pay her both Principal and Intercft, the 
MngUi:rate of the Time- fhall oblige him to pay Intereft and Principal, and fhall 
alio line him. 

If a Man hath expended, on friendly Terms, any of his Wife’s Property, 
and dies before he makes it good, his Son fhall pay the Principal fo bonowed, 
but without Intereft.

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If ?l Man offers to difcharge a Debt, and die Creditot will not accept Pay¬ 
ment, lie Ihall not pay Intereft upon the Debt, after fuch an Offer, unlefs it be 

previoufly Ululated. 

If a Man, wlio has agreed to difburfe a certain Sum for the Expences of a. 
Marriage, or a Marriage Portion, pays it not for a confide, able Time, he fhall 
not pay Intereft upon that Suit), unlefs according to previous Agreement, 

If a Man hath depofited a Pledge, and the Creditor pofTeffing fuch Pledge 
applies it to his own Ufes, or breaks it, or it be ftolen from his Houfe, in that 
Cafe, he Hull not pay lute re ft upon it, unlefs by Agreement, 

If a.Man depofits a Pledge with another, and no Agreement be made that 
the Creditor fhall make life of the Pledge, in that Cafe, fuppofing the Pledgee 
to apply to Ufe the Goods fb pledged, he fhall pay half I me reft, according to 
the Rates herein already fpecified. 

If a Pledge, depofited in a Creditor’s Hands, be fpoiled, loft, or broken 
by an tinforefeen Accident, In that Cafe, the Creditor dull ftill recover 
both Principal and Intereft of his Debt; but the Debtor fhall not receive the 
Value of his Pledge. 

A Man may lend Money to another of the fame Tribe, to his Relations* 
or particular friends, upon a Pledge only, but from all others, he fnould 
demand a Bond and Security, 

If a Man lends Gold to another, he fhall appoint a fixed Day of Payment 
to his own Sansfaftion ; if he cannot fix a Day to his Mind, he may omit it, 
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If a Man borrows FaJJce t Whea', Barley, Gmn t Small Gram, Lentils, or 
Dolly or Muftard-Seed of the Speck's of Grain and Ptdfe, or Salt of whatever 
Son it may be, or Honey, Sugar, Sugar-Candy of the Species of Sweets, 
or round Pepper, or P&pid, dried Ginger, Kureekh , or Inderjb of the Species of 
Warm Bitters, or Tamarinds, or four Plumbs, or Lemons of the Species of 
Acids, or Hamby Bebeerreh, and Gulsh of the Species of AjfuSy he lhall furely 
j&x a Day of Payment.

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Ir a Man, who hath pledged might to another for a Debt, offers to pay' the 
Money, and demands his Fledge, which the Creditor fraudulently v/kb-holds, 

- in that Cafe, the Magistrate fhali exaft a Fine from the Creditor, calvfe the 
Fledge to be reftored to the right Owner, and the .Debt to be forthwith diP 
charged. 

Ir a Per Ion mortgages to another fuch a Quantity of Land as w i! ferve for 
the Subfi Hence of One Man, for One Year, and afterwards mortgages the fame 
Land-to f. Second Mortgagee, he (ball be punifhed with Deaths or if his Life 
be Spared* lie (ball be fined One Hundred Ajbrufces ; and if the Criminal be a 
iRfantin (which Tribe is exempt from capital Pi;rudiment) he fhali dull pay the 
Fine of One Hundred Aprufas. 

If a Man mortgages a Quantity of Land lefs than will fufficc to maintain a 
Man One Year, and afterwards engages the fame Ground to a Second Mort¬ 
gagee, tire Magiilnuc fhali line him Sixteen AJhrufea. 

If a Man hath depofued a Fledge with 1 'another, and ioffers it to lie a con¬ 
fide,table Time unredeemed, yet the Creditor fliall not apply the Depofit to his 
own Uie, or fell it, or fpoil it, or pledge it as his own to another Peribii; if 
lie afts in contradiftion to this, he (hall be-obliged to make good the Pledge. 

If a Man, having pledged any Thing to one Perfon, fraudulently contrives 
to engage the fame" Article as a Fledge to a Second, the Firft Kn gage merit 
fhali be con fide red valid, and not the Second j but yet the Second Creditor ihall 
receive both Principal and Tmerefl of his Moneys and lie who thus tranfgreffes 
the Laws of Juftice dull be punifhed as a Robber.

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If a Man pledges the fame Article with <Two Per&fts, and it be not known 
which Tranfaftion was prior in Date, then, whichever of the Creditors, with¬ 
out Mokftuion of the other Pledger attaches i he Pledge, it (hall be accounted 
valid, with refpect to him; if a Difpuce a riles, the Two Creditors (hall hare 
equal 1 Shales in the Depofuc, 

• I F any Transaction between Two People pafs before Witnefles only, and a 
Third Perfon produces a written Inftrument of the fame Tranfiftion, auefted 
•alfo by Witoefles. the'Writing thus withered (hall be accounted valid. 

Is a Man pledges ought to another without a written Agreement, and after¬ 
wards depofites the lame Pledge with a Second Perfon, adding a regular written 
Ififtrument* to teftify die Validity of this Second Pledge, in that Cafe, the 
Second Engagement fhaII ftand good, and the Borrower lliall return back the 
Money lent him by the Pint Creditor, 

If a Man mortgages to another a certain Quantity of Land, and the Mort¬ 
gagee, by forcible Means, appropriates to his own Ufe a larger Space of Ground 
than is fpeclfied in the Agreement, in that Cafe, the Magidrate, without capp¬ 
ing the Debt to be difeharged, (hall rettore the mortgaged Ground to the 
right Owner, and hold the Mortgagee criminal.

There are Four Sorts of Security , 


i 


FirJi,\V hen a Man, de fir on s to borrow Money, is refu fed, by thePerfon whom' 
be addrdTes, from a Want oi Confidence in liis Ability to repay it, if m the 
mean i ime a Third Pcrfon ihould advife the refufing Party to lend the 
.Money, and fhonld prornife, that, if theDebtor abfeonds upon the Day of Pay¬ 
ment, he will eanfe him to appear*, he, who by fuch Advice catifes the Money 
to be lent, engages hinifelf in a Kind of Security^ and if he cannot produce the 
Borrower, when Payment becomes due, he mult d.ifcharge the Debt, both 
Principal and Intereft: If he dies, his Son ill all not make good the Loan. 

Secondly, Vv.jiew a Man, who is requeued to lend Money, doubts the Charafrer 
of the Borrower, and enquires it of a Third Perlon, if this Man ihould 
anfwer to the others Cb a rather, and affirm, that to his own Knowledge he is • 
worthy ro be tr lifted, by thus inclining the Party to lend the Money, 
he is to be eonfidered as a Kind of Security, and whoever, by giving a good 
Character to a bad Man, enables him to borrow Money, and this Circumftance 
cun be proved, the Rccommender [hall be obliged to make good both Princi¬ 
pal and irivereft of die Debt; but if lie dies, his Son is not anfwerable for the 
Money, 

W^Vhek aMjn,defirons to borroivMoney,is rc-fufed,becaufe thePerfon of 
wI:om he requests it has no Opinion of His Credit, if a Third Man Ihould fay,.

If a Debtor, on the Day agreed for di(charging o.f his Debt, fliould be unable 
to appear, either from lb me natural or publick Calamity, or from a nec diary 
Attendance on a Court of Juftlce, it is not to be accounted a Fault in the Man 
ivho became Security for him; but when the Debtor’s Catife of Delay is re¬ 
moved, the Security rnuft then procure his Appearance, or, upon Failure, mult 
himlclf be anfwerable for the Catife in Dil'pute, 

If a Man dies, who, having depofited a Pledge, is become perfonal Security 
for another, his Son Stall difeharge the Principal of the Debt, 

If a Man who is Security for another fhould die, his Grandfoir and Greats 
Grandfon are not anfwerable. 

If feveral Men become Securities for a Debtor who fails to difeharge his 
Debts, all the Securities (halt pay the Money in equal Shares,

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If, at the Time of leading Money, the Lender fhould fay to the Securities*, 
“ Here are fcveral of you engaged, but I expeff, that any One of you, whom J 
may happen to find when Payment becomes due, fhatl difeharge the Debt,” ff 
alfo the Securities aliens to this Stipulation, then, fhould the Borrower fail So 
his Engagements, the Creditor Ihjul exaft Payment of any One of the Securi¬ 
ties whom he can fir It find, according to Agreement, 

Ir a Debtor fhould be abfent, and the Security is defirous to bring him to 
.Appearance, the Creditor iliall fettle with the Security a reafonable Time 
for hts Departure and Return, and fhall permit, him to go in queft of the 
Debtor. 

If Security has not abfolutely the Means to pay a Sum for which he 
hound hinjfelf, ancl the Creditor commences a Suit againft him in a Court of 
juft ice, the Mugijflrate of the Time fit all appoint him to pay the Debt, by In- 
ftalments, according to his Ability, and fhail not be too harfti and fevere upon 
him ; neither fb ail t. lie Creditor he permitted to treat him with unreafonable 
Rigour, in the Enaction of his Claim. 

If a Creditor of his own Head be extremely hard and fevere upon a Secu¬ 
rity, whatever Money he hath by this Method extorted, after the Space of 
One Month and an Half, the Judge fliall caufe him to return double of that 
Sum to the Security; and if it be within the Space of One Month and an 
Half, whatever Sum he hath received, the Judge fhall caufe him to return the 
like Sum to the Security.

If a Security, unable to anfwer the hnrfh and importunate Demands of a 
Creditor, fhould give , him ought, by way of Bribe, to fatisfy him for the

If the Wife of a Man of the'Cafe ‘of Potters, or of Walhers, or of Cow- 
Herds, oi- Dancers, or Hunters, contracts a Debt, her Hufeand and Sons are 
anfwerable for it ; alfo if a Man, or his Son, among thofe Tribes, contrails 
Debts, tire Wife uuift pay them. 

If a Woman borrows Money with the Confent of her I. lufband and Son, 
the Hulband and Son {hall repay it. 

If a Man, at the Point of Death, defircs his Wife to difeharge his Debts, 
then, if fee inherits her Hatband's Property and Pofleffions, fee OiaU pay 
them accordingly. 

If a Man dies in Debt, whoever happ'-ns to be his Heir {hall difeharge 
thofe Debts, but without Interell; 


ha Bramin dies childlefi, whichever of hisKindred becomes his Heir, he ,iiuH 
difeharge his Debts-, if he has no Relations, the Bramins of the fame Village 
where the childlefs Bramin refided feaU admmifter to his Eftate, and pay his 
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Debts ; if no other Brawns inhabit that Part, the Magiitrate fhall pay the 
child left Brmin' s Debts from the Amount of his Effects, and ihall dift the 
Overplus Into the Water,

Of the Methods of Recovering Debts, 


If a Creditor, on the Day appointed for Payment, demands his Money 
of the Debtot who refutes to ditehargc the Debt, firft, he fhafl fpeak to 
the friends arid Relations of the Debtor, and procure them to demand Pav- 
ment j next, he fliall go in Perfon, and importune for his Money, and flay fame 
Vl'hik* at the Debtor's Houfe, but without eating or drinking; if ihete Means 
fail, he fhall carry the Debtor Home with him, and, having feated him before 
Men of Character and Reputation, fhall chere^detam him ; if even this Method 
mould not succeed, he fhall endeavour, by feigned Pretences, to get hold of fome 
of his Goods; or if any Pledge was depofited with him on lending the Money, 
he fhall carry the Goods fo pledged to the Magi Prate, who fhall caufo she 
Depofiteto be fold, and pay the Creditor his Debt, with Intereft, from the 
Amount of the Sale; if lie cannot, by evafive Means, diftrain the Debtor's 
Goods, and alfo if no Pledge be in his Pofleffion, he fhall then foize and con¬ 
fine the Debtor’s Wife, Children, Cattle, Buffaloes, Horfes, and fuch Kind of 
utefoP Animate; alfo his Pots, Cloatiis, Mats, and Furniture; and, tearing 
himtelf at the Debtor’s Door, fhall there receive his Money; if even thele 
Methods prove iinfuccfcfefiil, he fhall feize and bind the; Debtor’s Perfon, and 
procure, by forcible Means, a Difcbarge of the Debt. 
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If Men of very low Cafts, Coolies, and handicraft Men, owe Money, they 
jliall be feized, detained* and compelled to pay. 

It a Man lends Money to a Magiilrate, to his own Mailer* or to a Bramin,. 
he flull not be rude or uncivil in procuring Payment. 

If a Man hath lent Money to One cf the fame Family,, or to a Man of bad 
Principles, he fliall, by evafive Pretences, get hold of forne of the Debtor's 
Goods, and by that Means procure Payment. 

If a Man of the Tribe of Arzal be unable to pay lbs Debts, he Otall be 
obliged to work out Payment by daily Labour. 

If a Bramin be unable to pay his Debts, the Magiflnue Avail appoint hint 
to difeharge them by little and little, according to his Means. 

If a Debtor and Creditor are both of the Bramin Call, the One ihall not 
oblige tire other to work out a Debt by Day Labour, 

If a Man of the Cbeltme , Seeder, or Bice Cait, is too poor to pay his Debts, 
the Creditor may oblige him to work out the Amount, in any Rufinefs of 
which the Debtor is capable ; that is to fay,, the higher Call may cxa£t this 
Method of Payment from One inferior to itfeif, and Cafts of equal Rank may 
thus mutually treat each other; but a low Cafe cannot force the fuperior to 
compound Debts by Labour, but Ihall be paid by Infbitnems, on a Debtor’s. 
Inability to difeharge the whole Debt at once. 

If a Creditor, without previous Demand, feizes his Debtor by Force, and 
obliges him to work at a Be fin els of which he is not capable, the Magi it rate 
Ihall fine the Creditor, and difmifs the Debtor with the Debt unpaid,

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If a Man difclurges not a Debt in Fifty Months from the Time of bor¬ 
rowing, fo that the Interdt of (■kick&rl'evdebee takes place (an Explanation of 
which hath been already given above) he lhall fettle the Mode to his own Sa- 
t'.Tidbit, and pay the Creditor his Money. 

If a Man, who harii long fince depofited a Pledge in anothers Hands, 
fhjold abiccnd, or die, the Creditor, in Prefence of the Debtor's Friends,

Means arreit the Debtor’s Body, without Knowledge of the Magiftrme, 
fhould he offend this Law he flaall be fined. 

If a very rich Man, of weak Undemanding, and of a very mean Tripe,, 
from a Principle of Fraud and Obilinacy, refufes to pay ids Debts, the Magii- 
trate (hall oblige him to difeharge the Money claimed, and fine hint double 
the Sum. 

If a Man owes Money to feveral Creditors, he ihall firft difeharge that 
Debt which was firth contracted, and fo in Order, 

If a very rich Man, of an excellent Education, arid of a fuperior Call, from 
a Principle of Fraud and Obftinacy, refu/es to pay his Debts, and the Creditor 
commences a Suit againft him, the Magi Urate fiiall caule the Money in Difpute 
to be paid, and (hall fine the Debtor One Twentieth of the Sum recovered, 

If a Debtor and Creditor are of equal Calls, and, on the Debtor's Rtfufiil to 
pay his Debts, the Creditor fiiould commence a Suit, the Magi lira re fhalj caule 
the Money in Difpute to be paid, and ihak alio fine the Debtor One Tenth of 
the Sum recovered. 

If a Man hath borrowed Money of feveral People in One Day, and the 
regular Order of borrowing cannot be afeertained, the Creditors Hull all be 
paid in equal Shares. 

When a Creditor procures Payment of his Money by Application to a 
Magiftratc, he fhall give him One Twentieth of the Sum recovered fo; his 
Interpolation,

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When a Debtor difcharges his Debts by Inftahnents, Tk ilia'll duly note 
upon the Back of the Bond the refpedhve Sums fo paid off* the Creditor 
alio ihall give a feparate Receipt for each Payment r If the Debtor omits this 
Precaution, and the Creditor alfo has not given a Receipt for any particular 
Payment, the Sums fo omitted fiiaH not enter into the Account.

If a Man dies, or renounces tire World, or for any Offence is expelled from 
his Tribe, his Relations, and Kindred, or is deftrous to give tip his Property, 
all his Poffeffions, be they Land, or Money, or Effefts, or Cattle, or Birds, 
go to his Son; if there be fevera! Sons, they all Mall receive equal Shares, 

If the Son be dead, it goes to the Grandfon; if there be but One Grand ion, 
he fhall obtain the whole ; if there be feveral Grandfwas, they fhall-divide it, 
and all fhall receive equal Shares. 

If there is no Grandfon, it goes to the Grandron’s Son; if there be but One

Also, if the Father or Mother of a Girl give any Thing to char Sonrin- 
f .aw, faying, at the fame Time, “ This fnall go to our Daughter,” and even 
without any Words to this Furpoie, at the lime of making the Gift, if they 
merely have it in their Intentions, that the Thing thus given flrould revert to 
their Daughter: All and every of thtfe Articles are called a Woman’s Property.

fhall not obtain it. 

If, during die Time of a Famine, or for the Execution of fame religious 
Purpofe, or on Account of Sicknris, or to farisfy the importunate Demands 
of a Creditor,who has proceeded fo far as to leize his Debtor, and confine hint 
without Victuals, the flu (band fkould appropriate to him fell his W-ft's Pro¬ 
perty, without her Leave, he is juftifhible, nor is ho obliged to return or repay

Elder Brother in the -Light of a Father and Patron, Brail demean .themfelvcs 
conformably to his Pleafure.

Suppose Two P.rfons fhould quarrel about the Right of Property in 
certain Glebe Lands, or Houfes, or Orchards, and One of them fhould produce 
a written Deed, the other (after that the Property in Difpute has been occu¬ 
pied for the Space of Sixty Years, by Three following Poffeflbrs, who are 
now dead) is the Fourth Perfon now in Po/feiHon of fuch Property. 

In that Cafe, the PofTeflion of Three Perfons in Succeffton is of more 
Validity than the Writing. 

Tub Perfon who is in prefent pofleffion Shall obtain the Property of fuch 
Glebe Land, or Houles, or Orchards ; and the Claim of him who produces 
the written Deed (hall not be heard. 

If a Man has for a long Time applied to his. own Ufe the Eflfefb? of a 
Magvftvate, or of a Magiftrate’s Servants, or the Effects of his Wife’s Father, 
or the Effe£ts of his Wife, or the Effecls of his Daughter’s Hufband, or the 
Effefts of a Reyot, or the Effects of a Man defended from the fame Grand¬ 
father with himfelf, or the Effects of his intimate Friend, or the Effects of his 
Maternal Uncle, or Siller’s Son,o*r Paternal Uncle’s Son, or fuch Kind of near 
Relations and Kindred, it is not approved (t. e. it ihal! not ehftire him the 
Property of them :) And if a Brmin, who hath read the Bcids, ffiould, for any 
confiderable Time, apply to his own Ufe any Perfon’s Property, it is not 
approved.

Whoe ver confiders in the fame Light his Friends and his Enemies, and is 
knowing in die Bads of the Shafer, and in the ibeertee of the Shafer, and is a 
Man of Honour, and a Speaker of truth, to iuch learned Brawns as thefe the 
Magistrate &all give Money, and everyToken of Rtipeit and Confideration in 
the Judgment-Seat, to lure them near him$, but he .{hall not retain fewer than 
Ten of iuch Branuns.

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him s if a Complaint is lodged againft him before a Magiftrate, the Magdlrate 
alfo (hall not apprehend him during that Period, 

If any Perfon is appointed Vaktd to plead or anfwer in any Suit, until he 
is releafed from foch Appointment, neither his Creditor, nor any other Perfon 
for his own Concerns, may have Power to apprehend and detain him; b ■* 
Complaint is lodged again!! him before a 'Magi liras?, the Magi Urate alfo (hail 
not apprehend him. 

If any Perfon is employed, in the Magiftrate’s Preience, upon fuch Magii- 
trate’s Affairs, until he is releafed from the Magiftrate’s Bufinefs, neither his 
Creditor, nor any other Perfon for his own Concerns, lb all have Power to 
apprehend or feize him; if a Complaint is lodged again 11 him before a Magif¬ 
trate, that Magiftrate alfo lhail not apprehend him. 

If any Perfon is employed in feeding his Kine, or Buffaloes, or Goats, or 
Sheep, or fuch Kind of domeftiok Animals, until he is at Leifure from inch 
Occupation, neither-his Creditor, nor any other Perfon for his own Concerns, 
ihall have Power to apprehend and detain him; if the Creditor, or any other 
Perfon lodges a Complaint again ft him, the Magiftrate alfo, during that Pe¬ 
riod, muft not apprehend him. 

If any Perfon is-employed in watching his Tillage, until he returns from 
thence, neither his Creditor, nor any other Perfon for his own Concerns, may 
have Power to apprehend and detain him; if a Complaint is preferred againft 
him before a Magiftrate, the Magiftrate alfo Ihall not apprehend him during 
fhat Period. 

If any Perfon is employed as a Painter, a Carpenter, a Builder, or in other 

Works of this Kind, until he is at Leifure from fuch Bufinefs, neither his Cre-

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dinar, nor any other Perfon for his own Concerns, fliaii have Power to appre¬ 
hend ami detain him; if a Complaint is preferred againft him before a Magis¬ 
trate, the Magiftrate alfo, during that Period, fib all not apprehend him. 

If anyPmfon is engaged in War, until the War is determined, neither a Credi¬ 
tor, nor any other Perfon for his own Concerns, fhall at that Time apprehend 
and detain him*, if his Creditor, or any other Perfon, during that Period, pre¬ 
fers a Complaint agatnft him before a Magiftrate, the Magiftrate alfo fihall 
not apprehend him. 

If any Perfon is employed as a Meflenger, until he returns, neither his Cre¬ 
ditor, nor any other Perfon for his own Concerns, may have Power to appre¬ 
hend and detain him*, if a Complaint is preferred againft him before a Magif¬ 
trate, the Magiftrate alfo, until !te returns from the Execution of his MefFage, 
may not apprehend him. 

Jf a Perfon is a Minor, his Creditor may not apprehend him j and if the 
Creditor makes complaint again!! him before a Magiftrate, the Magiftrate alfo 
fihaH not have Power to apprehend him. 

If a Seafon of Scarcity or Calamity fhould happen to any Kingdom or

other for Abufe, or for Threats.

If a Perfon, to procure a Man’s Death, (hould fet his Houfe on Fire, or 
caufe him to take Poifon, or endeavour to afiaffinatc him, or ftioukt feize his 
Wife, and carry her away with him, or plunder and take away all his Effects 
and Grain, if the other fhould deprive fuch a Man of Life, he is not amena¬ 
ble : If a Brmin fhould commit fuch Crimes as thefe above-mentioned, 
his Life fhall not be taken away» but if fuch a Bramin fhould come with 
Intent to murder another, and that Perfon has no Means of tfcaping, and 
cannot fave his own Life, but by the Death of the Bramin , in that Cafe, 
if he fhould even kill the Bramk, the Magiftratc (hall not take a Fine from 
him : Alfo, if a Cow (hould attempt to kill any Perfon, and there is noWay 
of tfcaping, that Perfon may kill the Cow, for the Prdervation of his own 
life, and, in this Cafe, he Hull not be amenable.

If a Per (bn brings a Suit againft another for the Murder of a Man, in 
fiiat Cafe, the Accufed, at the Time of appearing before a Magi ft rate, (hall 
immediately, upon the Spot, give his Anfwer to this Affair j he may not be 
allowed any Time in giving his Anfwer. 

If anyPerfon is apprehended on Account of a Robbery, that Perfon, at the 
Time of appearing before a Magiftrate, or Arbitrator, fhall give immediate 
Anfwer to this Affair, and fliall not be allowed any Delay in fpeaking. 

If any Perfon accufes another for falfeand fcandalous Abufe, the Accufed, 
when he comes before a Magiftrate, or Arbitrator, fhall immediately give his 
Anfwer, and not be guilty of any Delay. 

If any Perfon is apprehended upon an’Affair concerning a Cow that pro¬ 
duces Milk, he fhall not be allowed any Procraftination in his Anfwer, but 
'fliall fpe&k his Defence immediately. 

On an Accufation for drinking Wine, a Man muft not make any Delay in 

giving his Anfwer, he fhall anfwer immediately tofuch an Affair.

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Jr a Man is apprehended, oa a Complain", foe criminal Convcrf.iticn v.th 
any of his Father’s Wives, exchifsve of her who bore him, in fuch a Cafe, he 
ihail not make delay m returning his Anfwer, but ihall immediately anfwer to 
the Point. 

If any Perfon makes complaint againft another, that, “Such a Perfon ha*, 
deftroyed fome very valuable Goods of mine,” in inch an Affair, the Acculed 
/hall not make any Procraftination in Ids Anfwer; he fhall answer immediately 
to the Point. 

If any Perfon has called a mode ft Women'bmchafte, and the Woman or 
} ier Hufband Ihould make complaint to a Magiftrate, whenever the Perfon 
accufed appears before the Magiftrate, or Arbitrator, he (ball, upon the Spin, 
anfwer to the Complaint, and make no Delay . 

If Two Perfons quarrel for Pofleflion of a Slave Girl, and both of them 
fhoutd feparately afiert the Girl to be their own Property, and One of them 
makes complaint againft the other before a Magiftrate, that Perfon lh all di¬ 
rectly give his Anfwer, and Ihall make no Delay. 

Ij, all other Canfes, except fuch as have been before-mentioned, the De¬ 
fendant may require feme Delay to give in his Anfwer ; but the AccuJtr flail 
in no Caufe make any Delay in his pleading. 

Ir either the Plaintiff' or Defendant, being terrified, are unable to give 
immediate Anfwer, then, according to the Nature of the Affair, a Time (halt 
be appointed them forgiving in their Anfwer; if at the Time appointed they 
are unable, either by fome Calamity of the Seafon, fome Innovation of the 
Magiftrate, to give their Anfwer, they are not bhmable-. buc they frail be 
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held to prove fuch Calamity of the Seafon, or Innovation of the Magiflratej- 
if they cannot produce this Proof, they (hall incur Blame; and on the Time 
appointed, iy they, with any fraudulent Intenr, do not give in their Anfwer, 
'•he Magiftrate dull make them amenable, and they fhall be call in that Cauie.

When the Plant iff and Defendant come before the Magi (Irate-, or Arbitra¬ 
tor, the Plaintiff at that Time Hi all give an Account of the Circumftances of 
his Plea, in fueh a Manner, that the Words be few and the Meaning extenfive, 
and that no Doubt of the Senfe of his Speech may a rife in the Minds of any 
of the Audience, and that the firlt and lad Parts of his Pica be well connected 
and confident, and the Caule of the Difpute fhall be therein explained, and 
the Rea for why the Defendant fhould be caff; in the fame Manner alfo the 
Defendant, after Conclufion of the Plaintiff's Plea, fhall return his Anfwer. 

Ii the Plaintiff gives, in Writing, to the Magiftrate, or Arbitrator, a State¬ 
ment of his Cafe, he fhall write that Statement alfo, in the fame Manner that 
hath been above directed} and the Defendant alfo fhall write his Anfwer after 
the fame Mode. 

If the Plaintiff hath delivered in a written Statement of his Suit - , until the 
Defendant gives in his written.Anfwer, the Plaintiff may take back his Repre¬ 
ft nt a cion, to alter what may be too full, or too concife, in fome Places, and give 
in a frdh corrected Writing; but if the Defendant hath delivered in his written 
Anfwer, the Plaintiff may not correct and rewrite what may be too copious, 
or too contracted of his original Plea. 
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Wk*n the Plain tiff, or Defendant, writes hisPlea orAnfwer, it (hall be written 
with his own Hand j. if he is unable to write, lie (hall caufe it to be written by 
another : If the Plaintiff or Defendant (hould give one Explanation of lus 
Cafe, and the Copyift (hould ftate it another way, that Copyift (hail receive 
the fame Punilhmcnt as a Robber. 

In a Caufe concerning Property, if the Plaintiff or Defendant (Hould be 
guilty of a Miftake o? two in the Courfe of his Pleading, he (half not, upon 
that Account, Iofehis Suit, but the Magiftrate (hail fine him. 

Is a Perfon complains againft another, that, “ Such a Perfon has kicked 
me on the Head,” and it (hould afterwards appear that he has not kicked 
him on the Head, but has ftruck him with his Fiftj that Perfon is condemned 
in that Suit, and he (hall become amenable to the Magiftrate. 

When the Plaintiff urges his Plea, the Defendant mud anfwer regularly, 
according to the Plea, and not deviate from the immediate Subject of the Suit. 

After Suit begun by the Plaintiff, if the Defendant (hould abfeond, 
after an Abience of One Month and an Half, he (hail be call. 

After Suit begun by the Plaintiff, it the Defendant delays to anfwer 
beyond Seven Days, he (hall lie caft} if an appointed Day for Anfwer be- 
given him, and he does not give his Anfwer in the Time of that Appoint¬ 
ment, he (hall be caft. 

If the Plaintiff urges his Plea, and the Defendant denies ir, in that Cafe,

arifes in the Audience from his pleading, and the firft and laft Parts of his 
Speech are well connected and confident; and he explains Ivimfdf in fo dear 

and per/picuous a Manner, that every Perfon underftands him,-This 

is called a proper Anfwer, 

That is an improper Aniwer which does not regularl,y take up the After- 
•tions of the Plea j as for Inflance, when the PlainiitT gives a full and copious 
Statement of his Cafe, and the Defendant makes a con traded, defective Art- 
fwer, or when the Plaintiff's Plea is cone if*, and the Defendant’s Artfwer pro¬ 
lix; when there is a Difference and Inconfiftency between the firft and laft 
Parts of.the Anfwer, and when it is confufed and varied, fo as not to be in¬ 
telligible. —-This is called an improper Anfwer.

When Two Perfons upon a'Quarrel refer to Arbitrators, thofe Arbi¬ 
trators, at the Time of Examination, ihali obferve botlt the Plaintiff and De¬ 
fendant narrowly, and take notice, if either and which of them, when he is 
fpeaking, hath his Voice faulter in Iris Throat, or his Colour change, or his 
Forehead fwear, or the Hair of his Body ftand ereft, or a Trembling come 
over his Limbs, or his Eyes water, or if, during the Trial, he cannot ftand 
ftill in his Place, or frequently licks and moiftens his Tongue, cr hath his 
Face grow dry, or, in fpeaking to One Point, wavers and fhuffles off to 
another, or, if any Pcrfon puts a Queftion to him, is unable to return an An- 
fwer i from the Circumftances of fuch Commotions, they ihali diftinguifh 
the guilty Party. 

Iif a Suit where One of the Parties, be it either Plaintiff or Defendant, 
produces a Writing, which the other doth not approve or allow, the Pofll-ffor 
of that Writing Ihali not gain his Suit, until he can confirm it by Proof. 
The Mode of afeertaining a Writing is this, that he Ihali produce another 
Copy of the Man’s Writing, who, with his own Hand u drew out the Writing 
in Queftion, and fo prove its Authenticity. 
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If a Man brings a Suit again ft another, and can by any Means produce 
Proof of his Claim, the Caufe Ihall be decreed in ills Favour. 

A W p.itinc is of Two Sorts, Fir ft, that which a Man writes with his own 
Hand; Second, that which he procures to be written by another: Of thde 
Two Sorts, that which is written by a Man’s own Hand, even without Wit- 
nclfes, is approved; and that written by another, if void of Win:dies, is not 

approved. 

When a Debtor, having can fed his Born! to be written by another Perfon, 
and, hav ing procuredWitnefies to it, hath borrowed Money upon it, after that, 
ibppofing that theWitnefs, who ilgned his Name upon the Bond, and he alfo, 
by w hole Hand the Bond was written, are both dead, and the Debtor and Cre¬ 
ditor alfo are dead, and a Difpute ariies between the Sons of the Debtor anti 
Creditor concerning thisBond, the Son of the Debtor, faying, 4 4 I know Nothing 
of this Bond,”.then, if the Creditor, or Sons of the Creditor, at theTime when 
the Bond became due, had demanded their Money from the Debtor, in the 
Prefence of feme other Perfons, and had caufed the Bond to be read by Three 
or Four People, and can prove this Circurr,fiance, the Bond is approved ; 
but if any Article had been pledged, then, even without previous Demand of 
the Sum due by the Bond, before other Perfons, and without having caufed it 
to be read, the Bond is approved. 

If a Lender of Money fays to a Perfon, “ A Debt due to me is outftantf- 
Ing in your Hands,” and that Perfon denies die Debt, if at that Time the 
Bond is not in the Lgider’s Hands, but Ihould be in fonie other Kingdom, 
then, until he brings the Bond from fuel* other Kingdom, the Suit /hall not 
be determined. 
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If it fhould happen that a Bond in a Creditor’s Pofiefiion fhould be burnt, 
or Come of the Letters in it are become invlfible, or the Bond be ftoien from 
him, or by any Means be fpoiled, and, upon Demand of .he Sum due, the 
Debtor fhould refufe Payment, in that Cafe, the Creditor fhall bring any Perfon 
■who had formerly feen the Bond, and fhall prove the Bond by his Evidence. 

If a Bond in a Creditor?* PoiTefiion fhould chance to be torn, or the Let¬ 
ters fhould be obliterated, or the Bond by any Means be fpoiled, the Creditor 
fhall caufc the Debtor, in fuch Cafe, to write a frefh Obligation. 

If a Man hath,, for any Reafon, executed a Bond, in the Name of another 
Per fort, and borrowed a Sum of Money on Account of it, and afterwards, upon 
the Creditor’s damanding Payment of the Man, from whom he received the 
Bond, that Perfon fhould anf'wer, “ I never borrowed any Money of you, if 
I have fo borrowed, produce my Bond,” the Creditor fays, “ You borrowed 
Money of me upon a Bond, written in the Name of another Perfon,” which 
other Perfon fays, “ I never borrowed any Money of you, but, as a ft rift In¬ 
timacy fubfifted between die Borrower and me, he gave the Bond in my Name,, 
and converted the Money to his own Ufe,” on a Dilpute of this Nature, the 
Arbitrator fhall fir ft examine the Connexion that fubfifted at the Time of the 
Execution of the Bond in Queftion, between the Borrower of the Money and 
him in whofc Name the Bond was paffed, and whether or no they are near 
Relations; from thefeTwo Circumftances lufllnli form his Judgment, andalfo 
from the Evidence of the Witnefs who originally attefted the Bond. 

If a Perfon pofTeifes the Title Deed of any Article, and another Perfon, by 
Intervention of his own, renders that Deed unapproved, in that Cafe, he who 
poflefles fuch a Writing fhall reduce it to Proof-, but if that Perfon fhould

j f a -Lender of Money fhould fay to a Perfon, ** You owe me a Sum of 
Money, I demand Payment,” to which Demand that Perfon makes no Re¬ 
ply, after that, he again makes the lame Demand, and in like Manner receives 
no Kind of Anfwer, after a Repetition of fuch Demand for Five feveral 
Times, if that Perfon fhould fay to the Claimant, “ I owe you Nothing,” 
upon fuch a Suit, the Magiftrate fhali caufe that Perfon to pay the Claimant 
the Money demanded. 

If a Plaintiff prefers a Claim, and the Defendant denies it, then, upon 
Proof of the Juftice of the Claim, the Magiftrate lhall caufe the Money in 
Difpute to be paid to the Plaintiff, and lhall alfo exad a Fine from the De¬ 
fendant, 

If a Perfon, who hath brought a Suit againft another, can afeertain his 
Claim, by the Evidence of Wimeffes, by a Writing, by Proof of Dfufru£t, by 
Opinion of Arbitrators, by the Purrikeb, or by an Oath, the Suit fhall be given 
jn his Favour: If he cannot prove it by any of thefe Means, he is culpable, 
even if he acknowledges the I-'ault he has committed, he fhall kill be deemed 
culpable.

'.his own Ears, fuch a PeiTon is a Witnefs. 

When a Plaintiff or Defendant have not applied to a Witnefs, who is 
conic io us of any Tran fail ion, deliring him to appear as a Witness in their 
Caufc, if the Magiftrate, or Arbitrator, fummoa fuch a Witnefs, and qiieftion 
him as to the Circumftances of. the Tran faction, fuch Part of his Evidence 
as relates to what he has feen with his own Eyes, and heard with hts own 
Ears, is approved. 

When a Perfen, being Witnefs of any Tranfa&ion, hath explained the 
Circumftances of that Tranfa&ion to another Per 1’on, the Plaintiff or Defend¬ 
ant may conftitute fuch Perfon as a Witnefs, to teftify whatever was ex¬ 
plained to him by the other * fuch Perfon is called a Secondary Witnels i and 
the Evidence delivered by fuch Secondary Witnefs is approved. 


In a Suit concerning Limits and Boundaries, whoever is acquainted with 
the true State of thofe Limits and Boundaries, without being appointed Wit¬ 
nefs in the Caufe, may deliver in his Evidence. 


If a Plaintiff or a Defendant fecredy hides a Perfon where he may over-hear 
ihe Difcourfe, and then alks a Witnefs the true Circumftances of the Cafe, 
and that Perfon with his own Ears hears the Relation of the Witnefs, fuch 
Perfon is called a hidden Witnels, and the Evidence of a hidden Witnefs 
is true. 

A a a He 
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lie who is a Witnefs lhaii keep by him a written Statement of every Tranf- 
aftion, in which he is aWitnds, that, even after a confiderable Space of Time, 
he may be enabled to recoiled! it. 

A Witness, a Borrower, or a Principal in any; other Affair, ihall write 
with his own bland an Account of every Affair lo concerning him; if he does, 
not know how to write himfelf, he (hail canfe it to be written by another. 

SECT. vnr. 

Of Proper and Improper Evidence. 

A Minor until Fifteen Tears of Age, One Angle Perfon, a Woman, a 
Man of bad Principles, a Father, or an Enemy, may not beWitneffes; but if 
the Father and the Enemy are Men of good Difpofition, and Speakers of 
Truth, and Men are well acquainted with the Goodnds of their Di(politic* 
and Veracity, thefe Two Perfons may be Witneffes. 

He who regulates his Aft ions by the Reids and Sbeerut of the Shajlen Three 
fuch Men Khali be appointed Evidences; lefs than this Number Hull not be 
madeWitneffes; and this Order is in the Chapter concerning Affairs of a long 
Space of Time. 

Men of every Tribe Ihall appoint Witneffes from their own Tribe, as a 
Bramn ihall appoint'a Bramin, a Chebtcrse Ihall appoint a Cbebtave'-, and fo in 
regard to each Tribe, Men of the fame Tribe Ihall be conftkuted Witneffes; 
a Woman all'o (hall appoint a Woman her Witnefs; but upon the Time of any 
Trani aft ion, if a Perfon of the fame Tribe happens not to be prefent, a Wk :

ncls flialt be appointed from tnoffe upon the Spot, to whatever Tnbe they may 
chance to belong, 

If the Plaintiff or Defendant, at their own Option, appoint a? Angle' Perfon 
only, known to be a Man of Veracity and good Behaviour, as theii A itntls, 
that fingle Perfon alfo may become, a Witnefs; alfo a Perfon who is Hot of a 
good Difpofttion, yet not fraudulently inclined, nor avaricious, if iivch a .1 t s- 
ion be agreeable to.both Plaintiff and Defendant, he may, though lingv., t-c 
a Witnefs.. 

If the ScrwuitarcS} or Btcutuhs learned in the Biidt. ghe Evidence, iVint ct 
them arc required; if there arc not Nine, there mad be Seven ; if there arc 
not Seven of them, there rauft be Five; if. there are not Five of them, there 
mull be Four; if there are not Four of them, there muft be Three; it these 
are not Three of them. Two fhall give Evidence; a. Angle Bramin, learned i:v 
the Bcids, cannot'be a Witnefs, 

A Brmln Scnvutleree{ or learned in the Beids, a Devotee become very infirm, 
and a Binap {hall not be Witness; but if thefe have ken a Quarrel between 
Two Perfons, and of themfelves deliver in Evidence, it is approved. 

He who hath killed a Man, or who is guilty of Theft, of Adultery, or of 
falfe Abufe, or who, enticing a Man to himfelfj by Treachery and Deceit, de¬ 
prives him of Life, and deftroys his EffecTs, or whoever is a Juggler, and is 
conftantly employed in Games of Dice and Chances,, or whoever is a perpe* 
tual Wrangler, fuch Perfons ftiall not be.

He who means to queffion a Witnefs, having bathed himfeif, fliall put his 
Qu rflions in the Tenth Church of the Day: The Witnefs alfo, having bathed 
himfeif, and turned his Face towards the Eaftern or Nonhen Quarter, fliall 
deliver his Evidence: The Examiner fhal! afle the Witnefs (if.a Bramin) with 
Civility and Ucfpeff, laying, “ Explain to me what Knowledge you have of 
this Affair j” and to a Chchteree he fliall fay, “ What do you know of this 
Affair? fpeak the Truth-,” and to a Bice he in all fay, “ What do yon know 
of this Affair ? if yon give falle Evidence, whatever Crime there is in ftealing 
Kine, or Gold, or Paddee> or Wheat, or Gwm> or Barley, or Mu Hard, and fuch 
Kind of Grain, jhall be accounted to you 5 ” and to a Sooder he fliall fay, 
“ What do you know of this Affair? fpeak ; if your Evidence is falfe, what¬ 
ever Crime is the greattft in the World, that Crime lha.il be accounted 
to you.”

or beneath the Earth, would fast- this Hqerft, and the Horfe of him fell comes 
to the Bonft of the Ctkbiutor of the Jug* upon killing that Horfe, he muff: 
throw the Flelb of him upon the Fire of the Juk, and utter the Prayers of 
Jus Deity i fuch a Jugg '13 tailed a Jvgg Ajjbmm*d % and the Merit of it as 
a religious Work is infinite.)

When- a Wimefs is to give his Evidence, he -fjenll cdlify, without having 
any Scruple of Doubt remaining in his Mind, 

When a Man is appointed a Witnef$, if he wilt riot give his Evidence, 
whatever Guilt is incurred by falfe Evidence, the fame Guilt fhall be imputed 
to him j and the Magiftrate fhall exaft from him the fame Fine as ft om a Ptr» 
ton guilty of falfe Witneis. 

If the Plaintiff* or Defendant in a Caufe Have appointed any Perfon a 
WitnelS, and afterwards Ihoukl fay to him, “Whatever you know of our Cafe, 
tell it to anotherPerfon,” and thcWitnefs upon this relates the Affair to another, 
afterwards, when the Arbitrator, having fummoned this Witneis, proceeds to 
Examination, if that Witneis fliould fay, “1 know not this Affair,” in that 
Cafe, whatever is the Value of the Article in Difpute, he fhall pay a Fine of 
Eight Times as much: If a Ermhi y being appointed a Wirnefs, fnould be 
guilty of this Pratftice, a Fine fhall not be exacted from him, but he Hull be. 
banifhed the Kingdom. 

Wher-eVer. a true Evidence would deprive a Man of his Life, in that Cafe, 
if a falfe Teftimony would be the Prefervation 6f hits' Life, it is allowable to 
give fetch falfe Tdtimony; and for Ablution of the Guilt of falfe Witneis, he 
fhall perform the Pocjeeh Serejhue-y but to him, who has murdered a Bramiti , or 
fisin a Cow, or. who, being of the Bramix Viibe, has drunkctiWine, or has com¬ 
mit tuV 
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milted any of thefe particularly .flagrant Offences, it is not allowed to give 
falfe Witnefs in Prefervation/bf his Life, 

Tr a Marriage for any Per ion may be obtained by falfe Witnefs, uich 
Eailchood may be told; as upon the Day of celebrating the Marriage, if on 
that Day the Marriage is liable to be incomplete, for want of giving certain 
Articles, at that 1 ime, if 1 hcee or Four Falfchcods be aliened, it does not 
figniry j or if, on die Day of Marriage, a Man prpmifes to give his Daughter 
many Ornaments, and is not able to give them, fuch FaUehpods as tilde, if 
told to promote a Marriage, arc allowable,

Truft • or Dcpofite is of Three Sons, 

FrJ], When 3 Man intrufts his Property to another, upon this Considera¬ 
tion, viz, That, if I uepofite anyThing with this Man, I fball molt certainly 
recover it again: - Such Troll is called Neekhcep, * 

Secern}. When a Perfon from Sufpicion of the Magi finite, cr of Thieves, 
or from a Defirc that his Heirs fbould not get Pofleflion, intrufts his Property 
to another:—This is called NecXJb. 

Third. When a Man Intrufts his Property to another, and that Penon 
makes over the fame Property in Truft to a Second, informing him, at the 
fame Time, that fuch Property belongs to fuch a Perfon, and mu ft be returned 
to him:Such Truft is called Enabut, 

In the Place where a Man reticles, it mud be inquired, whether he be of a 
good Family, of approved Conduft, of religious Principles, and a Speaker of 
Truth, whether he be very rich, and hath many Friends and Relations ; when 
thefe C ireumftances are favourable, Property fhall be trufted to fuch a Perfon. 

Ir a Man, having fealed and marked his Property, hath delivered it inTruft 
to any Perfon, the Truftee, upon redelivering fuch Goods, fhall return tin m 
with the fame Seal and Mark } if there be not the fame Seal and Mark, he 

fhall 
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ftall undergo l he Ptarikcb, or take his Oath concerning the Alteration of 
the Property in Trull, 

li a Perfon ftiotfid make uie of any Property intruded to him, or it be 
fpoiled for want of his Care and Attention, then, whatever Crime it is lor a 
Woman to abufe her Hulbnnd, or for a Man to murder his Friend, the fame 
Decree of Guilt lhall be imputed to Mm, and the Value of the Truft. mufi be 
made good, 

A Man. ought not to take upon himiclf the Trull of another* Property* 
if he accepts .filch Trull, he mult preserve it with Care, and return it upon the 
Firlt Demand; 

If a Perfon. hath intruded any of Ins Property to another, and the Son os 
that Perfon Should demand the Property lb intruded, the Truftee lhall not de¬ 
liver the Dcpofite without Order of the Father. 

If a Man who hath intruded any Property to another Ihould die, and the 
Son of the Deceafed does not demand his Father’s Property, yet the Truftee 
lhall of himlelf deliver up the Truft to that Son. 

If a Man hath received in Truft the Property of another Perfon, and that' 
Property, together with his own- Effete, Ihould be fpoiled, in that Cafe, he 
fiiall not make good the Penalty upon the Property in Qudtion j and if it be 
fpoiled by any unfordeen Accident, or % the Innovation of the Magiftrate, in 
that Cafe alio, he Hull not make good the Value. 

If, at any Time, in any Manner, the Property in Depofue be fpoikd by the 
Fiiuk of the Truftee. he lhall-make it good. 
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"If Property in Depofite fhould fall Into the Water, or be burnt, or ftdlen, 
and the Truftee conceals any Part of it that may happen to have been faved, 
and this Circumftance can be proved, in that Cafe, lie (hall make good the 
whole Property. 

If a Perlon hath intrufted his Property .to another -for a fettled Time, or 
hath depoficed it with this Agreement, “ Thai whenfijever the Ntceffities of 
my own Affairs (hail caufe me to remand my Property, it fball be returned to 
me, then, if according to fitch Promife, or the Appearance of the DepofitbPs 
Affairs, Application be made, and the Truftee refuii s to deliver the Properry, 
and after fetch Refufal it be fpoiled, the Truftee (hall make good all Inch Pro¬ 
perty, with Iiueteft upon’it; alfo, if, within the Time fettled, it be fpoiled by 
the Negligence of the Truflee, in that Cafe alfo, he (hall make it good with 
kitereft, 

Tf a Per ion hath affix iated to htmfelf other bad Men, in the fraudulent and 
deceitful Concealment of Property intrufted to him, the Magiftrate fliall punifh 
and fine the TrufLc, and caufe the Property depofited to be rcflored to the 
Owner.

If a Truftee does not return to the Owner, upon Demand, the Property 
depofited in his Hands, t!« Magiftrate fhali fine him. 

If a Perfon hath borrowed any Thing from another, promifing to return 
it whenever the Bufinefs for which it was borrowed is completed, and then 
fraudulently and deceitfully detains it, the Magiftrate fhall caufe the borrowed 
Property to be returned to the Owper, anil fhall fine the Borrower j alfo, if the 
Thing borrowed be not returned, after the Carteluiion of the bufinds, and it 
,/hv)uId be afterwards fpoiled by any Accident of theSeafon, or any Innovation 
•• of 
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of the Magistrate, the Borrower Shalt make it good; and if, during the Time 
the Biifinefs is in Hand, it Should be Spoiled by any unfordfeen Accident, or 
Innovation of the Magistrate, it iliall not be made good. 

If any Perfon hath given to a Workman, under a Stipulation, for the Pur- 
pofe of making Pots or Ornaments, or any Kind of w rought Work, Gold, 
Silver .Tutenague, Copper, Brafs, or fuchKind of Metals, and the Workman 
fraudulently and deceitfully conceals it, in that Cafe, the Magistrate Shall cauf'e 
the Article to be returned to its Owner, and (hall exadt a Fine from the Work¬ 
man ^ or upon the Workman's not having given the Thing within the Time 
Stipulated, if after the Expiration of the Term of the Agreement, cite Thing 
Specified be fpoiled by any Accident of the Seafon, or the Injustice of the Ma¬ 
gistrate, theWorkman muft make it good; but if, within die-Time Stipulated, 
the Commodiiy tbould be Spoiled by any Accident of the Seafon, or Innova¬ 
tion of the Magistrate, it Shall not be made good. 

If a Perfon employs in Trade the Property intruded to him, without Or¬ 
ders from the Owner to that Purpofc, the Magistrate Shall take a Fine from 
the TruSlee,and caufe the Property in Truft to be returned with Interest; and 
if, without employing Such Property inTrade, the Trustee Should expend it, to 
furnish himfclf with Victuals or Cloaths, in that Cat;, he Shall repay the de¬ 
posited Property with Interest, but he Shall not be fined. 

If a Man is deSirous to intruit ids Property to another, and that Perfon fays,

If a 'perfon, not being Owner of certain Property, fdIs that Property to 
another, or gives it away,.or mortgages it, without Content of tiie Owner, it is 
not approved. 

If a Perfon, defended from the fame Grandfather with the Owner of cer¬ 
tain Property,. Ihouid fell or give away fuch Property, w ithout Content of the 
Owner, the Magistrate fliall fine him Six Hundred Puns of Cowries , and caufe 
rhe Property to be rtftored to the Ov/nem—According to the Ordinations of. 
Ghendtfifur. 

If a Perfon, defended from the fame-Grandfather with the Owner of cer¬ 
tain Property, caufe that P roperty to be brought by the Hands of a Stranger, 
and fells it without the Content and Command of the Owner, then the Ma- 
1 g '« fir ate fhull fine him in a larger MulA than Six Hundred Puns of Cowries;— 
According to the Ordinations of Chendevfnr .

If a Perfon buys any Commodity from a Man who is not the Owner, and 
afterwards the real Owner fliould come and.fry, “ This Commodity belongs 
to me, neither have I given or fold ir to any Perfon,” and this is alio proved,

S E C T. I. 

Of Shares of Trade in Partnerjbip * 

A Man of a reputable Cart, experienced in Bufinefs, induftrious, intelli¬ 
gent, and underftanding his Income and Expcnces, a Man.of Virtue, and of % 
clean Character, and of Perfeverance in his Affairs, filch a Man is to be chofeiv 
as a Partner in Trade; 

If Terfons have commenced a Partnership- in Trade, without a fettled Agree¬ 
ment concerning their refpetf ive Shares in the Profit and Lofs, in that Cafe, 
they fhalt underftand their Profit and Lofs to be in Proportion to the Stock ; 
if they have commenced the Partnerfhip upon a fettled Agreement concerning 
the Shares of Profit and Loft, they fhall underftand their Profit and Lofs to 
be according to the Agreement. 

Trade fhall be carried on with jjue-H Perfons as have never been conviaed 
of any fraudulent Prattices ; if, after the Commencement of the Partnerfhip, 
she Appearance of any Fraud in either of the Partners ftiouid arife, the Party 
fufpectcd fiiall clear himfelf by .taking an Oath, or undergoing the Purriksb, 
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Tf Stock of a Paftiicj'J'hip mTradc be ipoilcd by any unforefeen Accident, 
or by any Innovation of the Magi ft rate, the Lofs fall upon the Shares of 
.all the Partners. 

If a Perfon, without Confent of his Partners, nolens vo!ens y in Opposition to 
them, fliould undertake any Bulinds, and the Stock is thereby injured, he 
lhall make good that Stock to the Partners. 

If an unexpe&cd Calamity, or any Innovation of the Magiftrate Ihould 
•take place, during that Calamity, if any One of the Partners can preferve any 
Part of the Stock, he lhall receive to htmftlf One Tenth of the Property ib 
prefer Vcd. 

To a Mari who hath been guilty of Frauds, no Part of the Profit lhall be 
given •, but his original Share of the Stock lhall be returned to him, and he 
lhall be excluded from the Partnerfliip. 

If either of the Partners excufes himfclf from the Bufmefs, or the Prderva- 
tion of the Stock, he lhall appoint forne able Perfon, upon his own Account, 
in his room; and if either of them, who is capable of tranfadting every Part of 
the Bufmefs, and who has engaged in tome of the Trade, lhould die, in that 
Cafe, whoever is his Heir ihail receive OneTenth of the Profit, and alfo his ori¬ 
ginal Share: If be has no Heir, the Perfon who had the Care of the Stock lhall 
.receive the Tenth Part of the Profit; if the Care of the Stock was intruded to 
.no One in particular, all tire Partners lhall receive equal Shares; if ail the Part¬ 
ners are dead, the Mngiftrate’s Officers lhall carry all the Goods to the Ma- 
giftrate for his Tnfpc&ion, and the M.sgiftrate lhall detain the Goods, until 
the Heirs bring in their Claim; if the Heirs come in, and prove their Right

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ot Inheritance, the Magi ft rate Ihall give up all Frctenfions to the Goods; it* 
there is no Heir, and the Houle of the deceafed Merchants be at a great Pit¬ 
tance, the Magiftrate fliall .keep the Property in his Cuftody for Ten Years;

Whoever is bom from the Body of a Female Slave, and whoever bath 
been purchased lor a Price, and whoever hath been found by Chance any¬ 
where, and whoever is a Slave by Defcent from his Anceftors, thefe hour 
Species of Slaves, until they are freed by the voluntary Confent of their Mai¬ 
lers, cannot have their Liberty ; if their Matter, from a Principle of Bene¬ 
ficence, gives them their Liberty, they become free. 

■Whoever, having received his V;finals from a Perfon during the *1 ime 
of a Famine, hath become his Slave, upon giving to his Provider whatever he 
received from him during the Time of the famine, ..and, alfo T wo Head or 
Cattle, may become free from his Servitude; according to the Ordinations of 
Phbefoputtee Mifr:— Approved. Chendssfur , upon this Head, (peaks thus; 
That he who has received Victuals during a, Famine, and hath, by thole 
Means, become a Slave, on .giving Two Head of Cattle io his Provider, may 
become free. 

Whoever, 'having been given up as a Pledge for Money lent, performs 
Service to the Creditor, recovers his Liberty whenever the Debtor difeharges 
the Debt j if the Debtor negkfts to pay the Creditor his Money, and takes 
no thought of the Perfon whom he left as a Pledge, that Perfon becomes the 
purchakd Slave of the Creditor.

Of the Wages of Servants* 


Whatever Wages were prom i fed to a Servant, at the Time of his being 
hired, according to that Promite, Wages fljall be paid. 

If a Man hath hired any Perfon to conduct a Trade for him, and no Agree- 
meat is made in regard toWages, to that Cafe, the Perfon hired lltoll receive 
•One. Tenth of fetch Profit. 

If a Man hath hired any Perfon to attend his Cattle, and no Agreement is 
.made in regard to Wages, in that Cafe, the Perfon hired fhall receive One 
Tenth of the Miik produced by the Cows, 

If a Man hath hired any Perlon for the Buftnds of Agriculture (exclufive 
■of driving the Plough) and no Agreement is made in regard to Wages, that 
JPecfon /hall receive One Tenth of the Crop produced. 




Where 
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Whe re fcveral Perfoas are employed in the Execution of Or.c Piece oi 
Bufinefs, of the whole Wages paid for fuch Work, they Audi each receive a 
refpe(Stive Proportion, according to the Difference of their Afiiduity. 

If a Perfon hired for the Bufinefs of Agriculture fliould abfeond, the Ma¬ 
gistrate fhall cenfure hint, and take a Fine from him. 

Ir a Perfon, receiving his Victuals'in .the Houle of his Matter, performs 
the Bufinefs of plowing the Ground, and noWages are ftipulated, in chat Cafe, 
whatever Crop is produced from that Ground, the Perfon fo employed {hull 
receive One Fifth of.that Crop; if he does not receive hisViCtuals at theHoufc 
of his Matter while he performs the Bufinefs of ploughing, he fhall receive 
One Third. 

h a Perfon., who is hired to bring up any domeftick Animals or Birds, 
Should abfeond, the Magiftrate fltallhold him amenable, and fhall cenfure him. 

If a Perfon, having received His Wages, doth not perform the Bufinefs fb‘r 
which he was hired, and at the fame Time is not lick, the Magiftrate fhall 
caufe him to give back to his Matter whatever Wages he may have received, 
and Hull fine him in Double of chat Sum. 

If a Perfon, not having agreed forWages at the Time of being hired, fhall 
have performed the Bufinefs allotted him, upon which Bufinefs no Profit what¬ 
ever fhould arife, in that Cafe, according to the Wages that other People in 
the fame Kingdom receive for the fame Kind of Bufinefs, he alfo fhall receive 
Wages at the fame Kate from his Matter. 

If. 
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If a Perfon, not receiving hisWages, but making a Stipulation for the Pay¬ 
ment ami Proportion, of them, is employed upon any Bufmefs, and, during the 
Time of fuch Employment, abfconds from his Bufmefs, without the Plea of 
Sieknefs, or any Calamity, the Magistrate fhall fine him in whatever Sum was 
agreed upon for his Wages. 

If a Perfon, being hired to perform any Bufmefs, Should forl'akc that Bufi* 
nels, at a Time when but little of it remains unfinilhed, without the Plea of 
Sicknefs, or.any Calamity, he fhall not receive any Wages, 

If a Perfon,. hath given another a Promife, faying, “ I will execute your 
Bufinefs,” and at-the fame Time neglefts to begin it, and, without the Plea 
of Sicknefs, or any Calamity, afterwards fhould fay, “ I fhall not be able to. 
execute your Bufmefs,” in that Cafe, the Magiftrate fiiall caufe him to per¬ 
form the Bufinefs*, if, after the Order of the Magi ft rate, that Perfon {til 
negle&s to execute the Bufmefs, the Magiftrate fhall fine him Eight Gold 
Coins, and, without giving him any Wages, fhall oblige him to perform the 
Work agreed for. 

If a Perfon, being allotted the Execution of any Work, fhould fall fkJc 
after he has begun the Work, and afterwards, upon his Recovery, goes on 
with the Performance of the Bufmefs, he fhall receive Wages alfo for the 
Time of his Sicknefs, 

Ir a Man, by the Fault of his Maker, foriakes his Service, in that Cafe, 
he fhall; receive proportionate Wages for whatever Number of Days he con¬ 
tinued in the Service. 
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If a Servant, byhi$ own Fault, fpoils.afty Thing belonging to his Maffer, 
that Servant ihall make it good j but if that Thing b$ fpoifed by any uncM- 
pe&ed Calamity, or innovation of the Magiftrate, the Servant' Ihall not pay 
for It. 



If a Perfon, without any Fault committed by his Servant, difchsrgrs the 
Servant, the Magistrate fhaU take from that Perfon One .Hundred Bum of 
Cowrie f, and caule him to pay the Servant his Wages. 

If a Servant maliciouQy harts the Property of his Matter, he ihall give 
Twice as much to the Magiftrate for a Fine, and make good the Property of 
bis Matter. 

If a Servant, at the Command of His Matter, commits Theft, or Murder, 
or any fuch Crimes, in that Cafe, it U not the Fault of the Servant, the Matter 
only is guilty,

If a Beopary , hiring a Perfon to go to any fpecified Place, takes him along 
with himfclf, and the Beopary, having fold all .his Goods on the intermediate 
Hoad, di&harges that Perfon, in that Cafe, he ihall give himWages for what¬ 
ever Part of the Road he hath gonei and as to the Part of the Way agreed 
upon, which remains imt ravel led, he lha)l give him Half of the ftipulated 
Wages for that Parti and, if, as they are on their Journey to the Place fpeci- 
lied, any Perfon fhoidd hinder the Beopary from carrying his Goods, or 
ihould ileal them, in that Calc, the Perfon hired ihall receive Wages for that 
Part.of the Journey already accompliflied, and for what retrains unperformed, 
he ihall receive Nothing.

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If a Perfon, going on a Journey, takes another with Him, and this Perfonr 
ftioukl fall Tick upon the Road, or is unable to travel on Account of Fatigue,',

If a Perfon attends One Hundred Cows, for the Space of One Year, , with¬ 
out any Appointment of Wages, in that Cafe,, by way. of Wages, he fhall 
take to himfelf One Heifer of Three Years old; and alfo, of all thofe Cows 
that produce Milk, Whatever the Quantity may be, after- every Eight Days,, 
he (hail take to himfelf the Milk, the entire Produce of One Day. 


If a Perfon attends Two Hundred Cows, for the Space of One Year, with¬ 
out Appointment of Wages, in that Cafe, after every Eight Days, he fhall 
take to’himfelf the Milk, the entire Produce of One Day , and alfo,. by way 
of Wages, One Cow in Milk, and her CW. 

Cattle fhall be delivered over to the Cowherd in the Morning; the Cow¬ 
herd fhall tend the Herd the Whole Day with Grafs and Water, and in the 
Evening fhall redeliver them to the Mailer, in the fame Manner as they were 
intruded to him, if, by the Fault of the Cowherd,, any of the Cattle arc hurt

Sight, and the Cowherd, as loon as he knows the Circumftance, makes a 
violent Outcry, but is not able to prderve them, it is not to be imputed the 
Fault of the Cowherd} and, if in that Country,.or in that particular Spot, any 
Calamity Ihould happen, during which Time the domeftick Animals come 
to any Damage, it is not to be imputed the Fault of the Cowherd, the Loll, 
/hall fall upon the O wner. 

If a Cowherd drives away any. Cows, Buffaloes, and fueh Kinds of Cattle,, 
to feed, or on any Account carries them to another Place, he fit all guard, 
thole Cattle, to the utmoft of his Power, from any Accident of Flies,Thieves, 
Tigers, Pits, Rocks, or any fuch Kind of Misfortune«, if he is unable to 
prated them from theft- Accidents, he (hall, with a loud Voice, give Notice 
to the People tliere, or to the Owner of the Cattle; if he does this, no Fault 
lies upon the Cowherd; but if he negle&s toad in this Manner, he fhall make 
good the Cattle, and the Magiftrate dull fine him Thirteen Puns o{Cowries. 

It a Cowherd fhould go to his own Iloufe, or to any other Place, and; 
leave any fiek Cattle upon the Plains, the Magiftrate dial! confute him. 

If a Cow, or B uft aloe, or any fuch Kind of Cattle, Ihould die of any Sick- 
nefs, while tfie Cowherd, knowing the Remedy proper for fuch Sicknefe 
neglected to admittifter it, theMagiftrate fhall cenfure him, and eaufe hini to 
give fuch an Animal to the Owner of the Herd; he /hall alfo fine. him.

If a Proftitute or Dancing Woman, having, at ner own Requefl, received 
Hire from any Perfon, Hi ou Id be feck, fatigued with any Buftnefs. or melan¬ 
choly on Account of any Calamity, or in waiting upon the Bulinefs of the 
Magiftrnte, at'ftich Times, if the Perfon aforelaid requires her Attendance, 
and the Proftitute is unable to go, it is not her Fault ; but, after her Recovery, 
or after the Termination of the Calamity, or after Difmiflion from the 
above-mentioned Bufmefs, (he ft'all attend him; if foe then negleds to go, 
fhe fliall give back Double of the Hire flic received. 

Jr a Perfon, 'having fettled the Sum to be given, hath hired a Proftitute, 

and attempts to commit any unnatural Ad with her, he fliall give her Eight

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rimes the Sum ftipulated, and pay a Fine aifo of Eight Times as much to die

If any Perfon verbally agrees with a Proftitute, and fays, “ I will employ 
you/’ and gives her Hire upon his own Account, but afterwards, inftead of

{half. pay'he.• Eight Times as- much as the Sum {Updated, and pay r. Fine alio 
of Eight Times as Hindi to the Magiftrate. 

It a Man hath mentioned One particular Pcrfon’s Name to a Proftitute, 
anti, having given her a ftipulated Hire in .that Perfon’.} Name, carries her to 
another Man, die Magiftrate (hall fine that Man One Mafieh of Gold of 
/Ijlrufit.) 

If a Man, having agreed with a Proftitute for her Hire, goes to her accord¬ 
ingly, and afterwards does not pay her the ftipulated Sum, then whatever 
Hire lie had agreed to give, he foall pay Double of that Sum to the Woman, 
and a Fine aifo of Double of the fame Sum to the Magiftrate. 


Ir a Perfon, having agreed for the Hire of a Proftitute to himfeif, takes a 
Number of Men with him to thatProftkute, and there enjoys her, in that Cafe, 
whateverHire he had agreed to pay, be IhuII give her Double of fetch Hire for 
every Perfon whom he carried with him; and in like Manner ftiall pay Double 
of fuch Hire for e very ft o gle Perfon to the Magiftrate as a Fine.

Ip a Perfon, paying Rent and Hire, builds a new Houle upon the Lands of 
any Stranger, and lives there, in that Cafe, whenever he quits that Place, and 
l j:i y 3 v:p his Rent without a Balance, he may do what he pleafes with, the Houle. 

Ie a Perfon, without paying Rent, builds a new Houle upon the Lands of 
a Stranger, and Jives there, in that Cafe, at the Time he quits that Place, he 
may not dilpofe of theHoufe at his own Pleafurej the Owner of the Land fhaB 
alfo become Owner of the Houle. 

If a Perfon hath hired any Thing for a illpulatcd Time, he fhall pay the 
Rent accordingly. 

If a Perfon hath hired any Thing from another, he fhall continue to pay 
the Hire for it, until he-returns it to the Owner. 

If a Perfon hath hired any Thing from another, and does not apply to any 
Ufe the Things hired, he mull pay the Rate of Hire for it, and be held to re¬ 
turn it to the Owner.

Property^ and, having received the due Value for it, forcibly detains thePre- 
mifes fold, and himfelf expends the Profit arifmg upon them, upon the Pur- 
chafer’s laying a Complaint of this Nature before the Magifirate, that Magis¬ 
trate fliall caufe the purcliafed Prctnifes, and alfo the Profit accruing upon 
them, to be delivered over to the Purchafer •, and if, at the l ime of 
entering upon the Premiles, the Price has fallen, with refpeft to the Time 
when the Purchafe was made, he fliali caufe fuch Overplus of Price alfo to 
be given back to the Purchaser, by the Vender; but, if the Price hath filed, 
the Vender Audi not receive fuch Difference of Price, and the Magiftratc fliall 
jdft> fine the Vender One Hundred Puns of Cowries.

Ip a Perfon fells any Thing, except Glebe Land, to any One, and, having

If a Perfon hath fold any Commodity to another, and the Purchafer doth 
not make demand for the Goods purchafed, which Goods are afterwards da¬ 
maged by the Vender’s Fault, the Vender lhall make good the Lofsj but if 
the Damage ariles from any Calamity of the Seafon, or from any Innovation 
of the Magistrate, the Vender lhall not make good the Lofs.

back again,, he is authorized. 

Ik a Man, having fold a Commodity to one Perfon, afterwards fells the- 
fame Commodity to another, the Magiftrate lhall caufc him to give Double 
of fuch Commodity to the Firft Purchafer, and feimfelf alfo lhall take the 
liune Sum. as a Fine. 

Ir a Perfon hath fold any Thing to another, with Agreement to deliver 
up the Purcbafe on a ftipulated Day, and, upon his tendering the Goods on 
tliat Day accordingly, tlic Purchafer refufes to receive them, the Vender, in 
that Cafe, may difpole of them elfewliere: In this Cafe, the Vender is not 
in fault; and, if, on the Second Sale, any Loft fliould: accrue to the Vender, 
the Firft Purchafer lhall. make it good. 

If a Perfon, without Agreement of Price, Hath delivered to another any 
Goods, under the Name of Selling, faying, “ I will receive the Value of them,”

wards return it; if lie ml'pe&ed the Grain at the Time of Purchafe, he then 
fhall not have Power to return it, even within the Space of Ten Days. 

If a Perfon buys Iron, without intfpe&ion, and afterwards difeovers a 
Defeat in that Iron, he may return it back within the Space of One Day j if 
he infpeCteci it at the Time of Purchafe, he fhall never afterwards return it;

turned, even within the Space of One Month,

Ik a Perfon hath bought a Slave of any One, and in Fifteen Days any Defect 
be found in him, he may be returned within that Space of Fifteen Days; it 
Fifteen Days are pad, he can never afterwards be returned; if he was ini'peft- 
ed at the Time of E J urchafe, he may not be returned, even within Fifteen 
Days. 

If a Perfon hath bought Grafs, or Fuel-Wood, or Bricks, orPaddee, or Whear, 
or Barky, or any ocher Grain, or Wine, or Ffoney, or Ghee, or Sugar, or Candy, 
of the Species of Sweet, or Round Pepper, or Long Pepper, of the Species of 
Bitter, or Hurnh, or Bebeemh and other Things, of the Species of Affus, or

I? a Perfon,who is always employed in buying and felling various Sorts of 
Commodities, and is well fit ilied in that Bufmels, fliould purchafe any Thing, 
he fhall not at any Time have Power to return it upon a Difcovery of a Deleft, 
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Of Boundaries and Limits. 

To afccrtain Boundaries, upon the Confines of thofe Boundaries mult be 
planted the Male and Female Banyan 7 'ree, or the Pldfs Tree, or the Semul 
(Cotton Tree) or the Saul, or the Toddy Tree* or the Zttkkom Tree, or the 
XjttUa Tree, or the Bamboo, or a Mound of Earth muft be made, or any large 
Tree, that produces not a great Number of Branches, mull be planted; or 
by a Pool, a Well, a Bafon, a Ditch, or any fuch Signs above-mentioned, fhall 
the Boundaries be openly eleferibed; or a Temple fhall be built there to SHgljur 
(i, e.) their Deity,. 
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Dust, or Bones, or Sabm (Le.) Wxn, or Cinders, ( r Scraps of Ear then Ware*. 
or the Hairs of a Cow’s Tail, or the Seed of t he Cotton Plant, all thefe Things 
above-mentioned, being put into an- Earthen Pot, filled to the Brim, a Mam 
muit privately bury upon the Confines' of his own Boundary, and there 
preserve Stones alfo, or Bricks, or Sea /Sand, either of thefe Three Things 
may be buried, by way of Land-Mark of the Limits; for all thefe Things, 
upon remaining, a long Time in the Ground, are not liable to rot, or become 
putrid ; any other Thing alfo, which will.remain a long Time in the Ground, 
without becoming rotten, or putrid, may be buried for the fame Furpofe: 
Thole Perfons, who, by any of thefe. Methods,, can fhtw the Line of their 
Boundaries, 111 all acquaint their Sons with the refpedfcivc Land-Marks of 
thole Boundaries ;' and in the fame Manner thofe Sons alfo lhall explain the 
Signs of the Limits to their Children : If all Perfons would ad in this Man¬ 
ner, there could be no Difpute concerning Limits and Boundaries. 
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If a Suit, for the Limits of Ground, fhould ante, the Magiftrate, having 
inipecteci the open and private Land-Marks above ddcribed, fhall fettle the 
Suit; if any Doubt or Perplexity thou id intervene, the Plaintiff and De* 
fendant fliail produce to the Magiftrate their t‘eft>miye Accounts of PoJlef- 
fion, under Proof, and the Suit of Boundaries fhall be* fettled ; If alfo there 
is no Land-Mark, and they cannot prove their refpc&ivc PdfTeflions, then 
the Piaintifrfhall find out fomeojd Men,well acquaint- d with the Boundaries, 
or the Pet foil who firfl* marked out the Spot, and fettle the Difpute by their 
Means; but the Difpute of Limits Hull not be fettled by the Tcftimony of 
only One experienced Perfon, ir. fhall not be deter joined by lsfs than the 
Teftin&ony of Four Ikrlbns. 

dr both the Plaintiff,and the Defendant approve of fonvt old and expe¬ 
rienced Men for giving Tdllmony, in regard to the Settlement of a Difpute 
for Boundaries, then the Magiftrate, or Arbitrator, fhall quell ion fuel! Perfon 
as the Plaintiff and the Defendant have approved *, and he, putting on a lied 
Necklace, and Red Cloaths, fiiajl .relate the true Circumftances of the Bound¬ 
aries j if, after the Tellimony of thefe Pcrfons, the Suit is ftill undetermined, 
then the Magiftrate fhall fcket, and put the fame Qucfttons, to Four or Ten 
Perfbns of thofe who break up Faggot-Wood conftsntly in thofe Parts, 
•or who are Hunters, or who, after the Grain is reaped, glean what is on die 
Ground ; and thefe fhall lay their Heads upon the Ground, making the due 
Reverences, and putting on Red Necklaces, and Red Cioaths, fhall relate 
what they know of the Affair, laying, “ If we give falfe Wimefs, may our 
good Actions all be reverted,” In a Difpute concerning Boundaries, a fingle 
Perfon fhall not give Teftimcny j but if the Plaintiff and Defendant join in 
approving a fingle Perfon, the Magiftrate fhall queftion him ; and that Perfon, 
Toting for One whole Day, and putting on a Red Necklace, and Reel Cioaths, 

with 


with the due Reverences of laying his Head to the Ground, /hall give his 
Teftimuny. 

The Magiflrate /hall not fettle a Difpute concerning Boundaries by the 
Teftimofcy of a Perfori of bad Principles; if the Suit cannot be fettled by 
Means above-inentianed, then, the Magiftrate fk ■ ! 1 go, in Potion to the Boun ¬ 
daries in Difpute, and inquire, the Truth of the Affair from the Men in the 
Village, who were born -in that Village, and who are well-acquainted with the 
Boundaries ; and thofc al/b who are gone to any other Part of the Country he 
fha’l fumaiotis, and, having .upon Inquiries learnt the Truth from them, he 
/hall fettle the Difpute. 

If the Magi Urate, from Anger or Avarice, or any other bad Print-pie, gives 
the Land owned by one Perfon to another, it is not approved. 

In a Place where there is .any Difpute concerning the Boundaries of Vil¬ 
lages, the Difpute concerning fuch. Boundaries (halt be fettled by applying to 
the Men of Credit and Experience there; if there is a Difpute concerning 
Tillage, the Difpute /hall be fettled by applying to the Farmers in the Neigh¬ 
bourhood; and if there is a Difpute for the Ground on which a Houfe Bands, 
the Difpute /hall be fettled by. applying to the Perfons dwelling in the Neigh¬ 
bourhood of that Houfe; if there are none of thefe, nor any Wimefs, nor any 
Land-Mark of die Boundary, nor any Account of the Ufufruct, in that Cafe, 
the Magiflrate fhall mark out the Boundaries, according to his own Pleafury, 
and thePlainiiff and the Defendant Stall both approve of the Decifiou, which¬ 
ever of them Bull not approve, die Magiflrate (hall fine him. 

In a Place where Two Villages tie on the Two Banks of 3 River, if, from 
that River, i Nullah fhould lpring out, which; after making an Elbow into the 
Land, returns again to the River, and fome Glebe Land iliould remain fixed 
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'in its original Situation, between that Elbow of the Nullah and the main 
River, in -fitch a Cafe, the Glebe Land fhall ffcill belong to the Village, that 

originally poffirfied it. , : 

tn a Place where there is a River, the Two Banks of which are Boundaries 
to the Eilarci of Two Perfons, if that River fhould break off fome Part of the 
Bank on one Side, and carry it over to the other, then the Owner of that 
Boundary, upon which the other broken Bank hath fallen, fhall become 
Proprietor of that Bank id broken, and the Perion whofe Bank., is fo divided 
'fhall no longer have any Property therein: If the River breaks off the whole 
of a Performs Land, and carries it over to the Boundaries of another Perfon, in 
that Cafe, the Perfon whofe whole Ground is thus torn away fhall ftill be the 
Owner thereof, and the Perfcm upon whofe Boundary fuck Land hath fallen 
fhall not be entitled to Poffeffion thereof, 

Ir a Perfon, not being real Owner of any Land, fhould, by any fraudulent 
Means, get Pofleffion of fome Land, the Magtftrate fliall take from him that 
I,and, or give it to fome other Perfon (he is authorized ib ro do) and that 
Perfon lhall not have Power to caufe any Let or Moleftation, 

If a Perfon hath built a new Houfe upon the wafte Ground, and hath oc¬ 
cupied ir, then, If a powerful Man fliould eredt a Manfion upon the fame 
Place, and fliould join to his own Buildings the Spot of Ground occupied by 
the other, it is not approved. 

Whatever Pool, or Well, a Perfon hath occupied, from the Commence¬ 
ment of building his Houfe, another Perfon cannot afterwards prohibit him 
from ufirtg. 
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• ! Tr * Man hath had a Window hr his d<jjfh 'Premtfes, another Perfon, having 
built a Houle very near to this, and living there with hisFamily, hath no Power 
to Unit up that Man’s Window 5 and, if this Second Perfon would make a 
' Window in his own Houle, on the Side of it that is towards the other Man’s 
•I-Joitfe, and that-Man,;« fhd Time of iris conftruftfog fuch Window, forbids 
afid impedes him, he lhali not have Power to make a Window; jf v after the 
Window is fmilhed, the other Perfon lhould caufe him any Trouble, the Ms- 
giftrate lhall take a Fine from that Perfon, without caufing the Window 
afortfaid to be Ihut up. 
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If the Drain of a Man’s Houle hath, for a long Series of Time, palled 
through the Buildings belonging 10 another Perfon. that Perfon lhall not give 
any Impediment thereto ; but if that Perfon caufed any Impediment at the 
hrft Commencement of fuch Drain, then the other (hall not have Power to 
carry his Drain that Way; if that Perfon, at the Commencement of the 
Drain, gave no Interruption, yet afterwards caufts the ether any Trouble, 
he lhall be amenable to the Sircar of the Magiftrate 

If a Man hath made a lofty Building for a Seat, and goes up thither to 
fir, then, if, at the Time of the Commencement of the afordaid Building, 
none of his Neighbours gave him any Impediment, they lhall not afterwards 
have Power to moleft him; if afterwards they impede and caufe him any 
Trouble, they lhall be amenable to the Magiftrate. 

Any Houle, which bath a Door in each of the Four Sides, if, at the firjft 
building of the Houfe, no Perfon gave any Impediment td the Conftruftion 
of fuch Doors, and yet lhould afterwards attempt to impede, he lhall not 
have Power to do it; if he lhould then give the Owner of the Hoafe any 
I rouble or Moleftation, he lhall be amenable to the Magiftrate. 
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If, from the Thatch Roof of any Houle, the 'Water falls off into a Place 
adjoining to that Houfe, but the Property of another Man, then, if the Perfon, 
upon whofe Ground fuch Water falls, gave no Impediment at the Beginning, 
he fball not afterwards have Power to impede ; if, after the Completion of 
the Houfe, he gi"es th$ other any Trouble or Mot citation, he lhall be amena¬ 
ble to the Magiftrate ; and, if a Perfon makes a Scjjah (or Fenced Terras) 
upon the Top of his Houfe, another fhall not impede him. 

If there is an old PaOage for Men and Cattle through the Grounds of 
any Perfon, that Perfon has not Power to Hop up fuch Road. 

A Pry son may not make a Neceffary-Houfe adjoining to the IToufe of 
any Perfon; nor (hall he fling out Rubbilh and Filth there, nor dig a Ditch. 

A Person lha.ll not plant the Tree Keokc, or Cocoa-Nut, from whence 
bitter Oil is extracted, adjoining to another Man’s Houfe; if he plants them 
there, he mu ft leave the Breadth of Two Cubits between die Trees and the 
Houle. 

A Door through which all People pafs, and a Read upon which all People 
travel, no One fhall Unit, upon Pretence that it is within his own Boundaries j 
nor lhall he make that Path a Place to pifs, or a Recepdcle for Filth, or for 
Sand to fcower the Ye ftcls wherein the Filth is carried; nor lhall he make 
fuch a Recepticle near to a Houfe; nor, when he has fwept his Houfe, fhall he 
throw the Rubbilh and Aihes into the Path; nor fhall he eafe himfelf there; 
neither ihall he pknf Trees there. 

Iv a Perfon fouts up the Path where the Magiftrate, or the Magiftrate’s 
Oflicers, pals and repafs, he lhall be amenable* 
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I? a Per foil, in the Time of no general Calamity*, throws Rubbtfii and 
A fries upon the High Road, or makes a Hole there, or eafes himlelf thereon, 
a fingia Time, or plants Trees there, the Magiflrate fhall take a Fine from 
him of One Mcifkeh of Gold, and caufe him to throw away the Filth with his 
own Hands. 


Ir a Pcrfon, during the Time of a general Calamity', is guilty of the Prac¬ 
tices above-mentioned, in the High Road, he {halt not pay a Fine, nor be 
obliged to throw away the Filth with his own Hands. 

If a Perfon, in the Time of no general Calamity, conftantly throws Rub* 
bifli. Filth, and other Things above fpecifiecl into the High Road, the Ma- 
giftrate fhall fine him Two Cahawum of Cowries* and oblige him to throw the 
Filth into fome other Place with his own Hands. 

If, in Times either of Calamity, qr of no Calamity, a feeble old Man, or a 
Child, or a Woman big with Child, fhould throw any of the Things above- 
mentioned into the High Road, they (ball neither pay a Fine, nor be obliged 
to throw away the Filth with their .own Hands; but the Magi finite fhall cap¬ 
tion them to be more careful for the future. 



If a Perfon throws any Filth into a Garden, or near the Steps of a 
Pool, the Magiftratc fhall fine him One Hundred Puns of Cowries, and oblige 
him to throw away the Filth with his own Hands. 

It a Perfon throws away Filth into the Places of Zeearut (or religious 
Walks) or near the Steps of a Pool, a Well, or Bafon of Water, fo that People 
prevented from going thither, and cannot life the Water of fuch Pool,

and oblige him to throw away the Filth with his own Hands,. 

In between the Boundaries of Two Perfcns any Tree fliould grow, the 
? lowers at 4 fruit of fuch Trees fiiall be indifcriminately ufed by both Parties*. 

if 1 ices be on the Boundaries of one Perfon, and the Branches of thofeTrees 
extend over the»Boundaries of another, then the Perfon, into whole Premifcs 
fuch Branches extend, is Proprietor of tbofe Branches, and may do with them 
as he pleafes, 

If a Perfon, by caufing violent Apprehenfion in another Peribn, occupier 
'iiat Perlbn'is Houfe, or PooJ, or Garden, or Tillage, the Magjilrate-fhall caufe 
rlie Pofleflion thereoi to revert ro the Owner, and fiiall fine the other Perfon 
One Hundred Puns of Cowries. 

If a Perfon, having by Mifiake affirmed, that the Houfe, Pool,Well,Garden;, 
or Glebe, or any (uch Things, the Property of another, belonged to himfelfy 
hath applied them accordingly to his own life, the Magiftrate (hall fine him 

Two Hundred Pms of Cowrits, .and caufe the Poffeffion thereof to revert to the- 
real Proprietor. 

Jf a Perfon Ihould dig up by the Roots a Tree planted for a Land-Mark, 
as before fpecified, it is a Crime,, and the Magi Urate ffoail fine him Two Hun¬ 
dred Pans of Cowries. 

If a Perfon, by removing a Land-Mark, fraudulently appropriates to him'* 
filf an additional Piece of Land, the Magifirate fiiall take from him a Fine of 

hrve Hundred and Forty Puns of Cowries, and fiiall give back the Ground to- 
the Owner. 
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h a Perfon entirely breaks the dividing Ridge between the Tillage of any 
Two Perfons, the Magiftratc Hull fine him One Hundred and Eight Puns of 
Cowries, 



If a Perfon hath deO.ro yed much of the Tillage of another Man, and ap¬ 
propriated a larger Piece of Ground than what belongs to him, the Magi ft rate 
ihall fine him One Thousand and Eight Puns of Cowries? and lhall caufe hints 
to give back the Land to the Owner. 

If a Perfon, to ferve his own Tillage, (teals the Water from another Man’s 
Pool, and waters his Ground therewith, the Magiftratc lhall fine him Ona- 
Hundred and Eight Puns of Cowries.

Fallow or Wife Land is of Three Sorts, viz. 


j, Land Wafte for Two Years, or One Year, which is called Arde Kbeel , 
Half Wafte, 

2. Land Wafte for Three Years, or Four Years, which is called Kbeeh ©e 
Wafte. 

3. Land Wafte for Five Years, or whatever longe. Time it may happen, 
foch Land is called Jungle. 

If a Perfon makes over to another, for the Purpofe of Cultivation, Land 
that has been wafte for One or TwoYears, and that Perfon, having, by careful 
Management, improved the Ground, fhouid raife a Crop from thence, in that- 
Cafe, of the whole Crop fo raifed, One Sixth fhall go to the Owner of the 
Ground, and the remaining Five Sixths Ihall belong to the Cultivator j if this 
Perfon above-mentioned, having agreed to take Land of the other, for the 
Purpofe of Cultivation, ihould afterwards negleft either to cultivate it hitn- 
felf, or to caufe it to be cultivated by others, in that Cafe, whatever Crops 
other Lands in the fame Place, fimilar to the Lands fpecified, lliall produce 
upon a Medium, the Cultivator fliali give to the Owner of the Ground the 
Proportion of One Sixth of fuch Medium Crop, and the Magiftrate alfo Ihall 
take from the Cultivator a Fi a* of the fame Value.

Upon the Death of any Perfon, if any. other fliould cultivate the Land of 
the Decoded that has been wafts f r One, Two, Three, or Four Years, and 
railed a Crop from thence, in that Cafe, if the Heirs of the Deceafed, within 
the Space, of Seven Years, have not fu milked the Ex pence of cultivating that 
wafte Land, they may riot take the Ground from that Perfon; but the Culti¬ 
vator lb all give to the Heirs of die above-mentioned Deceafed' a Proportion;, 
in the Manner already fpecified; if he hath not given fuch Propoftion, the 
Owner of the Land may recover his Land, within the Space of Seven Years;

If a Man is tlefirous to cultivate the Land of any other Perfon, who does 
•not give his Content for the Cultivation of the fame, and, without any Dif- 
oourle having palled between them, that Man fliould cultivate the Land, and 

railfe 
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raife a Crop from thence, the whole of fuch Crop ihall go to the Owner of 
the Ground, and the Cultivator fha'll receive Nothing. 



Ir a Man fows Seed upon his own Ground, and by any Chance whatever 
fome of that Seed fhould fall upon another Perfon’s Ground, and a Crop 
fhould arife from thence that Crop fhall go to the Owner of the Ground* 

and not to the Owner of the Seed.

C H A P. 


XIV. 


Of Cities and Towns ; and of the Fines for damaging a Crop , 

Wherever Men of the Tribe of Sooder, and Hufbandmen are very mime- 
•rous, and where there is much Ground fit for Tillage, fuch Place is called 
Gram, or a Town. 


A Place that hath Eight Cofe in Length and Bread tit, and on the Skirts of 
which, on all the Four Sides, is a Ditch, and above the Ditch, on all the Four 
Sides, a Wall or Parapet, and on all the Four Sides of it are Bamboos, and on 
the Eaft or North Side thereof a hollow or covered Way, fuch Place is called 
Nivher, or a City: In the fame Manner, if it hath Four Cofe in Length and 
Breadth, it is called Kbcct, or a fmall City ; and if it hath Two Cofe in Length 
■and Breadth, it is called Gberbut , or a fmall City. 

The Road for palling an d repafiing ilul ‘1 be at theChoice of the Inhabitants 
■of a Town; but if a Man poilefs only a fmall Lot of Ground, a fmall Parcel 
only of his Ground Jhall be included in the Road ; and Whoever has a large 
Parcel of Ground, a larger Share of hit. Ground lhall be, included in' the Road. 

On each of the Four Sides of a Town, they (hall leave Four Hundred 
Cubits, and from thence commence their Tillage; and on each of the Four 
Sides of a City, they (hall leave SmeenHundreil-Cubits, and from thence com¬ 
mence their Tillage; and on each of the Four Sides of a fmall City, they (hall 
leave Twelve Hundred Cubits, and from thence commence their Tillage;

If a Perfon cultivates Land adjoining to the Road, without cnclofing fuch

AteePatuk is, when a Man commits Inceft with his own Mother, or with 
his own Daughter, or with his Son’s W ife. 

Maba Patukh, when a Man murders a Brarmn, or when, being a Bramin, 
he drinks Wine; or when any Perfon Ih'.vls Eighty Aforufies from a Bran tin , or 

when a Man commits Adultery with any of his Father’s Wives, exclufiveof

Of Theft open and concealed. 


Theft is. when a Man takes away ny Thing without the Sight and Know¬ 
ledge of the Owner* of it, or without the Sight and Knowledge of the Perlun 
tq whom k was - inctafted, and afterwards fays, “I Have not taken fuch 
Article*” and this admits of Two Diftinftions, open Theft, and concealed 
Theft.—Open Theft is, when a Man, having weighed and learnt the Weight 
of any Article, commits a Theft in that Weight, upon Delivery of the 
Article* as for Infr a rice, a Goldfmuh, or an Ironmonger, nr a Grocer, or any 
fuch Perfon who deals by Weight* or a Phyfician, who, not giving to a 
difeafed Perfon the Phyfick proper for hisDiforder, adm ini Iters fuch unfuitable 


Remedies* 
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Remedies, as that by them the Sickridfs of die Dilealed becomes more violent, 
and who afterwards fays, “ This Man is feized with a mod: difficult D border,’ 1 
and, upon laying this, takes any Thing for his Phyfick, or any Perfon, who, by 
the Chances of the Dice, or by any other Games of the lame unlawful Nature, 
takes away a Man’s Property; or an Arbitrator, who receives a Bribe from 
f iber Plaintiff or Defendant ; or, in a Cafe, where Ifeverui Perfons have been 
jointly (employed upon One Buftnefs, if any One of them deceives all the red, 
:ikI appropriates ought to himfcif; or if a Perfon fliould fay to another, Some 
great Misfortune and Calamity is coming upoh you, give me fomcthing, that 
I may make Offerings to Dewtab, to avert his Calamity from you,” and after¬ 
wards fnoukl appropriate to himielf the Article given, in Head of making fuch 
Offerings therewith ; or a Man, who, concealing the Fault of any blcihilhcd 
Commodity, fells it for the Price of an uoblemtihed Article of the fame Kind; 
or when a Man, by giving faife Witnefs, takes away another; Property; or a 
M.in, who, by Chewing Tricks with Conjurors and Jugglers, gets any Thing; 
or a Man, "ho, either by terrifying another, or by cajoling him, contrives to 
get any Thing from him: Thefe are called open (or apparent) Thefts. Exclu- 
five of thefe, all other Kinds of Theft, fuch as Houfc-Breaking, and ocher 
various Schemes of Robbery, are called concealed Theft: Both thefe Kinds 
of Thieves, the Magiftrace fhall apprehend; and, having told to the People 
die Faff of the Theft, fnall take a Fine from the Thief, to the Value of what¬ 
ever Goods he hath ftoleti. Alio, whoever afibciates with Thieves, or is found 
to have about him any Inftfuments for piercing tlirough Walls, or other Im¬ 
plements of Robbery, or any Goods that have been ftolen from any Perfon, 
Juch Perfons lhall be apprehended, conviffed of Theft, and the Punifhment of 
u' Thief without fail be infliffed on them; for, by pumihing Thieves, the 
Reputation of the Magillrate is extended, and the Tranquillity of the King¬ 
dom lieu red. . . '

Deceit, he hath occafioned to the other a Lofs of One Sixth, the Magiflrate 
Oral! fine him Two Hundred and Fifty Pm of Cowrfa\ if there is a Lofs of 
One Fifth, or of a ftiil greater Proportion, the Magiftrate ftall fine him Five 
Hundred Puns of Cowries.

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If a Man, proffering to fell Grain for Seed, fhould leli Grain which is not 
lit for Seed, the Magiftrate lhall chafttfe him, and take a Fine according to 
the Offence. 

I* a Man conceals the Faults of any blemished Commodity, or nnx.es good 
and bad At tides together, and fells them all as good, or refits any old Article, 
and fells it as new, the Magiftrate lhall caufe him to give Double the Price 
of the Purchafe to the Pure haler, and fhull fine him » the original Price of 
the Pure hale..

Kingdom, he fhail not confifcate his Poffeflions, but (hall crucify him, 

I? r. Man fteals any Man of a fupcrbr Gaft, the Magiftrate fhail bind die 
GiaSsBema (a particular Species of Grafs Jb called) round his Body,and burn 
him with Fire; if he fteals a Woman of a fuperior Caft, the Magiftrate fhail 
caiile l:im to be ftretched out upon a hot Plate of Iron, and, having bound 
the Grafs Beetkl round his Body, fhail burn him in the Fire.

Ir a Man, having incurred a Debt, is unable to pay it, on Account Oi a 
Famine, or any fuch Calamity, die Creditor Hull be contented to r."..eivc the 
Money in fmall Proportions, and fhall not excrcife any violent Severity again L 
the Debtor. 

I? a Man brings a Claim againft any Perfon, faying, ** You owe me a Sum 
of Money,” and that Perfon denies the Debt, then, upon the Creditor’s proving 
the Debt, that Perfon, if he be rich, fhall be fined Twice as nrrtnh as the Debr; 
if he be a Man of incoiyfiderable Property, he Jhall be fined a Sum equivalent 
to the Debt, 

•If a Man, h aving borrowed Money of feveral Lenders, hath pure haled 
Goods therewith, and all the Creditors aflemble together at Once; and the 
Debtor hath no immediate Means of paying them, then whatever Goods he 
hath put chafed with each Creditor’s Money (hall be fold, to repay each Credi¬ 
tor refpeCtiveiy. 
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.When a Debtor hafo paid his Creditor the Sum of his Debt, he lhall receive 
his bond back from the Creditor, and (had tear it* and Hull alio take a written 
ilekafe or Receipt from the Creditor, 


If a Man hath borrowed Money from a Lender, and hath not given a Bond, 


but there be Witnefles to the fame, then, at the Time of Repayment, the 
Money fiuJl be ddiyered in Prefence of the fame Witnefles. 

If any Man, having been expelled and excommunicated from his Cafl, per-, 
forms the PeYhfhchu., or Expiation, then, during his Life-Time, his Son, and 
Grandfon, and fuch other natural Heirs, (hall not become poffefled of hisEftatej 
but his Property fiiall be divided among them, according to their Right of 
Inheritance. 

If there are Two, or Four, or more Heirs, and One or Two of them, by 
applying to Ui'e the Parmerihip Property, acquire fome Profit from thence, 
then all the Partners, according to their Property in the Stock, Ihali receive a 
Share of the Profit j but he who acquired this Profit lhall divide their Pro¬
